Wu luivo j'ct to hear a word oC ad- 
verse ciiliclsin at the active manner 
in which the City Council has taken 
up the question of street Improve- 
ment.

f^ow tiuit a i)eginninB has been 
made In aspliaiting streets,' we look 
for a repetition of what took place In 
regard to block and brick paving and 
permanent sidewalks. When these 
were begun, it was a little tlllUcult to 
convince people that they were really 
aecessary. The old Idea that what 
was good enough for our fathers was 
good enough for us died hard. Our 
fathers Mere jiretty good people, but 
their habits were not exactly our 
habits, and they were accustomed to 
get along without things that w/e 
nowailays think wc must have. The 
lirsl asphalt i)avemeiit will be the 
signal for similar pavements to be 
adapted all over the city, and then 
the dust nuisance will be a thing of 
the past. 

We extend heartj- congratulations 
to tile .Mayor and Aldermen upon 
their having risen to apjjreclation of 
the needs of the city, and we believe 
they have inaugurated a new era of 
municipal improvement. In a year 
or two it will not be necessary to 
take strangers out of town to show 
them "Victoria the Beautiful." 



THE BOY SCOUTS 

Lt. Col. Hall writes us a letter cor- 
recting the impression that the funds 
derived from the sale ot tickets for 
Mr. V'ililers' lecture are to be api>lled 
to the purchase of uniforms for the 
Boy Scouts They are to be devoted 
towards the payment of the expenses 
of a camp. The Scouts purchase their 
own uniforms as well as meet other 
expenses ■ 

The scout -inovemetit Is ah excellent 
one. Trie boys' are WceiVlrig training 
that will do them very much good, 
rind v/ill serve to. keep them out of 
what may be harmful. A tew timid 
folk fear that by putting a uniform on 
n boy and' teaching him how to handle 
a rifle, just so much is being done to 
liostpone the coming reis;n of peace. 
AVe are sometimes told that to train 
a' boy to the performance of any sort 
of military duty Is to make him blood- 
thirsty and lead him to took upon 
war a.s a necessary tiling. There nev- 
er was a greater error. Trained men 
are not more anxious for war than 
untrained men. Indeed the fact that, 
in the event of hostilitle.«, a young 
man would lie called upon to leave 
his business pursuits and go out to 
battle, is likely to have the effect of 
making him hesitate about resorting 
to arms for the solution of questions 
that can be determined otherwise. 

But military training is a good 
thing In Itself. It Inculcates habits of 
discipline and there Is nothing that 
young fellows need more than this In 
those democratic time.s, when e\-cr.\- 
person properly thinks himself (luite 
as good as every one else. Military 
training tenches boys that discipline 
does not lmi)ly .iiorsonal inferiority on 
tile pan i.f those wli,, are in suliurdi- 
nate positions, but tliat positions of 
authority carry with them the right 
to expect obedience. One of the 
greatest lacks of modern .<;oclot\- Ih 
of the recognition of authority, and 
yet witliout authority organized so- 
ciety would be Impossible. The train- 
ing that lads receive In the boy scouts 
cannot fail to do tliem much good 
and we confess to being unable to see 
liQw the sllglitest Injrm could come of 
It Therefore we hope the organi;;a- 
tlon will receive every encourage- 
ment. 

MAKING FARMS 

.Ml over Uritisli (.'oluinblH . a . great 
work is being done in tho making of 
farms. This is not a land where na- 
ture has left the soil, ready to bD put 
into crop. That may be true of a few 
localities, but as a rule tho British 
Coluinl)la farnior has work to do lio- 
I'oro he has a farm. lie is doing eon- 
ulno pioneer work. It may be very 
3)rofitable, but,- It is pioneering just 
the same. Take a drive through any 
of our suburban districts, and you ivlll 
Bee fields In berries, grain, grass or 
orchards. A llttio further along, per- 
liap.?, you will come upon the jirim- 
eval forest. It may not occur to you 
that tho ^tilled fields, yielding pos- 
sibly a thousand ■ dollars' worth 
of strnwterrles to the acre, were 
not very long ago clad with Ju.st 
Buch massive forest as that wlilcli 
towers around you; but If you liappcn 
to think about it, you will realli^e that 



It was. Take, for example, that beau- 
tiful volley that^ extends ' for miles 
along tho Saanlch Peninsula on the 
East side just before you come to 
Saanlchton. There Is nothing more 
beautiful anywhere. The broad acres 
look luxuriant In the sunlight. Every 
foot of this ground, and every foot ot 
many thousands of acres , of other 
land In British Columbia, now cov- 
ered with growing crops, wa."; not 
many years ago just .such a tangle of 
forest as that wliicii In other places 
seems to present' alincst. a hopeless 
task to the settler. What can bo said 
ot tho men who did this work that 
will bo too high praise';' Thoy are tho 
real makers of tho country, and It Is 
happily not necessary simply to say 
that they were, for many of them are 
now at worlc changing the dark forest 
Into the smiling field, Tho work Is 
dlfllcult enough, of course, but it pays. 
It is diflicult enough with modern 
facilities! it must have been much 
more ditflcult when the country was 
first settled. What Brltls,h Columbia 
owes to the pioneers who have passed 
auii\-, and those who are following in 
their footsteps can never be .'iccurate- 
)y measured. We take slraiiRors 
through the farming sections, and we 
point out the beautiful fields nnd 
orchards with a pride that has In It a 
sense of ov.iiershlp. But we do not 
think as often as we might of tlu^ 
men, who by long years of diligent in- 
dustry, of working against great odds, 
of experience in the hope deferred 
that maketh the heart sick, made the 
country the beautiful thing it i.s. And 
so we say all honor to the ])ioneer 
farmer of Britlsli Culuniliia, for tliey 
lia\e laid a!! succcctiing generations 
under a deep obligation.

A RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT , 

From the north end of Saanlch 
Peninsula to Sooke Harbor Is about 
forty miles without taking the sinuos- 
ities of the road into acccnjnt, and the 
average width of the lowei- land be- 
tween the hills and the sea Is about 
five miles. This gives an area of two 
hundred square miles, with a coast 
line, measuring from Sooke harbor 
around to the head of Finlajson In- 
let that must be fully a hundred miles 
long, if we tak(? account of the wiiid- 
ings of the shore.

.Some of them are English people of 
n;eaiis, who are attracted by the many 
adviintages which the country offers. 
Others are persons who have made a 
couipeteney on the Prairies, ;ind desire 
to li\e ill a country where tho ex- 
tremes of climate are not so great. 
Others come in search of a x'lace 
where they can c'ultlvate fruit, raise 
chickens or do light farming of some 
otlicr kind. Otiiers are desirous of 
being near ojjportunitlcs for the in- 
vestment of oapitiil, and where they 
can find openings for their sons. To 
such people the district above men- 
tioned has been already shown to 
have an irresistible clinrni, and they 
are coming to live within in it con- 
stantly increasing nuinberK. Wc do 
not believe there is any doubt what- 
ever than within a score of years the 
whole two hundred square miles, that 
have been above described, will be 
tliicUly i>eople with settlers of a higli 
class, and that it will tliu.s become 
one of the leading residential districts 
in North America. We will have 
new-comers here from all tho Engllsh- 
siieaking world, and one of tho most 
noticeable things in recent j'cars Is 
the favor that this part of the pro- 
vince Is finding In tlio eyes of people 
from the United States. We look for- 
ward with absolute certainty to' a day, 
not far distant, when the whole of tho 
two hundred square miles of rural 
area will be as highly improved and 
as thickly settled as some of It now 
IB, and when on hundrpds of vantage 
points beautiful suburban homes will 
be erected. It will become a district 
that will bo almost unique.

In tho H[iitability ot tho 
environs of Victoria for these things 
wo have an asset that nothing can 
ever take away, and which no other 
part of the Pacific A'orthwest can 
rival. Herein is the secret of our con- 
fidence. AVhat wc have, the world is 
coining to need more and more. 
Wealth Is increasing and hundreds of 
people are every year becoming alilo 
to seek at least partial retlroraent for j 
strenuous business life. That many 
of them will come to this part ot tho I 
country to reside is lioyond any doulit. j 
Enough of them have already come to 
give a distinct character to the com- 
munity, and the number will be added 
to more and more rapidly as the vear.s 
puss.

trailic will be more than doubled. Jt 
Is therefore absolutoiv' imperativo 
that the cit.^' should put its part of 
the road in first class repair. 'l"ho 
provincial government is charged with 
the niaintenam.'c of tho remulndor of 
tile road, and we hope will liot be re- 
miss in its duty. -},"''■

discharging general cargo from Santa 
Cruz, has had a fire on board and 
lost a blado of her propeller since 
leaving here, and tho German sailors 
on board blame their misfortune to 
the fact that two Peruvian llamas 
wore carried north. At Callao Capt 
Dlncklago was presented with a pair 
of aacrod Peruvian llamas by tho Ger- 
man consul. He had a house built on 
tho after deck and, against tho most 
urgent advice of his Chilean crow.

A few days , later at Eten, Peru, a 
cro'wd of .Peruvian lightermen climbed 
aboard tbei,Sa.i8 -^d proceeded /to, vent 
their resentment of the ilnsult, to their 
nation-. irii<oarTjrlng>-avr«y- <U«waB, by 
beating the 'Chileans. ■ When- this lit- 
tle national controversy was settled 
by the timely Intervention of ihi; olll- 
cers Capt. Dlncklago lacked several 
members ot his crow. . Then it was 
found imposaible to get Peruvians to 
load the ship, and there was an an- 
noying delay iln getting tho cargoi 
aboard. . , 

Trouble followed the ship from this 
point. Twice she ran aground in tho 
Guayaciuil river, Ecuador. Three 
times she was fumigated and put in- 
to quarantine for vexatious delays, 
'because she happened into South 
American ports Just when yellow fev- 
er or smallpox broke out. Her llrst 
and second olllcer.y were nearly mur- 
tlered by thugs In .San Francisco. A 
terrific gale outside tho Golden Gate 
ne.'trly wrecked hor on tho North Far- 
allone, H'(!r propeller broke off the 
Vancouver Island shore, near Nanai- 
mo, and while tho whole ship's com- 
pa.ny was struggling to replace the 
lost blado a lire started on board, 

Tho chloC engineer povfornied a 
wonderful feat when ho roplaced the 
broken blndo of !i proiieller without 
dry-tlocklng tho ves.sol. As soon us 
tho loss of the lilailo was discovered 
llu; Sals was run Into Nanaimo.

Club," of Halifax there may be a hint 
lor Victorians. The Northwest Arm is 
to the people of Halifax very mucji 
what the Gorge Is to the people of our 
city. No doubt .enthusiastic Haligo- 
nlans, looking back on it by light of 
memory will declare it to be much 
more beautiful and just a.s certainly 
tlicre are many Victorians who arc 
ready to exclaim impossible! But Vle- 
tcjria ha.s, we must all admit nothing 
corresponding to this out-door club of 
Halifax. Tlie name is tlie Xle-nac 
word, meaning tlic "J^iullng of tho 
^Vaters." 'I'hc club Is two yeara old, la 
open to moll and women and has a 
menibcrship of about two thousand. All 
the memhers of the family are entitled 
i to llic privlleKes ot the club as asso- 
j elate meniljers. The aiuuial fee is 
I lifteen dollars. The club grounds con- 
I slst of about live acres of land and the 
1 clubhouse in all that- 'Such a building 
1 should be. 

In the summer there Is boating, can- 
I nooinfr, yachting-, motoring, bathing', 
I tennis, quoits and tobogganing. Tho 
two Jalter S|)art3 Victorians must fore- 
go. The members have the i)rlvllego 
of entertaining their friends at tho 
club and the leading hotels may send 
tourists and other visitors to partlc!- 
Iiate In Its every day privllej^cs. l'l::v 
pojiular It Is may be judged by iii.j 
fact that thirty thousand members iind 
visitors passed through the gates in 
,Iu!y and August of last year. Would 
our own Arm have an added attrac- 
tion if such a club were opened here, 
or do wo enjoy it better In our own 
way ? 

Fading away to tho land where strife 
and sorrow are unknown Is the noble 
old English lady of ninety years and 
more who first showed women that 
they could take their part without fear 
or shame on their country's battle- 
llekls. Since Florence Kightlngale en- 
tered the fever stHcken hospitals of the 
Crimea, many women of our race have 
ministered to the wounded on the fleld 
and in the hospital tent In the Ee- 
bellion In the United States women by 
thousands offered their services to their 
country, In South Africa and else- 
where the Red Cross nurses were ready 
to do what lay In their power to alU- 
vlate the Bufferings of the soldiers. 

But it appears that though the sup- 
ply of nurses has been sufficient it la 



believed by tho war department that 
their efficiency can be Improved. Even 
women who have received training In 
the hospitals lind themselves confront- 
ed with many unexpected difficulties 
amid the clash of bayonets and the 
rain of shot, and shell. It is . believed 
that lt,ls„hecesBary'.to faf^jiUarlze. those 
who arestd ^bai'useiuls^ 
with the 'work''th^' wUl.h'ave;.td do it 
they nnd themselves at' the front in 
time of war. ' For • this piirposo the 
"Army Nui-sing Reserve".' has 'been es- 
tablished in England. The loader in the 
movement Is tho Princess Christian, 
and for some time women In llie 
motherland have been going through 
the drill believed to bo necessary. 

During tho past week a meeting was 
held at Convocation hall, Toronto to 
from a Canadian branch of this force. 

The bringing before our women In 
this way the possibility of war will 
liavo a very soerlng effect on most of 
us. With all our talk of a Canadian 
navy, with all tho drilling of tho mili- 
tia, wo have scarcely seen the shadow 
of tho awful llguro of war. But to 
bring out nurses face to face with the 
gruesome work to be done When the 
'tumult and tho shouting dies," will 
make us feel that what we have heard 
spoken of ho llglitiy may become a 
dread reality. 'J'herc are not many of 
us who, when It is l)rought h(3me to 
us In this way can think of It calmly. 
And yet If war comes there will be 
far harder things for women to bear 
th.an the Hl.-jlit of wotinds, however ter- 
rible, Still wlio will dare say that they 
should not be as ready for tho work of 
mercy as men for that of defence. 
Thinking of these things, is there a 
woman in the empire to whose lips yvll! 
not como tho prayer: "Give to us peace 
in our time O Lord?"

Princess .j^oyai Picked Up Se- 
attle Steamer " in Queen 
Clrarlotte Sound Willi Ma- 
chinery Disabled 



Found drifting helplessly derelict in 
Queen Charlotte Sound the steamer 
Santa Ana was picked up by the 
Princess Royal and towed to a safe 
anchorage at Hardy Bay on Thursday 
night, according to advices brougltt 
by tho Am\u- which roitched port yes- 
terday from Queen Charlotte Islands 
and waj' ports Tho .Santa Ana broke 
iKtr crank shaft while en route from 
Valde-/, to .Seattle .She was slRhtcd 
from tho Princess Royal showing sig- 
nals of distress, nnd Capt. Neroutsos 
lost no time in going to succor tho 
lielpless steamer. For tho services 
rendered by the Skagway.' liner the C. 
P.R. will prot&bly put in a claim for 
salvage against the Seattle . vessel. 
The .Santa Ana was anchored behind 
the shelter of the spit at Hardy Bay 
.and when the steamer Amur W'as 
Southbound sho signalled to that ves- 
sel, which brought a despatch from 
the Santa Ana's captain to Vancouver 
asking that a tug be sent nortli to 
tow- her to Seattle. 

Tho Amur brought obout thirty pas- 
sengers from the. Queen Charlotte 
Islands, Ihcludlng, the, usual quota of 
mining men. '- Am'phg' these were Mr. 
Elliott, who Is developing a rich prop- 
erty at Tasso harbor on tho west coast 
of Queen (Jharlotto Islands, Mr. Lar- 
son, the mining (.'xpert, who Is on- 
Kaginl at the Ikcda bay mines, and 
ike Thompson.

Soimd Insulation and cleanliness of 
underground machines and gear- are 
perhaps the chief factors in safety, 
but more so the fact that direct- cur- 
rent leakage Indicators arc all that 
can 1)0 desired, and reveal an incipi- 
ent fault at onco. It is, of course, only 
a question of time before, a leakage 
Indlc^itor la devised for three-phase 
circuits vvliicli .shall compare in sen- 
silivcnoss \vith a. moving coil instru- 
ment. Ahead.v one Js spoken of which 
promises well, but wlietlier it will be. 
quite satisfactory on distorted waves 
IiaS yet. to be tried. 

The Use of Transformers 

The essential feature . In the use of 
alternating current- is its power of safe 
and efflclent transformation from high 
to low voltake. Apt^rt |ri>m the' ques- 
tion of cost, the coinblnation of n 
transformeir and rootor • is '* in ever.y 
\vay safer, at least umJerground, than 
a motor wound for high-tension suii- 
ply. The clrourostances-fcall for a free 
use of this moat -valuiable property. 
Uecently there ■"lias ijeeii devised a di- 
rect-current' machine by which change 
of voltage of tho order -1 or 5 to 1 can 
be efflcien'tly mat)e.'Thl.s step, though 
lit would ibe exceedingly 'useful tor 
many purposes In collieries, ia much 
less than ' that possible with lalter- 
natlng current. It is unlikely that di- 
rect pressures above 1,000 will ever 
bo used underground on account of 
the dlfticuity of maintaining nound 
insulation, if, then electrical energy 
is to be used for al) purposes in col- 
lieries, (Hid economica.I transmission 
is in thi.s case essentia!. It Is diffi- 
cull to see how direct- current can 
ciinipctc with alternating ' for iarge 
collieries or groups of collieries. Tliero' 
are, however, too, features in its 
working which must sooner or later 
he removed, if small isolated plants 
are to be laid down. The drop of 
pressure In a small generator caused 
by switching on a .large induction 
motor on load is generally cxccssh'C, 
and liic whole system is unduly dis- 
turl)cd.' By compensating coils or coni- 
pouiid.i.ng this might bo checked in 
many cases. A more promising solu- 
tion is the i)li,ise-advani;cr ■ rccentl.v 
developed by Mr. Miles Walker. With 
the' unity of jiower factor ■ obtained 
by il.s use, there is no demagnetis- 
ing action on the generator iiolos .and 
the voltage droii is miich less. The 
device should be useful for all large 
Induction-motor .s.vstems. The second 
point Is the inflexibility as- to speed 
of tho induction motor. Itcmarkable 
Sliced control is possible with certain 
commnt.itor induction motors by niov-. 
ing tile bruslie.«, and -this ty]je may 
liosslldy bf! uile suitable foi' haulage, 
ilgili tension transmission in iiyc and 
quite iow-tensiori loc.'il distribution 
would ai)p6ar to bp the best arrange- 
ment, provided that earthing rules 
be modified or abolished with regard 
to the loeuJ low-voltage circuits. 
The Protection of Cables 

Perhaps the most vexed question at 
the present time is whether 0,1" not 
cables should be. armored'.

Congesfioh' in-'Stewart Relieved 

With the Passing of the 
i Snow — Buildings Making 
I .Progress 



"At the most conservative calcula- 
tions there are fiiily two thousand jtoo- 
plu at .Stewart and the tioveral camps 
of the Portland Canal district, and be- 
fore the year closes this number will 
be trebled. Kvcry steamer going north 
Is crowded, but now that the snow is 
rapidly disappearing in the foothills, 
the congestion in the town itself has 
been relieved, and the army of prp.s- 
pcctora wlio have for wcelcs past been 
camped on the townalto are nioving-up 
the valley of t,ho Bear river and its 
numerous' tributarlns," Is the report 
brought down from the north by Percy 
F.. Godenrath, publisher of the Port- 
land Canal Miners who Is In town— a 
guest at the Dominion Hotel — to attend 
the Govommant auction sale tomorrow 
and Tuesday. 

In conversation with a Cotonist rep- 
resentative, Mr. Go'denrath stated that 
along the length of Fifth avenue for a 
distance of live or .six blocks, building 
.operations arc in progress, and that 
■this thoroughfare will undoubtedly he- 
^como the main business artery. Tho 
iKlng Edward Motel, the. pioneer hotel 
,of the northern mining metropols, has 
been enlarged, and when completed 
will liavc 100 rooms. It l.s a three- 
story structure, with a frontage o( 
seventy fiM't on Fifth avenue. Hnrry 
Smith's store and iiostodlee it, tho lar- 
gest mercantile store In northern Brit- 
ish Columbia, having a frontage of 
forty feet on FIftli and a depth of 120 
feet. Tho Stewart Trust Comiiany's 
block, on the same street, Is nearing 
completion, it being the first two- 
storey oflice building with a plate glass 
front erected in the town. On Fourtli 
avenue the FlnchrHlckex, ,Co.^ litd., 
have a splendid stbro at' the ■db'rhSr''of 
Brightwell street, and directly- across 
the way, a large hotel Is in course of 
construction. On this avenue Dr. AV. 
T. Korgln has built a drug store and 
temporary hospital and ofllces. 

General Hos|7.ital 

A contract for a General Hospital 
has been let, and when completed and 
furnished, will represent an outlay of 
$20,000. In the way of public utilities, 
local and Vancouver capital is inter- 
ested in the ini)tal!atloii of a water- 
worlvs service and electric lighting sys- 
tem, which on tho Incorporation of tho 
town will be taken over by the city, 
Wliat, in Mr. Godenrath'.-i opinion, is 
most badly needed Is immediate tem- 
porary assistance from, the Govern- 
ment for the InsLallatlon of a sewerage 
system and the IXiUding of sidewalks, 
and tho planlting of such streets as 
Fifth avenue, Columbia, and Brightwell 
streets. These'mattera are at present 
receiving the Government's attention. 

"No, I would not like to make any 
prediction as to what prices lots will 



bring at the auction," said Mr. Goden- 
rath. "Syndicates have been formed 
at Stawart, Prince Rupert, Rossland 
and Vancouver, and the bidding prom- 
ises to bo lively. When I left Stewart 
the real eatate market was quiet, aa 
holders declined to place nny value oa 
their property until after this .sale., On 
Fifth avenue, prices ranged- from $2,600 
to $3,000, and more for good corner 
lots, but I expect to see higher prices 
^iven at tho sale." 

In' .conclusion ho stated tliat many 
of the! companies;. recentlyf.Iormed In 
Victoria; tfiid-IsYaricouver.'hftd'; ihoa and 
outfits In the fleldiroSdy to';start work 
as soon as weather conditions., were 
favorable. Including such companies 'QS 
the Glacier Creek Mining Co., the In- 
ternational Mining Co., tho Roosevelt 
IMlning Co., the Boar River Canon

Co., besides tho several properties un- 
der bond to D. D. :Mann.

What Government Scheme 
Seeks to Place Immigrants 
on What Irrigated Lands?— 
Premier Seeks Information 



A London despatch under date of 
tho 10th instant, circulated by 'the 
Canadian Associated Press, is caus- 
ing much speculation among those 
who know British Columbia, but can- 
not by any process of reasoning com- 
prehend the nature of the facts which 
have been distorted Into the follow- 
ing: 

"In connection with the British Co- 
lumbia Government's immigration 
scheme, the delegates will proceed di- 
rect to England, where they Will pro- 
bably spend July. The main object 
of their mission is to promote emi- 
gratiou to Irrigated lands near Vic- 
toria. It Is hoped that -10,000 suit- 
able Immigrants will be brought to 
the colony within two years, and they 
trust the profits every half year will 
pay £31,40a dividend, e(iualllng four 
per cent, for the half year." 

Tho beauty about it all is that there 
is not one calmly stated supposed fact 
that offers a clue to what it is all 
about! It cannot bo the Salvation 
Army's immigration scheme tliat has 
got adrift in the mind of tho unin- 
formed writer — It cannot he the C. P. 
R.'s prairie irrigation project. What 
It is all about, or originated from, is 
one of those things which the Inimor- 
tal Wollcr declares that "no fellow 
can llnd out." The British Columbia 
Government has no immigration plan 
on foot that could be so confused, and 
Premier McBrlde is quite as com- 
pletely' mystined as to the meaning 
of the despatch as anyone can bo.

PARIS, May 28— Dr. Jacques.BertUlon 
comes oiit today with' another of his in- 
teresting statistical demonstrations. 
This time ho treats of crime in Franco, 
showing how high the average Is among 
young men, and how mistaken doctrin- 
aires were when they used to argue, 
"open a school and i^ou close a prison." 
"I Jim not very far from the hollof," re- 
marks tliLs high authority, "that It l.s 
Just tho contrary." 

Anyhow, crime Is nearly as rife nmonn 
youths of IG to 20 years of ago a.s 
among young men of 20 to ;!0. Mnrrled 
mon are steadier than the others, especi- 
ally when thoy have families, a fact 
which Dr. Bertlllon i)artly attributes to 
"the desire to bo honored by tholr chll- 
dron. to leave to ihcni a .stainless namo 
and a i^cspecled iiiemory. A family to 
bring up Is certainly a burden, but It is 
a beneficent one. But tiio Illustrious 
savant reveals .'in odd fact which may 
not bo generally suspected. In a previ- 
ous article ho pointed to the high mort- 
ality among widowers, and now he tells 
us that "their criminality increases in 
tlie same proportion." Who would have 
dreamt of such a thing? Yot here it is 
in language that admits of no misunder- 
standing: 

"Even if widowers have children, 
their criminality becomes on a par with 
that of bachelors, Apaches Included. 
Which shows the value of a woman';! 
control, small Ihough it may bo But 
oven far worse la the position of tho 
childless widower. The criminality of 
this group of men Is tho highest on our 
list." 

Pointing tho moral. Dr. Bertlllon 
argues that it is tho fooling of respons- 
ibility that nuikcs tho man. 

"When this feeling weakens ho be- 
comes less capable of effort, and suc- 
cumbs to tho .sllgiitest obstacle, to the 
smullest temptation. A woman's pres- 
ence, and tho presence of children above 
all, stimulates his courage, excites ills 
energy, .and urges him to fresh exertions 
to bring them up in a worthy manner." 

As for women prcnerally. he gives 
them a good character. They are "in- 
comparably less often criminals than 
men are." and when they are, a man Is 
usually at the bottom of the trouble. At 
liny rate men arc not so prone to ovll at 
every age. "Tlielr criminality is only 
considerable up to the ago of forty, after 
wliteh It decreases rapidly with ago. Old 
rufflanu are very rare." What Dr. Bert- 
lllon means by the extension oC crime 
among yiuths Is this. Bad natures, ha 
says, reveal themsolycs very soon, and 
ho thinks that primary Instruotlon actu- 
ally aggravates this. If stich.'iB really 
the ;aso it is probably owing to the fact 
that U slinrpens lui Intellect already bent 
on inischlof. 



Llabeuf, the Paris "Apaoho," who, 
with his arms covered ■with spiked 
armlets, sallied forth with a knife 
and a revolver to ,'wrealc vengeance 
on the police, . and killed..: an , officer 
named Deray and wounded {six-others 
has been condemned to .death. , Tho 
prisoner had previously-been convict- 
ed of living , on '/le earnings . of wo- 
men on the evidence of a policeman 
named Maugras, and • swore revenge. 
He took a situation with a shoe- 
maker and manufactured leather arm- 
lots, pierced by long cobbler's nails, 
and with savings from his earnings 
purchased the knife and revolver. 
There was a truly Parisian gather- 
ing in tho reserved seats o£ • the 
court, including a largo number of 
ladles 'In spring toilettes, while tho 
public benches were filled with the 
prisoner's •.friends, -the scum of the 
Faubourg St Fenis and the lU-famed 
"Boulevard Sebasto." On a table 
lay Llabouf's weapons, tho spiked 
armlets and the knlfo and revolver, 
and piles of uniforms of policemon, 
all stained with blood or torn with 
spikes or knife thrusts. 

Tho prisoner, a small wiry man of 
twenty-four, giving an impression of 
great strength, was neatly dressed, 
and was quite calm. He expressed 
regret at the death of Deray, saying 
that the policemen he nieant to kill 
were Maugras and • another nai'icd 
Vors. A policeman named Fournes 
said: • "Before following Liabeuf in- 
to the hallway where we arrested 
him I had received two knife thrusts 
from his knife and my hands were 
badly torn on his spikes. In vhe 
hallway I was hit by a shot from his 
revolver and staggered into tho street 
where Deray dashed past mo crying, 
'I am hurt.' " Another police witness 
described hO'W after putting Liabeuf 
hors de combat with a blow from his 
sword 'he bad to protect tho prisoner 
with the sword from the fury of tho 
ero\vd. • ' 

Liabeuf will shortly die on the guil- 
lotine.

A hundred years ago tho Hudson's 
Bay Company selected FOTt Georgo as 
the BtratoKlc point for their trade with 
tho Interior of this 250,000,000 aero 
Kmplre. Tho same roasonn \vhich In- 
ll\icnced their decision arc today oper- 
ating- to make it the second^ If not the 
first, city of British Columbia. 

Fort George Is located (it tho geo- 
KraphU'al centre of British Columhln. 
It Is the hub, where the g-rciit river 
systems radiate. The \yator systems 
are the only railway routes, for British 
Columbia Is a land of mountains, pla- 
teau and river valley, and the railways 
must follow the rivers to have feasible 
grades. The Fort George Trltoune of 
April 2nd discussed the situation as 
follows: 

Unequalled System of 
Waterways Center at 



A new country to be attractive to 
settlers must -have two qualiftcatlons 
— land suitable for agricultural pur- 
poses and transportation facilities. 
Both these facilities uro to bo found 
here. It is out of tlio nne.ition to 
transport farm produce long distances 
by wagon, even were not the malting of 
wagon roads expensive. But when a 
country Is provided witli natural trans- 
portation routes, tile inii)rovemont of 
which would be Inexpensive, that 
country has an advantage, and it is 
tlie advantage Central British Colum- 
bia lias, with its millions of acres of 
farming l.-inda. Xo interior |)art qf 
tho Pacific coast Is so advantageously 
situated. Central British Columbia lias 
m-oro milca of navigable waterways 
tlian ^\'^l.shlngtr)n, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia. The Columbl.'i and AVIllametto 
gave the farmers of the Wlllametto 
valley a means of landing their jiro- 
duce at marlcets that wore profllahlo. 
In California the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers were tlie only means the 
pioneers of that state liad foe trans- 
porting goods to tho mining camps in 
the interior of tho state. Yot tiie tot!\l 
mileage of all these rivers, that played 
so Important a part in tlio settlement 
of the groat states, is not a.s great as 
the navigable mile.lgo of rivers and 
Inlces that lind their centre at Fort 
George. Take "the Fraser, for instance, 
a" river with less volume than the Co- 
lljmbla, but greater in Icngtli. Empty- 
ing Into the Gulf of Georgia, a short 
distance helow New Westminster, it la 
navigable for steamboats to Yale, a 
distance of 100 miles. Blrom Tale north 
to Ijillooet it la not navigable because 
of rapids. But from LiUooet td Tete 
Jiiane Cadhe, a distance of over fiOO 
iiines, lt is no more dICfleult of naviga- 
tion than were the Columbia and the 
Spake from Portland, Oregon, to Lcw- 
li^ton, Idaho, for nearly 30 yeara. Thei e 
•would bo short portages, over which 
freight could bo hauled by rail or by 
w'agon but from Soda Creek, 165 miles- 
south of Fort George, to Goat River 
Rapids, 20'1 miles east of Fort George, 
a steamboat was run this fall without 
difficulty, and Captain Bonser claimed 
ho could have gone through to Toto 
.Tuane Cache, which Is 111 nillcs east 
of Goat River Itaplds. had ho started 
a wcolc earlier. His boat (tho Nochaco) 
was drawing over 20 Inches, This year 
Cniitain Bonser will demonstrate the 
feasibility of navigating thi.s stretch. 

The Ncchaco and Stewart rivers may 
be taken together, as tlie latter joins 
tile former at :i point ,'j7 mlle.s west of 
Fort George. There are rapids In 1)oth 
rivers, but both have been navigated 
this year by tlu! Xechaco and in former 
yoarr, by .t. steamboat built when tho 
Omenica district was attracting atlen- 

llun, and i^. todc.s la-.u-l,,.,! o,, KtrVwwt 

lake, From a point 17 miles above 
whore it joins tlio X(icbaco, Stn.art 
river for VO miles l.s a Inu; .steamboat 
.stream; it is deep lias little current, 
.and tliere are no olistructions. .Stuart 
lake, fi'om ^^•llicll tlie river llow.f, is 
one of liio rmest lakes In liio provljice. 
The Xech.'U'o Is diriieult of navig;ition 
because of r.apiils and roeks The-ie 
two. rivers and the lakes Croni which 
they flow make close on to ,'iOO miles 
of Waterways on whicli steamboats 
have been run, west and northwest of 
-Fort George. 

The Transportation

Seven railways, Inniding .and pro- 
jected are coming into I'ort Gc(irge 
Three steamboat lines are now/ opera- 
ting, and additional ijoats are being 
rushed to completion.

Tho work- 
men may allow his trade union to fall 
into the hands of demagogues becauso 
he has not vitality and intelligence 
onougli to sustain it In view of Its 
proper ends. All tho difQcult ques- 
tions of life are brought close to him 
by his union, and may by it bo turn- 
ed Into fruitful experience. That work- 
man is dull nnd takes off the edge of 
life by his dullness who can And no 
por.manent good In oouiisol with his 
follows. When the union Is mado tho 
center and source of power it becomes 
a flxcd feature of our social economy. 
The business world takes note of it, 
and begins at once to adjust itself 'to 
It.

The history of the Tumbo Island coal 
search extends buck over many year.s. 
Originally Mr. Foster, who had inter- 
ested wltli him the late Mr. Joseph Say- 
ward and Mr. T. B. Hall, at that time 
iiiuiiagcr of the Victoria rice mills, 
acquired the Coal rights on Tiimljo Isl- 
and, and sank a, shaft to a depth of 280 
feet some fifty feet from shore.; At 
this depth inflowing Water so handi- 
capped operations that they wpre re- 
luctantly abandoned, and a teat was 
made by boring on the beaoh Itself.

"Victoria's got a move on! Real estate's 
jogging. I was kind ,o'' surprised when I was 
over there the other day," remarked a ^^ancou- 
vcr man at the, breakfast table at tlic Vancou- 
ver Hotel. "You don't say ?o," replied the 
man sitting opposite him ; "I'm from Agas^iz, 
ami on my way to Victoria for the opeiiini^' of 
I'ariiameiit. I've been in the Province for " 
more than twenty-five years, and knew Van- 
couver when it was "only a bunch of .shacks and 
saloons, and its only 'bootser' Gassy Jack. 
Look at it now! Fine town, d'ye say? Bet 
}-our life it'.s a fine town! And going to be 
ipuc of the finest towns on tliis continent be- 
fore long. Piul my favorite's X'ictofia. Xc.xt 
year I'm selling out at Agassiz iim\ going over 
there to live quietly and comfortably for liie 
rest of my life. I've got a nice little properly 
overlooking the sea. 1*he house is just big 
enough for me and the missus, with a. couple of 
spare Ijccirooms, and there's abcnil an acre of 
ianil. (Had 1 bouglit tiie place a few years ago. 
It would cost me tlirce or four limes as much 
if 1 were buying it now. You'd like Victoria; 
it's aboi'.t as Hnglish as it's po.'^siblc for any 
city on this continent to be. .\t one time there 
was keen rivalry between ^•"ancouver and Vic- 
toria, but L guess Victoria's given up the run- 
ning now nnrl settled down to rjuicter methods 
of iirogres^." 

I'our hours later I was on hoard the Prin- 
cess Charlotte, bound for Victoria and \'an- 
couvcr Island, which ,M-ss Agnes Deau'^ Cam- 
eron has poetically christened the "Isle of 
Dreams." The C. P. K. maintains a daily ser- 
vice between Vancouver and Victoria by 
means of fast, modern, elegant, i,ooo-ton i8- 
knot steamers, fitted with the Marconi wire- 
less apparatus. The di.stance is eighty miles, 
and the passage, under all ordinary condi- 
tions, takes five hours during the daytime, arid 
about half an hour longer at night. There is, 
however, a shorter route to the island, though 
not to Victoria, and that by a comfortable 
steamer, which makes a dady trip between 
Vancouver and Nanainio, a distance of thirty- 
eight miles only. 

One is never out of sight of laud between 
Vancouver and Victoria, unless there 1)C fog. 
The passage is very much like that through 
the Inland Sea of Japan, or among the Ionian 
Islands,- or off the western coast of Korea. 
After leaving Burrard Inlet by a narrow chan- 
nel, of inestimable value to Vancouver for de- 
fensive i)urposes, the steamer crosses ihe open 
Cndf of Georgia in a southerly direction, and 
then taUcs an intricate course through the 
group of islands and islets lying off the south- 
cast con-st of \"aiicouvcr Island. The islands on 
eacli side of this strait — or, as it is termed on 
the chart, "pass" — are, I regret to say, disfig- 
ured and disgraced by a number of unsightly 
hoardings, advertising hotels, clothing stores, 
real estate, and so forth. On one of th.e isl- 
ands I noticed a t"cw sheep. On another a 
large area of slightly sloping land had lieen 
cleared of tindjcr and brought under cultiva- 
tion, evidently for market garden and fruit- 
grovring purposes. 

Soon after sunset a large number of twink- 
ling lights on our starboard bow intimated 
that \.c were passing the little town of Sidney, 
with its large lumber mills. Sidney is situated 
on a peninsula of \'ancouver Island, and is the 
terminus of a short railway- connecting it 
with Victoria. The railway is an almcst in- 
finitesimal portion of J. J. Hill's Great' North- 
ern system. 

In less than an hour afterwards the Prin- 
cess Charlotte slowed down, blasted forth the 
announcement of her arrival, and carefully, 
cautiously steamed her way throuph the nar- 
row entrance to the inner harbor of \'ictoria_ 
capital of liritish Cohunhia, and scat of the 
Provincial Government. 'Phcre arc three har- 
bors in the area usually covered when speak- 
ing of Victoria, viz., that known as Victoria 
harbor, in the centre, Oak Bay on the east, and 
Hsquimalt harbor on the west. Coasting 
steamers berth in the inner portion of Victoria 
harbor, and ocean-going liners in the outer 
portion. 

Facing the inner harbor and excellent land- 
ing stage arc the Parliament buildings and the 
C. P. R. iMiiprcss Hotel at right angles to each 
other. A hanilsomc granite retaining wail has 
been Imilt H)un(l this portion of the liarbiir, 
between which and the Empress Hotel lies the 
main street, clean, wide, and well-paved. Stand 
in the middle of this street, in front of the great 
hotel, shut vour eyes and turn round three 
times, and you wouldn't know, when you 
cipcncd them again, whether you were on the 
Thames lunbankmcnt in London or on 
Government Street, \'ictoria, such is 
their sindlarity ; though, of course, the 
"Embankment" of \'ictoria is an alto- 
gether ranch gmallcr aflair than that of 
London. The space betw.ecn the street and 
the Parliament Buildings, and that in front, 
of the Empress, is. laid out in beautiful lawns, 
adorned with flower beds of all sizes, shapes 
and descriptions, ornamental shrui)s, firs, and 
shjtde-.giving trees. Here and there were holly 
trees covered with a jjrofusion of superb ber- 
ries. Both holly and ivy grow to perfection on 
A''ancouver Island. Holly is now bemg culti- 
vated there for trade purposes, and finds a 
ready .niarltct .in San Francisco and' the other 
towns df the Western States. Buyers were 
])aying as much as 40 cents per lb. for it last, 
December. In Medicine Hat. vMberta, where 
\ happened to be^a few days before Christrrias, 
a small consignment was oh sale At' 56 cents 
])er lb. . • 

I would ad\dse vi.silors to Victoria to lose 
no time in paying a visit to the .Museum. No 
better' knpvyledgc of the natural products of 
British '.Col uiii^a. '^ than that af- 

forded by, SivfeW'lipars '«pent among the splen- 



did specimens of fauna and flora, of reptile and 
insect, of fish and shell, of grass, tree and herb, 
all carefully labelled, and : housed in several 
rooms allocated for this purpose in the Par- 
liament buildings. 

X'ictoria is distinctively a cit\- of "homes," 
and, in this respect, has been compared to Tor- 
quay, .to Cheltenham, ...tpn Los .^Angeles, and a 
host of, similar places. That this is so is due ' 
more to its delightful climate than to any other 
one individual factor. From statistics 1 find 
that the highest registered temperature duting 
tlic last si.\ years was 88.5 deg. and the lowest 
7.4 deg. ; tins latter, however, being quite ab- 
normal, for the next lowest registration dur- 
ing the same period wfis 14.8 deg.^,. The aycr- 
■dv:c temperature for these years/is '/gtv'cri as 
50 deg., and the rainfall placed at' 34.7111;, \ybilst 
the precipitation of snow ariiounted to an ayer- 
•age of .4.8in., three-eighths of which fell in one 
y«ar, viz.. 1904. In 1908 the fall was only 
four-fifths of an inch. 

Attracted by this mild and equable climate, 
to which may also be added the city's intense^ 
ly beautiful situation and surroundings, the 
farmer and business man of the Prairie Prov- 
inces are beginning to look upon \'ictoria as 
the "Mecca" of their retired life. In many 
cases their only ambition is, in the shortest 
possible time, to make enough money to go 
"o\-cr to \'icloria," and live a life of comfort 
and case; and well they deserve, it. too. 

The population of the city is officially given 
as 40.000, and is, apparently, more rapidly in- 
creasing at the present time than has ever 
been the case heretofore. Its assessment for 
igoS was 828,3-26,120. 'I'lic first distinctively 
large block of offices, after the style of those 
which are such prominent features in Vancou- 
ver, Winnipeg, Toronto, and .Montreal, is now 
in course of construction, and, when completed, * 
will give a new and more pronounced appear- 
ance to the city as a business centre. From 
an architectural point of view, however, the 
Parliament buildings are likely to remain, for 
very many years to come, its chief glory. 

'J^wcnty of the principal towns on the Isl- 
and have banded themselves into a society call- 
ed the Vancouver Lsland Development League, 
to co-operate in the work of publishing abroad 
the advantages and opportunities which the 
Island offers to the settler. These advantages 
and opportdhities arc best enumerated in the 
words of the League: "Fruit and vegetable 
growing, poultry raising, hiixcd farming, flow- 
er culture, bee-keeping, timber, pulp wood, 
coal, iron, marble, gold, copper, building stone, 
fire and brick clay, cement. (|uicksilver. salmon, 
herring, cod and halibut fishing, sealing indus- 
try, deep-sea harbors, government land, cheap 
electric power, water power, manufactures, 
railroad building, shipbuilding, the most equa- 
ble climate in the world, unequalled Iivin,g con- 
ditions, hunting and lishing. splendid roads, 
fine schools, law and order, the grandest and 
most varied scenery, the geographical com- 
mand of trans-Pacific commerce, and the as- 
send^led essentials of manufacturing great- 
ness." Surely there are very few islands of 
15,000 square miles (about twice the size of 
Wales), either within the British Empire or 
without it, that can boast of so many natural 
resources and attractive features. Anything 
cultivated in Great Britain will grow and flour- 
ish equally as well in X'ancouver Island, and 
all domestic animals thrive and can be profit- 
ably raised there. 

Vegetables, in some cases, grow to enor- 
mous proportions in the virgin soil. Mr. Er- 
nest McGaffey. secretary of the X'ictoria. 
Branch of the Development League, had oc- 
casion to visit the small town of l^uncan. some 
fortv miles from the capital, and was invited to 
dine' with one of the most prominent farmers 
there. "Do yon like carrots, Mr. McGaffey?" 
asked his host. "W hy. sure," was the reply. 
"Here, boy," called the farmer to one of his 
employees, "go "and fetch a carrot from the 
field." \ few minutes later the boy re'arned. 
carr\'ing on his back a carrot of gigantic size. 
This he placed on the ground, and with an a.xc 
cut c;fl a small p;)rti(m. sufficient fur ih>> w;inis 
of the household and its guest for the meal, 
and carried it to the kitchen. 

Big vegetables of this description are not, 
however, the exception in British Columbia, 
they a:o the rule. Mr. .VlcConnell, editor of 
the Vancouver Saturday Sunset, told r,ie vliat 
he had rcceijtly purchased a (|uantil.y of oota- 
toes grown in the Similkameen Valley, the ma- 
jority of which were so large that it was neces- 
-sarv to cook only one for each dinner for his 
household of four or five people. I myself 
saw ])umpkins weighing half a cwt.. swedes 
of larger size than I have ever seen in Great 
Britain, and potatoes weighing 2, t, and 4lb. 
each, all .grown in the Chilliwack Valley. The 
two valleys I have mentioned arc. of course, 
on the mainland, but this makes no difference. 
The same vegetables will grow to the same 
proportions and with the same excellent flavor 
equally as well on \'ancouvcr Island. 

Wiiilst on the subject of x'cgetahlcs, it 
is interesting to note that the X'ictoria 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, wdiich by no means 
includes all the growers on the Island, last 
season handled 1,000 boxes of tomatoes, 200'" 
boxes of peas, and 1,000 sacks of potatoes, be- 
sides large quantities of asaparagiis, carrots, 
squash, com (Indian), turnips, citrons, cucum- 
bers, beans, radishes, lettuce, onion?, etc. 

Turning from vegetables to fruit, the Es.- 
changc handled 480,000 boxes of strawhcrrics. 
24,000 bo.xcs of 'currants. 2,000 crates of cher- 
ries, 4,.Soo crates of prunes, 24,000 boxes of 
loganl-'crries, 14.400 boxes of gooseberries, 
.3,000 crates of plums, 20,000 boxes of apples, 
i,Qoo crates of rhubarb, and 1,000 boxes of 
pears. From this it will be seen that straw- 
berry culture forms one of the most important 
branclj,cs of fruit growing; it" is destined'.tO|;inT, 



crease to a distinctly large and profitable in- 
dustry, by reason of'the size .and delicious fla- 
vor of the berries. 

Much attention is also being paid to the 
cultivation of bulbs and flowers as profitable 
industries, and; beerkeeping has.met with con- 
siderable' success.' - The Island is particularly 
suitable fPr pdldtry-raifirig, and fari^iers have 
no difficulty in making cadli bird return an 
average prof it, of $2 a year! 

There are. still many thousands of acres of 
land open to settlement on Vancouver Island, 
and Crown lands may be obtained from the 
Government on the .very easiest terms; but 
it is all practically covered to profusion with 
heavy tiinber, the';cost of removing which, and 
clearing . the :-.lan^ ready for breaking up, 
aniounts;.to;;ai.ryming .'lip to .$250 per acre. 
ClearedyAn!<ll\P]^^ land 's :worth from $100 

to f(Jpb-;''p!&i;;$ig!j^^^ tvventy varieties of 

usefid,,timli^i^;.;lr^'.;'ifound in the dense forests 
of Vancouver Island, although only some four 
of them, at present, tind their way into the 
market. Of- these, the gigantic Douglas fir, 
which may often be found growing to a height 
of .poft., is the chief. The next in commer- 
cial importance is the red cedar, another forest 
giant. .Spruce and licmFock com])iete the list, 
imagine a settler attcuipting to clear these 
j'Miormous trees, some of them 9, 10. or lift, 
in diameter, from his land! I was told of a 
lumberjack who once, for a wager, undertook 
single-handed, and with only an axe, to fell 
a particularly big 'specimen within a certain 
time. It took him three weeks to complete 
the task! Lately the Developiiicnt League 
has appealed to the Government to formulate 
some scheme of granting assistance to the set- 
tler in the matter of clearing his land, for which 
he would be asked to make i)ayment by annual 
instalments over several years. 

The mineral wealth of X'ancouver Island 
is one of its most valuable assets, if not the 
most valuable. A million and a half tons of coal 
are being mined annually in one district alone, 
and valuable deposits ha\'e been discovered in 
many other parts of the island. Iron is plenti- 
ful, and in certain districts along the western 
coast is said to exist in immense cpiantitics. 
Copper deposits arc being worked in paying 
cpiantitics in a dozen different i^laces. and gold 
and siU'cr have been found pretty generally 
distributed through the western half of the 
island. Beautiful marble is quarried at Nootka, 
on the west coast, and Portland cement is 
manufactured near Victoria. 

The Ubiquitous Halibut 

One cannot be long in any hotel or res- 
taurant in Canada without seeing halibut on 
the bill of fare. In this respect it assumes 
the position of a national dish! It is there on 
Christmas Day, and again on Midsummer 
Day, and there are not many days in between 
these two dates when halibut finds no place 
on the menu. To X'ancouver Island and its 
fishing baid<s Canada owes a deep debt of 
gratitude for this unending supply of halibut, 
made possible in the i-emoter districts of the 
Dominion, to some extent, by cold storage and 
rcfri.gerator car facilities for its transportation. 
•So plentiful is halibut in the waters of the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, that i\Ir. Ernest 
McGaffey, on one occasion, watched a few In- 
dians, with their crude fishing arrangements, 
catch 2i,ooolb. in Clayoquot Sound in one day. 
VX'hen it is remembered that a halibut some- 
times weighs as m.ich as .30olb.. perhaps this 
achievement will lose a tiny part of its glory. 
.Salmon, trotu, cod, sturgeon, herring, sn'ielt, 
and countless numbers of an almost endless 
variety of lisli inhabit the waters, both, fresh 
and salt, of \'ancou\-er Island, the lishing in- 
dustry lying almost entirely in the hands of 
the Jaijanese. 

The "Liverpool Street Station" of X'ictoria 
is still in its infancy, and is, altogether, a very 
small affair, but it serves the same excellent 
purpose as its 'great London prototype, inas- 
much as it is the terminus of the railway be- 
tween A'ictoria and Xanaimo, the "Yarmouth'' 
of X'ancouver Island. This railway, known 
locally as the "E, & X.," and officially as the 
"[•"scpiimalt and .Xanaimo." is now part and 
parcel of the gre.'U Canadian Paciiic system, 
hut h.-.s not liing been in the hands of its new 
|)roprietors. P'orincrly it \\'as mainly in the 
ownershi]i of the great "coal king" of X'an- 
couver Island. .XI r. James Dunsmuir. from 
whom the C. P. R, Company ])urchased it for, 
it is said .S2,aoo.OPO. Seventy-eight miles of 
the E. & X'. Railway are now. in operation, 
the present northern terminus being Welling- 
ton, five miles beyond Xanaimo; but the line 
is being actively extended towards .Xlberni, 
Reaver Creek and Xew .Xlberni. 'I'iiis exten- 
sion is about lifty miles long, known as Al- 
berni Canal, |)enetrating the island for a dis- 
rance of about 35 miles, and liax'ing its out- 
let in Barklcy Sound. The .Xlberni Canal is 
easily na gable by the largest ocean-going 
steamers. In addition to the "E. & N." line 
tliere are. two other railways piV Vancouver 
Island-^the "Victoria and SidneX','" seventeen 
miles in length,' belonging to'the Great Nor- 
thern .system, and a railroad between Lmion 
Bay and Cumberland, twelve miles long, and 
owned and operated by the XX'ellington Col- 
lieries Cpmpah)', Pne.pf Mr. James Dunsmuir's 
iritercsts. ' . • " " . 

. ;V:-Vahcouyer Island's Scenic Beauty 

•*'v'''';T!}e'll8l'i^^ Vancouver is one gigantic 
mass Pf ; s&)lic'/b^uty natural grandeur. 

•Throughdt1t!''thc'se\^tii^^^ niiles between 
A lctoria and Xanaimo, there is not a single 
spot, as seen from the train, which even the 
least impressionable traveller could, by any 



stretch of the imagination, call dull, uninter- 
esting, or unattractive; on the contrary, the 
traveller is usually in raptures from one end 
of the journey to'the other. Four miles -out 
of the Victoria terminus a good vie,w'is Pb- 
tained of the magnificent harbor of ' Esquirnalt, 
ranking with Halifax (Nova Scotia), Sydney 
(.'XustraliaL and Hong-Kong, as one of the 
most beautiful ajid safest harbors in the Briti.sh 
Empire. The former glory. of ]',s(|uimalt as a 
naval .'tation is in ])rocess of being restored 
through Canada's coming into possession of 
a .'••pe'cia! Canadian navy of her own. Before 
th'. woilci grows much older steam pinnaces 
will again be shooting over the placid waters 
of Esquimalt, and the streets of the city of 
Victoria will be alive pnce more with loose- 
limbed bluejackets and red-coated marines on 
shore leave. 

Between Esquimalt and Summit, a distance 
of sixteen miles, the railroad track is, for a 
great part of the way, hewn out of the side 
of a precipitous mountain range, and, in 'its 
course, is carried over two deep yawning can- 
ons by huge trestle bridges, one of which is 
built on a curve. This latter is now being 
replaced by a steel strnctiu'c. Far down below 
this particular ]30i;tion of the track lies the 
beautiful Saanich Inlet, a long, narrow fiord 
whose steep sides are clothed with forcst.s of 
gigantic timber right down to the water's edge. 
.-Xt the edge of this inlet, b'ing close to the 
railway, is Coldstream, a perfect paradise of 
beauty, and renowned as the hatnit of picnic 
parties from Victoria. At Summit, the rail- 
way leaves the \'alley of the .Saanich Inlet and 
crosses o\-er into Cowichan X'alley, one of 
the most settled districts of the island. This 
district includes the basins of two or three 
rivers and the area of two large lakes, the 
largest being Lake Cowichan, covering about, 
seventy-five square miles, but not visible from 
the railway. The other is Shawnigan Lake, 
popular Avith the good jieople of Victoria as 
a summer resort. Two excellent hotels, two 
miles apart, have been built here, and each of 
them adjoins the railway and is close to the 
lake. 

The Gentleman Farmer's Paradise ■ 

Twelve miles farther on the line crosses' 
the Cowichan river and runs into the pretty 
little town of Duncan's, which, in spite of its 
size, is one of the best known places on X'an- 
couver Island. The people of the town and 
surrounding district are intensely English, so 
much so that the j)lacc is usually spoken of, 
as "Knickerbocker Town" in other parts of 
British Columbia. Duncan's is, without a 
shadow of doubt, both thriving and prosper- 
ous. The land is occupied by the so-called 
English "gentleman farmer," who gets a good 
return for his capital, all the fishing, hunting, 
and shooting he needs, a climate second to 
none in the wh(3le world, and the opportunity 
of wearing his beloved knickerbockers of 
breeches and leggings without being stared at 
in wontler and curiosit\'. 

Four miles from Duncan's the line passes 
Tyce, the principal coj^per jnine and smelter 
of Vancouver Island ; and eight nule.s farther 
on reaches Chemainus, on Chemainus Bay. 
Here the Victoria Lumber Company has its 
huge lumber mills. Logs are brought down 
from the forest to the mill by the company's 
own locomotives and cars running on its pri- 
vately owned track, and ocean-going steam- 
ers and sailing \ essels load the sawn lumber at 
a wharf alongside the mil! for almost every 
habitable part of the glolie. Soon ;iftcr leaving 
Chemainus the railroad enters the great coal- 
bearing district which exists for many miles 
along the eastern coast of the island. On our 
right, as we go north, lies Oyster Bay. a beauti- 
inlet. Here is Ladj'smith. shipping point for 
the great mines of the Wellington Collf2rics 
Company, whose wharves, bunkers, cheeks, 
sidings and trestle bridges form such an im- 
portant item in the life and activity of the 
little town, wliich received its name in honor 
of the Ladysmith of South Africa. 

Nanaimo: The "Coal City." 

Xine miles farther on we reach South XX'cl- 
lington and more collieries; and about liftecn 
minutes later Xanaimo, the "Coal City," and 
sccoufl largest town on X"ancou\"er Island. 
Xanaimo is a most delightful city; it is e\'en 
cpuiint, and needs only some old ruined castle 
or Elizabethan house to complete the picture. 
Its streets turn and twist in all directions, and 
are absolutely devoid of the geometrical pre- 
cision so. prevalent in those of nearly every 
other Canadian town, .Some of the hostelries 
are known as "inns," whereas the term "hotel" 
is almost invariably api)lied throughout the 
Dominion', Tlie glory of .Xanaimo is its almost 
land-locked harbor. 

The city has. a population of 8,000, an ex- 
cellent water system, electric light, gas and 
telephones, its jjrincipal industries arc mijiin.g, 
lumbering and fishiiig;> Three large coal min- 
ing conqDanies are,.at work in the imiiicdiate 
neighborhood, and two important lumber com- 
panies ard' located here. .The fishing industry 
at present is almost entirely in the hands of 
the Japanese. During the herring season some 
five or six lumdred men are employed, and 
from forty to fift_\- million pounds of fish are 
caught. The great bidk of tliis is exported to 
Japan and China. Quite recently a local com- 
"panv has ben formed and incorporated for the 
purpose of engaging in the business of canning, 
curing, and packing food products, the chief of 
which will be the various kinds of fish caught 
ahjug the Pacific Coast, and it Avill make a spc- 
cialtv of canning herrings when in season. 
Next to wheat and meal, fish is t.hc principal 
staple of the world, and', strange as it may 



seem, there is not a cannery for putting up her-, 
ring along the whole of the Pacifjc'iCoaftj.al- . . 
though it appears to be one of the'Homcs of this v. 
particular fish., . With.' the type of machinery 
np\V owned 'fiy the compainyy which, by the 
way, was purchased from Messrs. Rhodes & 
Sons, of Wakefield, herring can be put up in 
the form of bloaters, fresh herrings, kippered 
herrings, and herrings in tomato sauce. Dur- 
ing the herring run, which begins early in No- ■ 
vember, fish arc obtainable in imlimited.,quan- '■ji,. 
titics for canning and packing purposes 'at' 
prices ranging from .$3.50 to $8.00 per ton. 

In the immediate vicinity of Nanaimo there 
are manv hundreds of acres of rich fruit and 
farming "lands. The annual rainfall amounts 
to about 40 inches, and the climate is as equa- 
Ijle as that of any other district on X''ancouver 
Island. The country road.^ arc well kept, and 
are much favored by motorists. As a centre 
for sportsmen, Nanaimo is unsurpassed. Fish 
are plentiful in sea, lake, river and stream; 
deer and feathered game arc abundant within 
a few miles, and bears, panthers, avoIvcs, and 
other big gaine are by no means scarce in the 
interior of the Island. 



FEMALE BEAUTY 

/Xu"-ustc Rodin, in some remarks recorded 
in the'^Matin, speaks of the beauty of woman 
ancient and modern, "Maitre, do you ^easily 
find beautiful models?" he was, asked. "^'cs.|| 
"Beauty, then, is not very rare in, our country?" 
"No." ".Vnd is it lasting?" "It changes quick- 
ly. I would not say that woman is like a land- 
sdape that the sun's inclination changes cease- 
lessly; but the comparison is correct. Real 
vouth. . . . lasts scarcely more than six 
months. ' XVhen the girl becomes a woman,, it 
is another sort of beauty, still admirable;::but 
nevertheless less pure." 

"But, tell me, do you not think that,ancient 
beauty much surpassed that of our time, and 
that modern women are far from equalling 
those who posed to Phidias?" 

"Pas du tout !" 

"Nevertheless, the beauty of the Greek 
Venus " 

"Artists then, had eyes to see, whilst, to- 
dav, they aire blind; that; is/all the difference. 
Grcek..\vomen were beautiful, but beauty r.esid- 
ed in the mind of the sculptors who repr.csented 
them..- ■ 'i^-'' 

Modern Equals Ancient 

"Women of today are their equals, especial- 
ly Southern Europeans. Modern Italians, for 
example, belong to the same Mediterranean 
tvpe as the models of Phidias. The . type is 
chiefly characterized by the. equality of width . 
of the shoulders with the lower part of the 
trunk." . • . ' 

"But did not. the Barbarian: invasion altci", 
by intermarriages, antique- beauty?" . 

"No.- it is possible to suppose th'at the 
. Barbarian races were less fine and less well bal- 
anced than Mediterranean races, but time re- 
moved the stains of a mixture of blood and al- 
lowed the harmony of the old type to reappear. 

"In the union of the beautiful with the ugly, 
it is always the beautiful which finally tri- 
umphs. Nature, by a divine law, constantly 
tends: towards the best— tends without ceasing 
towards perfection. . ■ • ; 

"Bv the side of the Meciiterrancan typ.is ex- 
ists a', northern type, to wliicn belong many 
French women, as well as the women .oFGer- 
manic and Slav races. 

"In this type the lower triink is strongly de- 
veloped and the shoulders are narrower. It is 
the structure, you observe, in the nymphs of 
lean Goujon, in the Venus of the 'Judgment of 
Paris' painted by Watteau, and in the 'Diana' 
of lloudon. 

"In fact," said Rodin, "beauty is^ every- 
where. Beauty is character and expression." 
' A German View 

On the other hand, Professor Reinhart 
Thilo, of Berlin, writing in the North German 
(Jazeiie. gives it as his opinion that, female- 
beauty is fadmg all over the modern world. 
For this fact, if "indeed it be a fact, he, assigns 
three causes. 

The first of these, says Profes.sor Thilo, is 
excessive indulgence in outdoor sports. lie 
thinks it well that the size of women's hands 
and feet is increased by athletic sports, for 
their "worship of small hands and feet is pure 
fetishism." But he says almost regretfully, 
that too much exercise spoils the feminine 
curves and produces lumpy, -muscular excres- 
cences where nature intended only smooth 
roundedness.' . ; 

The second cause ruifiing woman's beauty 
is her craze for a slender figure. The so-called 
"robe collante" (dress .glued on), says Tliilo, 
siini)ly falsifies the natural lines and injures 
health. The craze for slcnderness is working 
harm, particularly in the United States and 
Sweden, 

Thirdly and last, according to thi.s author- 
ity, the change in the female mind, in woman's 
way of thinking, is affecting her outward aj)- 
pearancc. Fof cixaiuple, instead of desirfng sin- 
cere love, modern women encourage flirtation. 
That motherliness which appears clearly in the 
beast mediaeval statuary and paintings, 
even of. iTiaideiis, is disappearing from the fea- 
tures of>Ynodern women.

The Flute of the Gods 

In this story of the aborigines of the New 
World, there i.s nuich that is poetic and pictur- 
esque, and the whole recital is full of ; Inter- 
est, especially to those who are at all familiar 
with the history of the Indians of Mexico and 
South America generally. \\'e arc given de- 
scriptions of many of tlic old rites and cere- 
monies when the ancient religion demandcil 
the sacrifice of human \ieiims, \ve arc intro- 
duced to some entertaining v^p;inish characters, 
and treated to several love-stories which give 
the book much of its charm.

J. Storcr Clouston gives us something very 
amusing in his story. "The Prodigal leather." 
It is an ab.surdU- iinpossil)le .st(_>r_\', but so 
laughable that we overlook it- irrecoiicilibil- 
ity to facts, i leriot Walkingsluiw. an old and 
ver}- respectable Scottish lawyer, having de- 
veloped symptoms of disease, consults a new 
and unknown young physician, wdio makes 
him the subject of an experiment. The first 
effect of his experimenting is tcj apiiarently 
firing the aged gentleman lo his deathbeii, 
where most of his relati\-cs. particularly his 
oklest son, in anliciiiation of the fortune he 
will leave behind, are not sorry to sec him. 
The old family physician has been called in, 
and all believe the last moment ha.s come, 
\vhcn the erstwhile staid and abstemious Mr. 
Walkingshaw sits up in bed and demands a 
bottle of champagne. Later still he calls for a 
cigar, and then deliberately, though .-liglilly 
apologetically, asks what there is to be for 
dinner, and if the meal cannot be hurried a lit- 
tle. 11 is outraged relatives, having mourned 
.ind wept to the sincercst of their ability, feel 
an instinctive resentment at the ch'angccl state 
of affairs. The oldest son. Andrew, who 
would have profited most from his death, can 
scarcely conceal his disappointment .and chag- 
rin. .Mr. Walkingshaw not onl}' entire!}- rc- 
covcr.s, but begins to grow miraculously 
younger. As the weight of his years decreases, 
his manners and his tastes change. He en- 
tirely loses his sedatenc.ss, his rigid sense of 
discipline. He .glorie.s in new clothes and. in 
lavish expenditure. From standing in the way 
of the happy consununation of his youngest 
daughter's love affair, he goes lo the other ex- 
treme, and becomes the fiancee's friend and 
patron. He helps his youngest . S(jn to suc- 
cess in his matrimonial venture. As these 
two of the children arc the only ones wdio have 
any affection for Mr. Walkin.gshaw, ihc read- 
er is glad to see them happily settled, .\iidrew 
i.s m.-ide to take a very subordinate position in 
the firm of wdiieh he formerly had almost com- 
plete control. His anger knows no hounds. 
He tries to thwart his father and finallv al- 
mo.st manages to confine him in a lunatic a.-\ - 
lum. For a time the unscrupulous Andrew is 
successful in his .schemes, but eventually the 
rejuvenated Mr. Walkingshaw turns uj) again, 
in the form of a yo-.uh and claims Andrew as 
his father. The resemblance between them is 
so striking, and ,AIr. Walkingshaw has so 
many accomplices to further iirove his state- 
ments, that Andrew is in a fair wa\- to be dis- 
.graccd forever. He is forced to compromise. 
The denouement is very funny.

The abo\e is an interesting reproduction 
from a photograph, the iiroperty of Captain E. 
L. D. Lioyle. of a group of acting sub-lieuten- 
ants of the Royal Navy taken at Whale Island, 
Portsmouth, during ..the suinnier in 18^5. The 
photograph Avas kindly placed at our disposal 
recently, its great interest lying in the fact 
that among the group, is young Prince George, 
now His Majesty King George the Fifth. The

With the cxccptf6^i'' 6f the two staff offi- 
cers, all the others were intiniatcly associated 
with the I'rincc, now King George, for a con- 
siflerable time. All were in the same class dur- 
ing the Sub-Lieutenant's course at Greenwich 
and Portsmouth, from September, 1884, until 
October, in 1885. 

Several of this group have made a mark 
since 1885, the most notable, probably, being 
LieulLiiunt Scott, now Admiral Sir Percy 
Scott, who ])ractically initiated the movement 
resulting in the piesent excellent shooting in 
the lirilish Navy. He first showed what could 
he done in the way of imjiroved shooting when 
captain of the second-class cruiser Scylla, in 
which Mr. Allrutz was a lieutenant. Mr. 
Wemyss, now a post captain and commodore 
second-class, was a midshipman in the Bac- 
chant'., in which vessel Prince George vjsitcd 
lapan in 1S81, with his brother, the late Duke 
of Clarence. Captain Wemyss was subse- 



(|uently second in command of the Ophir, the 
special' vessel in Avbich the present King, then 
Duke of York, visited all the British dominions 
and opened the first Commonwealth parlia- 
ment in Australia. The present Commander- 
in-Chief of the British Squadron in Eastern 
waters, Sir Alfred Winsloe, was captain of the 
Ophir at the time. 

Captain Wemyss also organized the teach- 
ing staff and became the first commanding of- 
ficer of the Naval School, at Osborne, Isle of 
Wight,, under the new system of training for 
naval officers. 

Lieutenant Adair was subsequently captain 
of the ill-fated first-class battleship Montagu, 
when she was wrecked recently off Lundy Isl- 
and in the Bristol Channel. He was, however, 
a man of exceptional ability, and it is a great 
pity .that the British government did not re- 
tain his services owing .to the unfortunate, in- 
cident of the Montagu. 

Lieutenant Lowry distinguished him.self by 
saving life and his effqrls, in,, this dir^ctioir 
finally caused his^death f^om. plieiurnQnia,. the'> 
result of exposure in the act of saving a- com- 
rade. 

I'erhaps it is due to us to add something of 
the career of Captain Boyle, to wdiom we are 
indebted for this historic photograph and. who 
has kindly supplied the above details. He vis- 
ited this country in the eighties, and is well 
known as being the officer in charge of the 
newdy-built cruisers Nisshin and Kasuga, dur- 
ing their eventful voyage from the builders' 
hands in England to Japan at ttic outbreak of 
the Russo-Japanese war. There are many who 
Avill remember the evening spent in Kobe in 
celebration of the safe .arrival of these valu.able 
vessels, doubly valuable at that time of war. 
and wliich were shortly afterwards distinguish- 
ing themselves in the attacks on Port Arthur. 
Captain Boyle is now representing the inter- 
ests in Japan of Messrs. .-Xrmstrong in connec- 
tion with the Muroran Steel Foundry enter- 
prise. 



between the two great schools of explorers 
and adventurers. L'or years Svcn Hcdin has 
de\oled his life lo the bleak wilderness of 
Tibei, pu.shing frequently in the face of great 
danger and invariably at the cost of great hard- 
ship, furtlicr and further into the mysteries 
of the l'"orl)if!den Laud. Driven by scientific 
enthusiasm, he has sought only to add to the 
worUl's ,geograpliical wisdom, until today he 
is recognized as the authority on what is at 
the same time one of the most iphospitable 
and most interesting regions in the world. 

Jf Sven Hedin is the type of the adventur- 
ist scientist, so Lieut. Col. J. H. Patterson, 
1). S. C).. the author of In the Grip of the 
.\yika and The i\lan-liatcrs of Tsavo, is the 
lyjK- of Ln.glishman who has built the British 
Empire. In the Grip of the Nyika is the record 
of two expeditions through the wilderness in 
the service of the .government of British East 
.'\frica. There is little said of the purposes of 
the journeys but doubtless Col. Patterson did 
the work well. On the other hand what he 
believes his readers to be really interested in, 
is the endless and ever-varied adventures with 
the big game. Last .Africa, as all the world 
knows' now-, is the sijortn-icn's paradise and 
Col. Patterson has all his class's love of sport. 

What excitement the liuii. the rhinoceros, 
the elephant, and creatures whose namcA ring 
strange in the ears of, stay-at-homes, faded to 
provide, the perplexities of the country and 
the doubtful attitude. of the natives abundantly 
supplied. There was in fact a little too m'ij.Ch 
excitement. Of the t>vo Europeans who ac- 
companied the author onlv one caii-ie back to 
Nairobi, Col, J^attcrson himself barely escaped 
the grip of the nyika, and the trail of his 
safari is marked with the bones of more than 
one of his native followers. The story of it 
all is told with that English detestation of ex- 
a,g,geration, that horror of anything approach- 
jn.g boasting, Avhich are almost as charming 
within the covers of a book, as they are in real 
life.,. Colonel Patterson writes a narrative of 
adventure, danger, hardship and -deteriniin- 
ation Avitli a simplicity 'and restraint which 
arc as effective as the most developed art, 

Quite incideuttdly, In the Grip of thC Nyi- 



ka is remarkably informing. As the author 
has no desire to prove himself a hero he does 
not confine himself to those episodes in wdiich 
he played the part of one. In consequence we 
have all kinds of sidelights on life in the 
nyika. or wilderness, and on the characters of 
black and white alike. Despite the fact that 
Col. ]-'atterson laments the ruin of more than 
ten score films, from which he had hoped much, 
there is a profusion of excellent photographs 
which do much to make British East Africa 
visible to our imaginations. 

By quite another inethod Svcn Iledin ar- 
rives at a similar end — the vivid depicting of 
an unknown country. The famous explorer 
is a geographical enthusiast. Of sport he may 
be personally fond but, not being an En,glisb- 
man, in the presence of his chosen work all 
thought of sport vanishes. It Avas not for that 
that he spent more than two years alone in as 
dreary .a wilderness as the world has to ofifer. 
Trans Himalaya, the record of his travels, is 
in a Avay a succession of geographical tri- 
umphs, achieved Avithoiit bloodshed but at a 
cost in privation and hardship equal to that 
of many a hard fought campaign. 

When Sven Hedin began to plan his jour- 
ney, he thought chiefly of the extensive areas 
of entirely unexplored country north of the 
upper Brahmaputra Avhich had never been 
traversed by Europeans or Indian pundits. 
"This much was certain," he .writes, "that this 
region presented, the grandest problems which 
remained . still . uns,Olved in the .])hysical geo- 
graphy of Asia. There must exist one or more 
nipuntain systems running parallel with the 
Llimalayas and the Karakorum range; there 
must be found peaks and ridges on Avhicli the 
eye of the explorer had never li,ghted. There, 
no doubt, Averc nomad tribes, who left their 
Avinter pastures in sprin,g, and during the sum- 
mer Avandei-ed about on the higher plains 
Avhere.4]rte;inew.:grjas^ up from the 

poor soili^Biit ■•wiiether.' a ■ settled population 
dwelt there, whether there were monasteries 
where a lama, punctual as the sun, gave the 
daily summons to prayer from the roof by 
blowing tliroLigh a shell— that no one:- knew. 
Tibetan litcraturcj old and'r.ecent, was searched 



in vain for information ; nothing ciotild be found 

but fanciful conjectures about the existence 
of a mighty chain, which were of no value as 
they did not accord Avith the reality and Avere 
not based on any actual fact." 

Nevertheless, Dr. Hedin found the mighty 
chain and fron-i the name he gavii; it,,.;Traps 
Himalaya, comes the title of liis. bo61t/-^.hiE! 
exploration of these gigantic mbuiitiitris',^^ 
the discovery of the sources'bf the Brahmai?utra 
and the Indus, are perhaps the results of'-thc 
journey to Avhich Dr. Hedin himself attributes 
the most importance. 'L'he general, unscien- 
tific reader will probably consider the flood 
of information upon the natives, the strange 
my.steries of the Lama region, the life and 
character of the Tashi Lama in the hoi}' resi- 
dence of Ta.shi Lunpo, as even more valuable. 
SA-qn Hedin's point of. view is.vvell ekprje^.scd 
in the following passage AvhlcIi ^xpliitis why 
he did not reach Lhasa, tliC; one Tibetan name 
Avhich, until now. has been really familiar 
in the ^N'estcrn Avorld.^ lie is describing a 
boat trip doAvn the Tsan.gpo, or Brahmaputra. 

"^^"e fall into reverie on this fairy-lik-c 
voya,gc. .\ thought occm-s to mc : .Shall Ave 
travel on to the mouth of the Kc-chu and 
thence go up to Lhasa on foot? We can trav- 
el by night and hide ourselves during the day 
and Tibetan is Rabsang's mother-tongue. But 
it passes away as quickly as the. eddies beside 
the boat. In Lhasa I could add nothing to 
the knoAvledge acquired by Younghusband's 
expeditions tAvo years before; my hopes Avere 
fixed on the friendship of the Tashi Lama. 
On the Sela-la 1 had conceiA^ed a great fancy 
for the Trans l-limakiya, and no geographical 
problem" on earth hacl greater attractions for 
me. AH my future enterprises should have 
the object of making as thorough a scientific 
investigation of the Trans Himalaya as could 
possibly be accomplished by pnc man iti a 
single journey. Yes, this task was so tremend- 
ous that my former longing for Lhasa died 
aAvay like the red of even in the Tsangpo val- 
ley, this gigantic colonnade of granite, this 
royal highAvay of Buddha. Avhich breaking 
through the mountains and becoming hazy in 
the far east, leads direct to the mouth of the 
Lhasa valley, Avhile we npAV glide along, oh its 
floor of liquid emerjild .to.

The holiest .tp.wn- qf-Lamaism iiS' Tashi- 
Lttnpo, the home . of , the Ta,s,hi . Lama; /^^^ 
Dalai Lama fled from Lhasa bef ore ;the -British 
advance, the Tashi L'ariia:' femained "at Jiis 
post. The inevitable result Avas that'the pontiff 
Avhoni Dr. Lledin' visited in his monastery has 
taken the place in the hearts of his people of 
his recreant colleague. No such opportunity 
has ever before been enjoyed by a European. 
Dr. Hedin penetrated into the very heart of 
the Forbidden Land and talked intimately to 
the most sacred representativ.e- of a religion 
pre-eminent 'for the -.fknatical idCArotion of its 
folIoAvers. Flis' experience, in ; that m.pnastery, 
hidden in the unknoAvn wifds of TiB'ei,- wmilcl. 
have stirred the blood of a less imaginativ<i 
man than the celebrated Swede. 

There is, indeed, throughout the entire 
book, an appeal to the imagination, to the 
wanderlust latent in us all, Avhich is irresistible. 
The very desolation of the land, the almost in- 
credible dreariness, the strange character of 
nomads and priests isolated for long centuries 
— all have a fascination of .their OAvn Avhich 
grips the reader as it has gripped Syen Hedin. 
Few AVouId be Avilling or able to folloAV ev^n a 
little way along his trail, but .the i-.cadirig'is as 
easy as the traveling Avas hard. ■ ■

POETIC MADNiESS - 

Professor Woodberry's "The Inspiration of 
Poetry^" published a few Avecks a,go. has called 
forth an exten.sivc article in the New York 
Times on the general subject of American 
verse with special reference to Professor 
Woodberry's ideas. In the course pf Ills re- 
marks, the revicAver, i\lr. William A. 'Bradley, 
Avrites; "Nowhere in the Avorld, probably, has 
the idea that poetic .genius bears ,a. distinct 
])athologicaI relation to insanity found so hos- 
pitable a reception as in this country, Avhcre 
the prevailing lack of genius becomes there- 
fore a sound guarantee of inherent Avholcsome- 
ness in the race." Following this, statement, 
Mr. Bradley points out "that the author of '.'The 
Inspiration of I 'oetry" does not agree -vyith this 
popular view. He believes that poetic gbnitis 
is characterized not by an unbalanced or dis- 
eased reason or by any temporaiy fury and 
aberration, but rather by a su.spcnsion of rea- 
son. 

In commenting upon .American poetry-, the 
Times points out that Prof, ^^■oodberry agrees 
Avith' Emerson in finding its greatest fault to 
lie in the absence of abandonment 'iOr poetic 
ecstacy. Emerson, Avith the" aticien't 'Greeks, 
believed that this quality Avas of divine origin; 
the average American, Avith his lack of aban- 
donment and his abhorrence of Avhatevcr cs- 
ca))cs the control of common sense is wont to 
regard it as plain madness ; Professor .AV'ood- 
Ijcrry explains it/in .hjiSibpok pn purely rational

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ENGLISPI SOVEREIGNS 

The afUiirs of England were at a pretty low 
ebb when Elizaljelh came to the throne. Calais, 
' the last remnant of English possessions ou 
the continent, had been taken by the Frencli, 
who were thus in a position to dominate the 
Channel. The French king was married lo 
Mary Queen of Scots, and it was well known 
liiat he designed to add E'ngfland to his 
domains, if the fortune of war should favor 
■ him. Ireland was torn with oix'il war, but 
worse than all. the pcc.iplc were distractcfl 1)>' 
rclii^ioLis discord. There \vas nv army, no fleet 
and no mone}- in the treasury. 'Pile country 
had been humiliated i)y defeat in Mary's fool- 
ish wars. The situation was summed up in an 
appeal sent to the Royal Council by the jico- 
ple, which said: "'If God start not forth i i 
the helm, wc be at the point of greatest miscrv 
that can happen to any people, which is lo 
become thrall to a foreign nation." 

T'.li'/.abcth was flt this time twenty-live 
,\oar.-> of ago. She jjosscsscd her father'.^; in- 
icllcctnal force. 1 le had educated her in a man- 
ly school. She AN'a.-^ a hold horsewoman, a 
skillful shot, a clc\-cr disputant. .She read 
Circek, l,;Hin and r'rench with equal facility. 
.She was fond of music ami loved dancin;;. In 
person and manner she was attractive, beiuy 
better looking than her mother, .Anne lioleyn. 
' and having all her fascination. It is |)ri)bably 
no c.Naggei-alion to say that she Avas the most 
accomplished woman of her time, llenry X'fll. 
had many faults, but he certainly knew bow 
io educate his dau.^hlcr so as to fit her fur 
the throne. In religious matters iTdizabeth hail 
no \'ery strong con\iclion.s. She was knowTi 
to favor Protestantism, yet she conformed to 
the practices of the Ronian Catholic church. 
She seems to have held the view that, while 
it was advisable that there should be only 
one form of pidjlic woi'sliip. the matter of in- 
dividual belief Avas unimportant. Hence she 
^voldd not permit of an_v in(piir\" into matters 
of conscience, while exacting ccjuformity lo 
the f(irm of worship, which she restored after 
her breach with Kon.ic. .She Avas diplomatic 
and of a iem[)er that refused to be hurried. 
She seems to have trusted very much to the 
curative effects of time, postponing decisions 
as long as she was able, and thereby giving 
public opinion a chance to shape itself. She 
realized the weakness of hei- position and -^vas 
determined to first of all strengthen herself 
among her own people, whose loyalty to the 
Crown had been greatly lessened hy the folly 
and cruelties of her predecessor. 

It is hard to say what might have been 
the future of England if a more concilliatory 
I'opc Iiad occujiied -Si. Pctcr"s chair when I'iliz- 
abeth came to the ihronc. But Paul the E'ourtli 
was a man cjf high temper and his views of 
his power were exalted. When Elizabeth wo- 
tiiied him of her accession to the throne, he 
reproached her severely, recalled the judg- 
ment that had declared her legitimate and de- 
manded that she should submit her claims 
to him for decision. But on the question of her 
legitimacy Elizabeth was adamant and she 
found in her minister, William Cecil, a states- 
man o) llic .>aiiu' rcsolutii")n. Elizabeth, it 
will l)e rcMRMubcred, -was declared entitled lo 
the succession by and .\ct of Parliament pass- 
ed in the lifetime of her father, and to sub- 
mit a decision of Parliament to the judgment 
of the Pope was something that she well knew 
the people of England would not tolerate, even 
if she had been disposed to accede to the de- 
mand. Perhaps there has never been a inorc 
critical period in all English history than this. 
In matters religious, as things were then, it 
made \cry little dilTerence udiether the nation 
was Catholic ui- I'rotesiant. The distinclion 
Ijelween the iwo religions was chiefly in name 
so far as the \'ery great majority of the peo- 
ple were concerned. A few of the more ad- 
vanced thinkers made nuich of theological 
questions, but the people generally, whether 
they called llieniselves one thing or the other, 
were nuich the same in their religious tenets 
and practices. [Jut the (|ucstion of papal 
supremacy in secular matters Was another 
i|uesli(in. llcrc there was a wide <li\crgeiice 
of \-ie\\. ll wa.^ claimed by ihe Pope that he 
had ;uiihiirity tii .set a,iide the most sidcnni 
cnaclmenl> 'if Parlianieut . and, if l'',lizabelh 
had conceded the claim, it is doid)tful if the 
Engli.sh people, resolute as ihcy were in their 
resolve to be self-governing, would have been 
able to resist the combination of forces, which 
could have been I)rought to bear against them. 
There is little doubt that, if Eilizabeth had 
submittctl her claims to the Pope, there wouhl 
have been an uprising in the kingdom, and 
there is even le-s donhi that in such an event 
the ]M-cncli Is'in^- would ha\-e landed ;i large 
force in Scotland, invaded iCngland and, in all 
))rol)ability. ha\-e placed .Mary Stuart on the 
throne, whereby lingland would have become 
merely an appanage of the French crown. 
There is no doubt also that such a plan was in 
contetnplation. but the firmness of Elizabeth, 
backed up as she was by the whole body of the 
;. Eng:iish people, made its consummation im- 
■ possible. 

The Onccn was supported by the Church 
ill her stand, although the bishops sought to 
h.issen its force by declaring in Con\'ocation 
that authority in all matters of faith and dis- 
cipline belongs to them alone, by which they 
simply intended to soften to Eiii^lish ears the 
claim that the Pope was supreme in matters 
of religion. On tlic advice of Cecil, the Queen 
asked Parliament lo re-enact the law of Edward 
by which tiic jurisdiction of the. Grown over 
ecclesiastical subjects was asserted, and ' tlie' 
statute of Mary declaring tl?at the Church was 
1 independent of the stale Viis repealed. She 



also made an order requiring the clergy to take 
a solemn oath that they renounced al! allegi- 
ance to any foreign authority in matters civil 
or religions. The rui)tm-e u'ith Rome Avas 
therefore complete. These steps were followed 
by the abolition of the Mass and the restora- 
tion of the form of Common Prat er prepared 
by Cranmer. But Elizabeth w-as in no sense 
of the word a religious reformer. If she bade 
Protestantism the religion of the kingdom, 
she was not influencerl in so doing by any 
consideratiou.s of conscience, but throughout 
her course in these matters \vas simply exhiljil- 
ing the police of a resolute woman, determin- 
ed to maintain the lawfulness of her mother's 
marriage, her own legitimacy and the legality 
of her own title to the Crown. In the reference 
to I-Ienry VI IT. it was said that the part which 
.\tme Bole\'n played in the history of E.ugland 
was (liflicult to measure, and it was oid\- b\' 
ta]<in;j; account of ^vhat steps l'!lizabeth was 
forced to take in the protection of her own 
interests that we get a clear idea of the inllu- 
nce which the life of this sprightly daughter 
of an English squire, who for a few short 
} cars was (|ucen consort, had upon the affairs 
not only of England but of the world. The 
turning point in the history of England ^vas 
the act of I'.lizabeth in refusing to sidjmit her 
riqiil to the throne to be passed upon by the 
Pope. Thice and a half cenlnries ha\ e ]>asscd 
since then, but we arc living today under the 
cticct^ of this resolution of a girl of twcnty- 
li\ e. 



AN ERA OF CHANGE 

W e have seen in ])re\ious articles how 
slow human ingenuity was during tiie early 
part of last century to take advantage of in- 
\'cntions and discoveries in \ arious major lines 
of activit}-. The same thing hoUls true of the 
domestic art of sewing. .Most writers attribute 
the in\'ention of the sewing machine to Ivlias 
I lowe, and it is frecpiently said that his i^M'cat 
achie\'emeiil was lo des'ise a needle with t!ie 
eye near its i^oint. This is not correct, 1 lowe'.s 
chief patent was the use of a needle with the 
eye near its point in combination with a .shut- 
tle. The eye-pointed needle was an English 
invention and was patented in 1841. There is 
])ractically no dift'erencc between that needle 
and those in use at the present day. The 
credit {o\- the first sewing machine also be- 
longs to an l.'"nglishman. who i>atcnteil one in 
1790. Xot very much use was made of this 
invention, nor of the numerous others that 
during the next half century were devised and 
patented. lu, 1S30 a French inventor made a 
sewing machine that was used ii'i making 
leather clothing for the E'rcnch army, l)ut an 
indignant mob destroyed it because the}- said 
it was depriving people of a chance to work. 
L'ntil 1S40 the various sewing machines were 
fed with the material by hand, and were neccs- 
saril_\- unsatisfactory, but in that year a dc\'ice 
for self-feeding was patented by a man named 
Bachelor. .Ml the machines up to this time 
made only chain stitches, but Elias Howe was 
c.\-perimeiuing. and in 1857 he produced his 
hrst practical sewing machine, which made a 
lock stitch. It was a machine of practical 
\alue, althouj^h rude compared to later in\-en- 
tioiis. The Singer and the Wdiecler machines 
appeared at the same time, the patents having 
been granted on the .same day, namely, on 
August 12, 1851. Then Grover entered the 
field with his machine. There were thus four 
claimants for the right ti) make sewin;.;' ma- 
chines, Howe, W heeler, .Singer and Gro\er. 
Idtigation ensued, each claiming that the 
others had infringed his patents, but it Avas fin- 
alK' settled b}- a mutual imderstanding b_\" 
x'irtue of which a certain sum was paid to 
I lowe, and the manufacture of machines was 
thro\v-n open to all persons on ])a}-ment of a 
royalty of $3 a machine. Such was the origin 
and early history of an invention that has 
proved of incalculable usefulness to mankind. 
It seents difficult to understand how the human 
race for .so man}' thousands of years failed to 
hit upon .so simisle a dc\ icc for the ])erform- 
ance of such necessary work. 

.\ hundred }'ears ago about So per cent, of 
the ij'^iinilation of the I'niled States ^vcvc em- 
]ilo}-ed in working on the farms of the country-. 
.\ow the proportion is about .^o per cent. There 
lias been a reduction in the number of farm 
laborers in most countries in the world, and it 
is largely due to the invention of improved 
farm implements. l'"or uncounted centuries 
farmers were content to use the scythe and 
sickle to cut their grain. These a|)pliances 
seemed lo be the consuinmalion of human 
in.ci^cniiity. Therp were slight improvements 
in form, temper and weight, but there was no 
substantial differehce between the scythe of 
the 3'ear 1830 and that with which the fanner 
in ancient Babylonia cut his grain. In that 
year Cyrus McCormick invented the reaper, 
an invention that has revolutionized wheat 
culture. \\"heat, as every one knows, must be 
harvesled quickly after it has ripened: it was 
therefore im])ossible for any farmer lo culti- 
vate a large area. In respect to this machine 
as to all others, there was a considerable per- 
iod bet\vee.tt tlie time the first suggestion of a 
mecbanical rcaper was made and the manufac- 
ture of a machine cajiable of practical use, and 
as \vas ihe case in nearly every line of effort, 
the chief activity in e.Npcrimcut was in !£ng- 
land and the United Stales, The place oc- 
cupied by Erance,. Germany and other ICuro- 
Ijcaii countries in the development of labor- 
saving devices was at the outset very small. 
In most all instances the ne\<r ideas origin- 
ated in F.n,gland, although in: notv,ii;'.f CAW; cases 
.they ,>yere .carried, out to . a ;p.riactjcalepiiclusip.n 
in^ thC' yiittfcd^ S;tates;? ■The" f eapirig:;ahd mowr 
ing fnachiries may be credited without quali- 
fication to United States inventors. The 



modern harvesting machine is simply an am- 
plification of the ideas developed by McCor- 
mick and Hussey, the latter having been the 
inventor of the mowing ..niitehine. Without 
these, and other labor-saving farm implements, 
modern society, as it is now constitnled. would 
be impossible. They are therefore proiicrly 
to be regarded as essential factors in this great 
era of change. 

In ])loughs we note another illustration of 
the slowness of men to make impro\-ements. 
I'or thousands of years farmers did not plough 
the ground in the .scn.se that we understand the 
Ijrocess. They only stirred the surface, using 
for that purpose a forked stick. This was re- 
placed after a lime with a similar device cut 
out of a block of wood. Through man}"- cen- 
turies an evolution in ploughs proceeded. The 
fork of the plough that entered the ground was 
made larger ami larger, until it assumed the 
form of a pointed block with one handle. Then 
.some one thought of making the point of. iron, 
and this sort of ])lou,gh is, iii. use in many parts 
of Europe and elsewhere even now. About 
two hundred years ago the sheathing of the 
moiild-boards with iron was tried, but it was 
not so successful as to be very generally 
ado])ted. In 1797 a plough made of a single 
Ijiece of cast iron and having two handles was 
patented, but it was foimd that when the point 
wore off it could not be replaced. Yet it was 
not until 1S13 that Ihc plan of making a plough 
in several piarts wa.s ado|>led. Later the itse 
of chilled iron was t'rnind to be feasible, and 
the moclern |dr)ugh was |daced in the hands of 
farmers. The histor_\- of the plough is the his- 
tory of the human race, and its de\-eloi)ment 
from a forked slick, which merely .stirred the 
surface, to a scries of chilled iron devices, 
which turn up the soil, exposing new earth to 
the air and sunlight, and drawn across virgin 
prairies by steam engines, illustrates in strik- 
•jng fashion tlie progress of civilization. The 
modern plough means more food for the 
masses of the i^eople. It makes m(jdcrn com- 
munities po.^.siblc. It marks tht; distinction be- 
tween ancient and modern times as nothing 
else docs. Its effects ha\e been re\-olutionarv. 



NATIONAL CHARACTERISTICS 

One may meet daily in \ ictoria, in addition 
to while men, Negroes. Indians, Japanese, 
Chinese, Hindus and Sikhs. The difference 
betwcc!! these i)eople is so gixat as almost to 
])recludc the supposition of a common origin. 
It is not tp these racial^distinctions that refer- 
ence will be made in*';the series of articles of 
Avhich this is the first, but to the national cliar- 
acteri.stics, which distinguish the people of one 
country from another. No attempt will be 
made to explain why these differences e.xist or 
to define them. \Ve all know that there are 
marked differences lictwccn }in,glishmen. Scots- 
men and Irishmen: that a I'lClgiati differs from 
his French neighbor; that there arc broad dis- 
tinctions between a Spaniard and Portuguese ; 
that Italians are not like any other peojile: that 
the Greeks arc unlike their neighbors; that .a 
German is different from a Hollander, who in 
his turn is unlike a Dane, who is not like a 
Norwegian or Swede, who also arc unlike each 
other. Hungarians, Poles and Russians are 
unlike each other, and so it goes all round the 
circle. In America we find the people of the 
southern continent different from those of the 
northern continent, while differing more or 
le.^s widely from each other. In the United 
States there is a line of demarcation, inorc or 
less distinct, between the north antl south, and 
one seems to be developing both in that coun- 
try and Canada between the east antl the west. 
In .\mcrica, hoAvcvcr, conditions are of too re- 
cent origin to make distinctions very obvious, 
and jirobably the freedom of intercourse will', 
ill Xorih America at least, prevent any broad 
differences from being developed. In "Europe 
the variations arc remarkable. 

.\t^ the beginning of aittheiuic historv we 
find Europe peopled b)- races at whose origin 
we can only guess. \Vc know substantially 
nothing of the inhabitants of Central or West- 
ern Europe at the time Greece and Rome at- 
tained such development that their traditions 
were merging into history; but if the infer- 
ences from what transpired later can be relied 
upon, .some three or four hundred years before 
Christ, a race of i)eople of .Asiatic origin, and 
subsequently kno wn as th(' Celts, were movimj' 
westward across the country, driven before 
other races that Avere coming from Central 
.\sia. Of the people Avhom the Celts found in 
possession of the land we must apparently 
forever remain in ignorance. The P>as(pics of 
Spain, the (.lascons of France and the ancient 
Swiss were doubtless stirvivors of these alior- 
iginal inhabitants, if they were aboriginal, and 
of these only the Basque's have kept their Idood 
at all pure. But be this as it may, ab(jut 200 
B. C. the Celts were dominant people over a 
large part of Avhat is now Germany, E'rance. 
Spain, Britain, Irclan<l and other parts of 
western Europe. They had even established 
themselves to some extent in Asia .Minor. 
They seem to have been the first of the great 
races to sweep across IXurope. although of ne- 
cessity this statement cannot be made with cer- 
taint)'. Later \-ari(nis races came, siicli as the 
Goths, the Vandals, the Huns, the Teutons, 
the Slays, and others. The Avestern migratory 
moA'ement continued over many centuries, and 
ill a ',;cneral way ma}- Ijc said to have been ar- 
rested by Charlemagne, who, by his genius, 
laid the foundations of modern political Eu- 
rope. There were other invasions, notably the 
Moorish invasion of Spain and the Turkish in- 
vasion of southeastern Europe. Another 
important clement, that has gone to make up 
.the population of Europe* :,whose origin we 
shall endeaA'or to trace,: is',, tliat which is gen- 
erally spoken of as the Scandinavian, and who 
figure in early European history as the Norse- 



men. A\'e shall give, as far as the necessarily 
limited means at our disposal permit, the early 
history of thc.se sc\ eral races, show where they 
settled, how they intermingled and to what 
parts of the population of' Europc they seem 
to have handed down their most marked char- 
acteristics. It Avill be seen that there has been 
very much intermingling of blood, and proba- 
bly we shall in some^ cases find ourselves 
wholly at a loss to account for national dis- 
tinctions. 

Wc saw in the course of the scries of arti- 
cles on "The Beginning of I-Iistory" that there 
seem^ to be reason for the belief that about 
7000 B.C. a great catastrophe overthrew sucii 
ciAdlization as then e.Nisted around the'Mediter- 
ranean. and that previous lo its occurrence 
there were commercial relations between 
Egypt, the liritish Isles and the countries 
around the Baltic. There is nothing intrin- 
sically improbable about such a suggestion. 
Not very long ago scholars were of the opinion 
that the history of the world substantially be- 
gan with Gree(~c and Rome. Now we know 
lhat at dates which make the mythological 
foundin;;- of the city on the Tiber seem mod- 
ern by comiiLU'ison, there were civilized aftd 
powerful nations working out their destinies. 
But as yet nothing can be said with any ap- 
l)roximation of certainty of the people of Eu- 
rope at the time when Babylon was founded 
and the great cities on the .\ile were built. If 
the races, which then occupied the country, 
did not wlndly pcnsli in the ruthless inva.sion 
of the .Asiatic hordes, they were so completely 
obliterated that we really know notlung what- 
ever about them, unless wc treat the legends of 
the Norsemen and of the Celtic peoples as hav- 
ing been handed down from previous occti- 
pant.s of the land. Wc shall, therefore, begin 
with the consideration of the Celtic race, who 
may be stjdcd the first historical inhabitants of 
Europe.

A Centurg of Fiction 
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MAURICE JOKAI 

Before making any sort of study of a man, 
who has made it his life work to portray his 
compatriots, and the characteristics of his na- 
tive land in his novels, it i.s as well to glance 
briefly at th,c country he represents. .-.Maurice 
jokai easily ,;takef iirst place aiggng:- juiod^sn 
1 lungarian nbvelist's.'and his works-^pkrtake of 
all the attriictive peculiarities wliich, render 
Hungarian literature so unique and interest- 
ing. 

Hungary is ble.sscd by nature Avith un- 
numbered charms of wonderful and diversified 
scener)'. in some of the states the tops of the 
monntain ranges arc so high as to be almost 
eternally -wrapped in clouds, and white from 
year's end to year's end Avith snow; again, 
through many miles of country the hills Avill be 
low-lying and softly verdured, mountain lakes 
reflecting back the blue of the sky; streams 
and torrents catching the sunlight as they 
race madl}' along to join the great river, for the 
Danube forms the chief outlet for all the 
smallci- bodies of Avater. Some jiroccss of na- 
ture and lime has formed wonderful caverns in 
the rocks atid hills of certain portions of the 
country, and every cave has its tradition or le- 
gend, for the history of Hungary is very ro- 
mantic and begins with the appearance of the 
Magyars in Europe about' the year 884. 
.Vllhough there are many races represented in 
I lungar}-. the Magyars form the i)rincipal cle- 
ment. It is they who have gi\-en the world 
\\diat is best in Hungarian music and literature. 

Emil Reich thus describes their position in 
this respect ; "The Hungarian writers have 
been able to lend their works that intimacy be- 
tween word and sentiment which alone can be 
productive of high literary finish. The lan- 
guage of the Magyars is one of the idioms of 
Central .Asia, related to I'innish on the one 
hand and Turkish on the other. It has no 
similarity whatever with the Aryan languages. 
It is sonorous and .agglutinative: ricli in veidjal 
forms and adjectives; and, mdike EVcnch. 
without any stubborn aversion to the coining 
of new Avords. It has a peculiar Avealth of 
terms for acoustic phenomena, which is but 
natural with a people .so intcnselv mitsical as 
are ihe Plungarians. And finally the language 
of the .Magyars is their most powerful political 
weapon in their struggle against the Slavic na- 
tions inhabiting Hungary. Hence the majority 
of Hunga,rian Avrilcrs arc at once poets and 
politicians! Pctofi, the greatest of Hungarian 
]5oets, was at the .same time one of the most 
formidable of political pamphleteers; and all 
the more so because his explosives Avere gener- 
ally wrapped in a few stanzas. One of liis in- 
timate friends -was Jokai.'' 

Jokai was born at Komorn, in Hungary, in 
1825, and at the age of twenty one he wrote his 
first novel, which ^vas sitcccssful. Idc mar- 
ried early in life Rose Lcborfalvi, a most beau- 
tiful woman, and the greatest tragedienne that 
Hmigary lias ever known. AVith all the ardor 
of youth and the passion C)f 'loyalty,, he ein- 
braced the cause of the Hungarians when they 
rebelled against .Aitstrian authority. At first 
A'ictory belonged to him and to his fellow-pa- 
triots, but iti the eml the Austrians, with their 
Russian allies, proved too much for the com- 
parative handful of loyalists, and Jokai suf- 
fered in cotnmon-4.^ith manj' hundreds when 
defeat was iiiarle'^^ certain, and Hungary placed 
under the dominion of Austria. - He was im- 
prisoned,' and for some time his' life-'Avas in 
danger, but he Avas saved through the efforts of 
'lii^* lovely A\-ifc, rcsigne'd liiMself to the inevit- 



able and. peace and order being restored, 
settled himself once more lo Avork at- his inter- 
rupted profession. ." ; ", ' 

He has been a "projiigioiaS^ A^^ 
produced OA'-er three hiihdrecIH'oiu'ifn'cs M^^^ allj 
and his novels fittingly represent his Avondcr- 
fiil country in their beauty and their infinite 
variety. Besides his stories he has contributed 
constantly to periodicals and acted as editor of 
some of the greatest of the political ncws- 
paper-s. - , . , >■■'.,■. 

His A'crsatility is apparently boundless and 
is only matched ^by his indefatigable energy. 
Since the re-opening of the Hungairian Parlia- 
ment, Jokai has been a member of the Lower 
House. He i.s as fluent and as impressive a 
speaker as lie is a writer, and his support has 
been eagerly sought after. Very few among 
his country people have been so signally hon- 
ored by populace and by royal favor as he has. 
He has acted A'ery often as a plenipotentiary 
between king and people, and on the occasion 
of his fiftieth literary aiiniA-ersary in 189(5 .lie 
was given one of the most splendid ovations 
ever tendered a novelist or poet. The Avhole 
of Hungarj- was represented in the festivities, 
which were on a vcr%' grand scale. All of his 
books were published in an edition dc luxe, and 
from the proceeds of their sale -the a:uthpt; .Avas 
given a present of ninety thousand dollars. The 
following year he was appointed fQf life tp .a 
membership in the House of i\Iagnatcs, wh'icli 
is the Hungarian House of Lords. - " " .

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SUCCESS -WITH BROODER "chicks 

During the past winter I built a hover and 
colony brood coop. The coop resembles sev- 
;eral- of the colony coops now .on the. market,- 

' Hisre is a pulley style in the centre of -the front 
;'bf the coop, in which there are two wipdow 
pulleys hung with ' i2-lb. . window weights to 
conveniently operate the two roof doors. It is 
a great advantage and no reason why it should 
not be aitached to any coop where the roof is 
in the form of a door to be raised or lowered. 

■Size of the coop is 3x6 feet by 13 inches 
high in the back and three feet high in front. 
It has a movable partition in the centre to be 
used only when the chicks are very young or 
in cold weather.' . The front is com|)osed of 
two doors, with a sash door inside the virire 
frame, the main doors are hinged on the side, 
the inside door or sash is hung from the top 
and swings out, operated by the use of a tran- 
som lifter that holds the sash at any angle 

. desired. 

Both ends of the coop are built alike with 
an entrance door in each. A wire netting 
yard (one inch mesh) 3x6 feet and 13 inches 
'high, the. top made in two doors, is used as 
an exercising place and can be used at either 
end of the coop. This is very importan|: for 
when the ground gets foul the yard should be 
changed and the ground of the old yard sown 
to grain. This will not only purify the 
ground but also grow green feed for the chicks 
at the same time. 

Under the roof doors are a pair of frames 
covered with waterproof cloth to be closed 
when the weather is stormy or used as a sun- 
shade in summer. It furnishes lots of light in 
the coop, which is very necessary under our 
system. ^ The opening under the roof is also 
fitted with moveable wire netting screens to 
be used when the weather is pleasant, then it 
is not necessary to close the canvas door or 
board door except at night. The outside or 
roof door is covered with a heavy roofing pa- 
per, making the coop water tight. This is 
general, in the kind of coop, we are using, the 
xeal, difference frpm any other being, it is more 
convenient to operate. 

■ , The hover is 20x20 inches square, has four 
adjustable legs which makes it convenient to 
operate at 4 inches, 5 inches and 6 inches from 

the floor,' according to the age of the chick. 
We have control of the heat at all times and 
run it from 100 to 70 degrees. The heat in 
the coop is so affected by the heat from the 
hover as to make the coop 10 degrees warmer 
than the outside temperature. 

The coldest we have had, was down to 
freezing for several nights. It is very neces- 
sary to prevent chicks from crowding and the 
only way it can be done is to supply a warm 
hover.: This -will cause the chicks to spread 
' out around the edges, and so far we have had 
no crowding among our chickens. 
, March 3rd we placed fifty day-old chicks 
under the hover. The floor under the hover 
was first covered with dry earth, as we did not 
have sand, then a coating of fine cut alfalfa. 
The floor of the balance of the coop was cov- 
ered with the same material, but under this 
was buried a quantity of dry chick feed. A 
lijitle jfravel and a drinking fountain completed 
the*i^utfit. ■ 

It was our object to teach the little chicks 
thait when they were hungry they must scratch. 
In this we w^ere successful, for in two days the 
little fellows were making their feet fly like 
old hens. Each night we would bury a fresh 
supply of feed after the chicks were under the 
hover, so that they did not look to us for feed 
or cry, but just scratch. . We also buried fresh 
ground' meat at the rate of about one-half 
ounce to the fifty chicks on the, basis; of one 
ounce to six pounds of chickens, an ounce 
being a tablespoon ful. 

We followed tin's plan for the first week, 
but. after having them all broken in and train- 
ed to scratch instead of cry when hungry, our 
curiosity got the better of us and we began to 
hand feed the meat, it furnished us so much 
sport to sec them run. 

This hand feeding metliod did not injure 
the chickens, but taught them bad habits, that 
is of 9r:ying when they heard us coming, in- 
stead of scratching. Still, in a way, our ob- 
ject',^ which was to prevent the necessity of 
feeding four or five times a day, as is usually 
the custom was accomplished. ,A.t first sev- 
eral time sa day wc would stir the litter to 
show' the little fellows that, the grain was 
there and so far these chicks haven't done a . 
thing but eat and grow. 

At one day old the chicks averaged three- 
quarters of an ounce each, at one week old, 
two ounces, at three weeks five and a half 
ounces, at four weeks eight ounces and still 
growing. 

During the first week they were fed about 
ten and one-half pounds of chick feed and 
about seven ounces of meat. During the sec- 
ond week about fourteen pounds of chick feed, 
four pounds of scrai)s from the house and 
ground meat combined, while during the third 
week about .eighteen pounds of,;chick feed- and 
f6ur pounds of house scraps and ground meat 
and . the fourth week about twenty-eight 
pounds of chick feed and twelve pounds of 
house scraps and ground meat. > , 

From the start they .were furnished fine 
cut grass and clover. All house scraps were 
ground and mixed with the ground meat, which 
was cooked,, if liver, and fed raw .Avhen other 
lean meat; -. .AH' was thoroughly mixed with 
about two-tliirds bran nioistened slightly and 
fed tWice a. day at ip a.m. and 4 p.m. , 1 
After the third 'day the chicks occupied the 
;,wire yard, giving them a floor space of 3x9 
'tfcet and up to the present time, they seem • 
'perfectly comfortable, as far as room is con- 
cerned. We have renewed the litter in the 



coop twice and moved the yard -once during 
the four weeks. 

The coop is well ventilated night and day. 
After the chicks go to the hover at night we 
rake^nthe yard over, thoroughly, sprinkle green 
'cut clover over this, ' fill the. water fountains, 
which are in yard and coop,. and cover up chick 
feed in the litter inside, the coop, and the next 
morning, long before we are up, the chicks 
have their first course of grain and are then 
let out into the yard for the day. After the 
second week wc gave some whole wheat with 
the chick feed. At ten days of age wc raised 
the hover to five inches from the floor and at 
four weeks to six inches, and use only dry dirt 
on the floor. So far have not run the tem- 
perature lower than o degrees at night and the 
result of our experiment is as above stated. 
Raising Broilers 

A well-known and reputable poultry plant 
has persistently maintained that they market 
their surplus cockerels as broilers when they 
are six weeks old, at which time they weigh 
three and a half pounds the pair. Believing 
that they really do accomplish this feat, we 
asked the secret and were frankly told. 

They- feed the baby chicks a mixture of 
cracked corn and cracked wheat for three days. 
Then they place before them a good dry mash, 
and also feed.cracked corn, cracked wheat and 
hulled oats in deep litter. When about four 
weeks old they add to the feed already men- 
tioned a wet mash once a day. This is made 
of a good, well-balanced dry i.iash, about half 
corn meal, mixed with molasses. 

We believe that this system will produce 
plump, marketable broilers at six or eight 
weeks. Of course the grit, oyster shell and 
clean fresh water must be kept before them. — 
M. A. Dartt, Windsor Co., Vt., in Successful 
Farming.

are light in weights but their initial cost, the 
number of breakages.. that occur whenever 
they are used, make of these boxes an expen- 
sive item for the small poultry keeper. 

After trial of many different kinds; of. pack- 
age, nothing had been found to compare, witli a 
plain wooden box Iix7>ix3>4. mches..(outside 
measurements) .made" of the veryMightest 
boards. 

To pack a dozen eggs, a layer of hay is 
placed at the bottom of the box. Each egg is 
first placed in a piece of newspaper- and then 
in a strip of soft hay, after which it" is. placed 
on end in the box. A box of . the dimensions 
given holds twelve eggs in four rows of three 
eggs each. It is most important that the eggs 
should stand on end, and that they should be 
so tightly packed that they cannot move when 
the box is roughly handled or shaken. The 
proper amount of hay to use is easily deter- 
mined with a little practice./ Thfe lid should 
be tied on,. never nailed, ahd no label is neces- 
sary, as the address can be written with indel- 
ible pencil on the white wood. The danger of 
having valuable, high-priced eggs broken or 
interfered with when sent in a box that is tied 
only, and not nailed, can be overcome by 
screwing down the lid. 

In order to get best results, all eggs for 
hatching that have been sent a journey should 
be unpacked and allowed to rest on their sides 
for twenty hours before thisy are placed under 
the hen. 



CHICKEN FATTENING 

On the Continent of Europe fattening has 
become quite a fine art, and in England now 
case. Fattening is a maturing by means of 
much more is being done than used to be the 
which the bird's flesh becomes mores tender. 
There are two waj-s nf fattening — one, by the 
forcing process where chicken-rea)-ing is car- 
ried on in a very large way; and the other, tiic 
ordinary way of giving certain selected foods 
without confinement. There are plenty of 
scientific fattening foods on the market, or, 
perhaps the best of all is, a mixture of oatmeal

tcr. You should know which hens are furnish- 
ing the eggs from which these pullets will be 
hatched; the chances on the average ^arm are 
that the eggs from the poorer layers and slow- 
er maturing pullets are being used for this .pur- 
pose, and that the hens that have been laying 
all winter are being used to hatch these eggs. 
Culling, selection, elimination, kept constantly 
in mind, and continually practiced, will mean 
healthier fowls, livable chicks, earlier pullets, 
and eggs when they are most wanted. Cull 
out the extra males and the weaklings; select 
the quick maturing, early laying pullets and 
the hens that laid well during their first lay- 
ing year, and make up a breeding pen for pro- 
ducing eggs for hatching. With them have a 
male or males whose dam was a vigorous, pro- 
lific hen. Do not set eggs from the whole 
flock, but dispose of all males not used, in this 
breeding pen, and from the remainder of the 
flock gradually eliminate the drones. It is sur- 
prising how large a proportion of the average 
flock is useless, or worse than useless ; for 
these non-producers are in tlic way of the 
v.'orkers and -wq provenfing tlieni from doing 
their best. If you cannot make up such a 
breeding pen this spring, try this for next sea- 
son. Next fall mark or band the first thrifty 
pullets to begin laying; also the yearling hens 
that are doing well this season. During the 
early winter carefully note their performance, 
and from these banded hens and pullets make 
up )'0ur next year's breeding pen. You will 
be surpriseti at the increased vigor and produc- 
tiveness of your flock. If 3'our hens arc not re- 
sponding to good treatment with a good aver- 
age egg yield, try increasing that average by 
cutting out the non-producers. A well bred, 
well housed, well fed, and well cared for hen 
will lay 60 eggs during' the three spring 
months, enough to pay her board for the en- 
tire year. There is money in hens; get it out. 
— W. E. Valpon, Colorado Agricultural Col- 
lege, .Fort Collins.

EGGS FOR HATCHING 

It is a well known fact that eggs for hatch- 
ing sent by post or rail frequently give poor 
results. The .fai?lt Jies . sometimes, with, the 
eggs, but still more frequently'with the system 
of . packing adopted. The aim should be to 
avoid not only broken shells, but also to pre- 
vent injury to the delicate membrane enclos- 
ing the yolk_ as an egg may be com])letcly 
spoiled for hatching without a trace of frac- 
ture appearing on the shell. This can be pre- 
vented by using a package of moderc.te size 
and weight. 

Of the many patent egg boxes some of the 
best arc too expensive, others are too small, 
and a still greater number .too fragile. The 
popular cardboard boxes are objectionable. 
They undoubtedly save labor in packing, and 



and milk, with a small quantity of maize, for 
it darkens the flesh, and makes it oily, and the 
oatmeal should be in t^? coarsely-ground state. 
Naturally, chickens will fatten more rapidly in 
a pen, where they ar^e shut up, and get no ex- 
ercise, and therefore put. on flesh more rapidly; 
but where only a few birds are being fattened, 
the poultry-keeper will do practically as well 
if he gives them a small amount of liberty in a 
limited run. Hut a very important point is 
to kill them off at the right time. If kept be- 
yond this, when they are just in their primci, 
the birds will go back and can never be 
brought on again to their first state of perfec- 
tion. And what, then, is the right limit be- 
yond which the birds should not be kept? 
Three weeks or a month at the very outside. 
It is well al.so to bear in mind that a strong 
light should be avoided, for it docs not tend 
to whiten the flesh as absence of light does. 
This, of course, is easily arranged in the fat- 
tening shed; but the run can be well shaded 
from the snn and kept more or less dark. These 
various points, once well understood, make 
chicken fattening a nfuch easier and simpler 
and also more profitable industry th.in man}' 
suppose it to be— K. \\'._ in Farm" and Home. 



THE USE AND BEAUTY OF A GARDEN 

A young woman was once heard to say of 
her brother that he "put up ice in the summer 
and planted peanuts in the winter," and the 
majority of our farmers pursue a noticeably 
similar policy in the matter of making a gar- 
den. In the winter, when the larder affords 
no variety from the traditional pork and pota- 
toes other than that which may be obtained 
from canned tomatoes and dried fruits, bought 
at the store, they firmly resolve that "next 
year we will make a good garden," and per- 
haps their zeal carries them even to the point 
of buying fifty cents worth of seeds and set- 
ting aside in their minds a certain quarter 
acre to be devoted "next year" to the growing 
of vegetables. , , , • . • 

But alas! for the frailfy 'of human en- 
deavor! ■ In the spring, when the mellow, 
brown fields seem to wait impatiently for the 
harrow and the drill, when machinery must be 
put in order, and fences repaired, and seed 
grains fanned and graded, when, in short, the 
brief and fleeting days of the annual .seed time 
are upon us, and even the lengthening days are 
too short for the tasks that each one brings, 
so "mitfeh 'of, the good intention goes to assist 
in the paving of a certain ill-reputed place that 
if there is enough of.it left to get the fifty 
cents worth of seed so inuch as thrown at the 
garden, it is matter for comment. 

Since, therefore, the average farmer either 
cannot of will not find time to make a garden, 



that task, like the care of poultry, must neces- 
sarily devolve upon. the farm woman. . . 

To a great many people a garden means 
only a place for the growing of vegetables — 
a place where intermittent rows of onions and 
-cabbages battle for precedence with crops of 
. weeds, the battle going inevitably to the 
strong. Such a garden is as transitory and 
unsatisfactory as the annual flowers which 
cannot be plapted until so late that their ear- 
liest blooms are but heralds of the frosts that 
are so soon 1 3 destroy them. 

But your real garden is a hardy perennial — 
a permanent institution, not, to^.be ' carelessly, 
located or Hghtly'Yfansferred. It contains so 
many delightful things wdiich live through the 
coldest winter and reappear with renewed 
vigor in the spring, that the vegetables -which 
are sown each summer, thougli quite indis- 
pensable, are nevertheless little more than an 
incident in the complete cycle of the garden's 
existence. ., 

* To such a garden as this the busiest {ar,m 
woman may well devote a portion of her 
closely filled time. 

There is of course a great deal of labor in 
connection with the making of a good garden 
that a woman cannot do, such as hauling of 
fertilizer, spading or plowing the ground, set- 
ting out of small fruits, etc., but she is a simple 
woman indeed who canot induce her men folks 
to do these things for her. 

A garden should properly contain only 
small fruits and summer vegetables, with such 
herbs or flowers as the taste of the owner may 
dictate, all vegetables intended for winter use 
to be relegated to the fields where they can be 
cultivated by horse power." Such an arrange- 
ment renders the garden small enough so that 
the labor iuv-olved in its care is not prohibitive 

The formula which spells success with a 
garden, calls for about equal parts of enthus- 
iasm and labor, and both of these ingredients, 
the average farm woman should be willing and 
able to give. 

The spot selected for the .gardeh should, 
for obvious reasons, be near the house. It 
should be protected from marauding hens 
either by bein,g fenced in or by having the 
hens fenced in. The soil must be made as fine 
and mellow as possible, and it must be heavily 
fertilized. It is as useless as it is unre?isou- 
able to expect good results frotn poor soil. A 
plant can no more thrive and become fruitful 
in a soil which is lacking in the elements of 
plant food, than a child could grow to perfect 
maturity on poor or insufficient food. 

The ideal garden must contain, in addition 
to the summer vegetables, rows of raspberries, 
gooseberries, currants and strawberries, as well 
as a bed of asparagus and a dozen hills' of rhu-- 
barb, and to 'be really perfect, it' •should ' have 
its corners spaded up and, plante^ . to' herbs 
and sturdy-growing flowers. , ' • -' 

A garden such as this ministers richly not 
only to the material but also to the aesthetic 
needs of its owners. It yields crisp salads and 
sweet cool fruits for the table and enhances 
them by bowls of bloom and sweet odors of 
thyme and fennel. In the spring, almost be- 
fore the first bluebird has come, it stirs into 
life, showing delicate green with its chives 
and asparagus; and delicate maple-red vfrhere 
the rhubarb is poking its fingers through the 
dull earth. In summer it yields uncountable 
good things, and even in winter its brown 
stalks wave friendly hands to use across the 
snow, and whisper softlj' of sunnier days to 
come. — H. M. "W., in the Maritime Farmer.

SALT FOR DAIRY COWS 

Several years ago the Wisconsin Experi- 
ment Station carried on some extensive experi- 
ments to determine the value of salt for milch 
cows and also the amount of salt that should 
be given. Wc do not have space to go into 
details of how this experiment was carried on, 
but we quote the sumiftary of their findings 
ajong this line: 

In every case-the cows exhibited an abnor- 
mal appetite for salt, after having been de- 
prived of it two or three weeks, but in no case 
did the health of the animal, as shown by the 
general appearance, the live weight, or the 
yield of milk appear to be - affected, until a 
much longer time had elapsed. This period of 
immunity varied with individual cows from 
less than one month to more than one year. 

In every case there was finally reached a 
condition of low vitality in which a sudden and 
comi)lete breakdown Occurred, from which re- 
covery .was rapid if salt was supplied. This 
stage was marked by loss of appetite, a gener- 
ally haggard appearance, lustreless eyes, a 
rough coat, and a very rapid decline in both 
live weight and yield of milk. 

The breakdown was most likely to occur 
at calving or immediately after, when the sys- 
tem was weakened and the flow of milk large. 
In general, the cows giving the largest amount 
of milk were the first to show signs of distress. 
They all suffered less in pasture than when 
confined to the stable. 

The behavior of the cows in these trials 
indicates that . . their .Joodf contained sufficient 
chlorine to nlaintaih' them'in good' Health, while 
dry, for an indefinite; period and it seems prpb- 
able that, under conditions existing in "Wis- 
consin, a dry cow or steer would suffer no great 
inconvenience if given no salt, except that con- 
tained in the normal ration. It is calculated 
that the ration given in these experiments con- 
tained chlorine equivalent to about .75 of an 
ounce. pfi;salt iper,.^da^^^ that 
this' is ,the-^miritmum a^^ required 
per 1,000 pounds, live weight, to sustain an 
animal that is not producing milk. If this 
amount is not present in the food, it should 
be supplied directly. , 

In addition to this , a cow should receive 
enough salt .to compensate for the chlorine; 



contained in the milk produced. In general, 
this will require about .6 of an ounce of. salt 
for each 20 pounds of milk given. A slight 
excess will do no harm, and it is recommended 
that dairy cows in Wisconsin be given at least 
one ounce of salt per day. Exceptionally heavy 
milkers will require more than this. 

The uniform results obtained with all cows 
employed in these trials indicate beyond ques- 
tion that in Wisconsin, and in other regions 
similarly located, salt, in addition to that ob- 
tained in the food, is absolutely essential to 
the continued health of a dairy cow, while pro- 
ducing milk. 

It is evident, moreover, that the amount 
of salt which must. be supplied: directly,- wiU 
vary greatly mt different locahties, ' it being 
more at high elevationss-and at -places .remote: 
from the sea. * ' • 

The success of these experiments must be 
chiefly attributed to the exceptionally long 
periods during which salt was withheld. In 
no previous tests, so far as the writer knows, 
have cows been deprived of salt for more than 
thirty con.secutive days, which period is shown 
to be entirely inadequate, under conditions 
which exist at this -station. The tvventy-three 
cows that were deprived of salt in our trials 
all continued for more than sixty days and 
several* of them for more than six months be- 
fore any noticeable affect upon their physical 
condition or yield of milk occurred; 



CHAT ABOUT BUTTER 

"Jnst take enough space in your 'gossip 
column' to tell the butter makers that the time 
has .come for' them to reduce the amount of 
coloring matter that they are using in their 
butter," remarked a prominent operator. "The 
season this year is .so early that the cows are 
already betting a bite , of grass, and this giyes 
more color to the butter. Several lots in! the 
past week were highly colored, and unle^s'.the,: 
matter is given attention at once wc shall-^haVe' 
so much of this over-colored stock on our 
hands that wc shall not know what to do with 
it. Emphasize the fact that the best trade 
wants light colored butter. I don't mean by 
that chalk-white, though a few customers like 
such — but a delicate, light , straw:,shade. that 
has life -in it. Such' lots ^stiit alinost ariydne; 
Now and then a buyer has trade for goods with 
more color, but this is the exception. You can- 
not make these points too strong, and now is 
the time for the butter makers to get busy." 

"Accidents happen in the best regulated 
families," is a familiar expression that is full 
of meaning; and some strange things occasion- 
&lly happen in some of the best families. Some 
two weeks ago I was asked to look at a ship- 
ment of butter that arriveci that day from a 
western creamerj^ — one of. the best that comes 
to this market. The color was simply dreadful. 
Talk about barber poles, wdiy they aren't in it 
with the appearance of that butter. We bored 
tub after tub and the trier showed a layer of 
very light color and then a layer or roll of al- 
most red butter— ^enough coloring in it to taste 
very badly. What would otherwise have been 
a fine pro.^uct was ruined for table use, and the 
whole shipment sold as packing stock at a loss 
of loc a pound. Several experts studied over 
the problem, and the conclusion was that the 
butter maker forget to put the coloring in the 
cream before churning, and he discovered his 
mistake after the butter came. Effort was then 
made to color the.butter,.btit it did npt: mix. in 
satisfactorily and the entire 'churilirigj'.'-'w^ 
was a good sized one, was very seriously dain'- 
aged. ' 

I am inclined to think that there are a lot of 
new butter makers in the creameries this 
spring, and some of them arc not up to the best 
methods of packing their butter. Some of the 
defects that result from neglect or lack of 
knowdedge are not serious, but. they contribute 
to the api^earance of the stock, and if the price 
is not affected a sale may be interfered ,with.. 
One of the things that need attention is '"the' 
proper lining of the tubs with parchment. Not 
infrequently I see a lot where' the paper has 
been folded over so much on the bottom that 
no paper shows on the sides. No one would- 
know that the tub was lined unices the butter 
was turned Out, Others put the linen cup cloth 
on top before "folding over the paper, and il 
a lot does not sell readily and has to be shown 
several times the edges of the paper become 
torn and the appearance is unfavorable. This 
latter complaint is so frequent that I want to 
call special attention to it. After the tub is 
well filled the paper lining should be folded 
over the butter about two inches, and then the 
linen cap. cloth put on. This.^permits drawing 
back the cloth so that the butter can be bored 
without disturbing the paper. Keep constantly, 
in mind the fact that a handsome appearance 
counts^ a great deal in almost- any market.— 
N. Y.' Produce Review. . .

THE BAWBEE 

Xotwitlislancling the fact that the old words 
of the Scots dialcnt are fast dying out, there 
are tew Scottish men men or women today 
who arc not familiar with the word "bawbee," 
though perhaps not many of their number 
could tell how the term came into use. 

One December day in the year of grace 
1542 there was great bustle and commotion 
at the old Palace of Linlithgow, for a little 
princess had come into the world and messen- 
gers were hastening forth to carry the news 
to the father of the child. 

King Jamie, the gallant and handsome, the 
fifth ruler of his name, lay on a bed of sickness, 
and the tidings that a daughter liad been born 
to him brought no joy but rather sorrow, and 
he turned his face to the wall and died with a 
wailing prophecy of evil on his lips, leaving 
the bab}' girl to reign as Queen in his stead 
over the troubled realm of Scotland. 

The Peers immediately proceeded to I.,in- 
lithgow to announce the death of the King 
and salute the little Princess as their Queen. 
The child received the first acts of homage 
lying an unconscious infant on hef* nurse's 
knee. Here also she recei^•ed her first pro- 
posal of marriage from the Earl of .Arran, the 
next heir to the throne, on behalf of his young 
son. Lord Hamilton, which the Queen-mother 
received graciously enough, fearing lo provoke 
ill-feeling in the first prince of the blood and 
the most powerful man in the land, though she 
delayed to give an answer knowing full well 
that her daughter was "ow'cr young to marry 
yet.^'' 

The infant sovereign at once became the 
centre of interest and the hope of ail hearts; 
an olive branch that would surely brmg ])eace 
and calm to the storm-lossed kingdom of .Scot- 
land. But, alas for their hopes! No sooner 
were the eyes of the King, her father, closed 
in death than she became the centre around 
which the storms raged more fiercely thatl 
ever. 

The Earl of Arran proclaimed himself ]?e- 
gciit and determineil to get possession of the 
royal child even though he should have to tear 
her from the arms of her mother. But "the 
Queen, her mother," writes BLshop Lesley, 
"then lying in childbed in the Palace of Lin- 
lithgow.- kept this young princess there, albeit 
with great fear, through divers factions among 
the principal noblemen, shortly thereafter con- 
tending among themselves for the government 
f)f the realm and the keeping of the Princess' 
person." Mary of Ouiss struggled fiercely for 
iter maternal rights, and succeeded in retaining 
at least the personal care of -herichild. ;. :^ ■ «. 



So the first months of that troublous reign 
went by. and Mary Stuart grew and flourished 
all unknowing of the dangers that beset her 
and the anxious fears that filled her mother's 
heart, and was, as the English ambassador re- 
ported, "as goodly a child as I have seen for 
her age." 

Not only did the \ ari(^us nobles of the land 
seek to become possessed of their little Queen, 
but her great-uncle, the fearsome Henry \'III.. 
set his wilful heart on making her the wife of 
his young son. Prince Julward. and so unite the 
two kingdoms, lie dcmandetl that she should 
be sent forthwith to England lo be educated 
according. to English customs, and threatened 
to invade Scotland by land and by sea if his 
demands were not complied with. In spite of 
these dire threats the tender age of the Queen 
made such a proposal impossible for the time 
being, J)ut the negotiations for the marriage 
still continued, and in the eighth niuiitli of lier 
reign the treaty was signed and sealed in 
Avhich the hand of Mary Stuart was pledged 
to Prince Edward of England, a pledge that 
was to bring grievous after-trouble to her sub- 
jects. 

T he nation arose in fury and anger when 
they heard of the compact, and accused the 
"Governor" Arran, as he was called, of hav- 
ing sold their Queen to iCngland. Arran, to 
sa\e his face, delerminctl to be reconciled to 
the Queen-mother and her party, and to prove 
his sincerity; ;to h^r cause,- set a,bout -prepara*- 
tions for ■ the' iilimediatc' coronation of the 
young sovereign. • . • 

On vSijnday, September 9, 1543, the Church 
of vStirling was in all rcadineas for the royal 
ceremony, 'flic little Queen, arrayed in robes 
of state, and accompanied by her Lord Keep- 
ers and Officers of the Household, was carried 
from her nursery in Stirling Castle to the 
church haf d by, where . site' was enthroned in 
state. 'Here she.'was presented' 'to '.the people, 
and publicly recognized as the "Sovemgn La.dy 
of the Realm, of Scotland and the 'Isles, and 
was invested with all the symbols of the in- 
heritance that was to bring to her so much 
woe. Cardinal Beton placed the crown on her 
baby brow, and put the sceptre in the tiny 
hand that could not hold it, while the sword 
of states-was ;girded om, the fragile^ 
she '\yas hailed as queen' by ■'an "'chtiuisi^^ 
people. 

All this pomp and circumstance, as may bC ' 
supposed, gave no pleasure to the hapless child, 
and''she wejjt unceasingly during the whole 
ceremony which was regarded by the supersti- 
tious people as ill omen. Strange would it have 
been had she not wept, thougli the future Avas 
happily veiled from all. for she was only nine 



months old, alone in a strange and fearful 
place, separated from the familiar faces of 
nurse and mother, surrounded by rough and 
unknp|vn i^wairripr^^^^ - and terrified :^,byv^accla 
crow(is''an'd'lou^^^^ " Long tn'e cefembny- 

continufcd, for, every prelate and peer had to 
kneel before the weepin,g child and, placing hi.s 
hand on her head, repeat the oath of allegiance 
to be Io3-al and true, while the Princes of the 
Blood, the Earls of Arran and Lcmiox kissed 
the baby cheek wet with tears. But at last all 
was over, and the little crowned Queen was re- 
stored to - her /.mother's ^rms to be cornfprted 
and relieved of the burden of regal robes: and 
the panoply of state. ' 

.About this time, because '"'the penneis and 
half-pcnnyis were all for the maist parte putt 
away and thair nane in the realm," a little 
coin was struck bearing the superscription and 
image of the infant Queen as she appeared at 
her Coronation. It represented her wearin,g 
the Crown of Scotland over a baby cap with a 
miniature ruff around her neck, and this coin 
her subjects lovingly called "the baby," or, in 
the Scots tongue, •";the bawbee." — L. M. R., in 
the Scotsman. • . .

THE OLD-FASHIONED PICNIC 

What has become of the old-fashioned pic- 
nic? It has not been so many years ago when 
the picnic was an established institution, but 
now it is almobt cxtmct. Probably a few fam- 
ilies adhere to the old-time custom of giving 
the annpal picnic, but these are few, and the 
celebration is almost forgotten. 

For some reason or other it was alwa}'s a 
beautiful day — that day of the picnic — and the 
sun seemed- to shi'.ie in all its glor}- to make the 
weather the best of the year. Tli? picnic was 
sometimes held in autumn, .when the leaves 
were beginning to turn russet and scarlet, but 
more often it was held during the spring and 
early summer, when the woods were cool and 
inviting. But no matter when the date, it was 
always a fine day. 

The early morning start was a thing that 
was imperative, indeed a necess't/. in orc'er 
that the picnic grounds could be reached before 
the heat of the day. Sometimes there was a 
long wagon trip, sometimes a jauiit on the elec- 
tric cars and often a short trip on the train. 
Whole families, from the grandfathers to the 
tiny member wlio had to be carried with care, 
knew this day as the joyous day of the 3'ear, 
the day when all were happy and romped like 
the very nymphs of the wood. 

The huge dinner — and words cannot de- 
scribe this feast — was ])repared and the final 
touches placed on it the night before the event- 
ful occasion. Huge baskets contained cv'cry- 
thing from the insignificant sweet pickle, with 
a sour taste, to greit fried chickens, boiled 
hams and things that mothers made so well. 
Nothing was forgotten, not even the milk bot- 
tle for the baby and the large case of bottled 
"pop" for the grownups. Each picnic dinner 
was better than the one before, no much bet- 
ter that everyone remarked on this fact, and 
credit was given the "wonir^n folks" for their 
efforts to satisfy the very apparent appetites 
of the hungry ones. 

Then. Avhen the sun was getting pretty 
high, the picnic groumis were reached. Hats 
were thrown into the air, \vhere they remained 
imtil the owner was ready to lea\-e. The first 
thing accomplished by the grownups was to 
rig up the great, high swings, the old-fashioned 
kind, with long ropes, and not the up-to-date 
lawn affairs, with stiff' wpoden backs and Verjr 
little thrill. When this was done all care 
was forgotten. Tots scrambled for places in 
the perilous, narrow seats, while the older 
members of the part_\- "swung them, hi-lcc, lii- 
low." There is something about a high swing 
that always attracts a child, and even the 
grownups indulged in the sport. 

Then there was the baseball game — not the 
modern game by any means — but propably the 
old game of "town ball," where it took only a 
few to play, and the playing of these few was 
nothing to boast of from the present day stand- 
ard. Of course, there were no Ty Cobbs or 
Mans Wagners, and sometinies even the wo- 
men joined in the game, much to the evident 
enjoyment of the male members. The women 
always screamed when a ball was tossed in 
their direction, and the babies cooed from a 
cool nest in the grass, interested spectators of 
the sport. 

Then there was the game of "horse shoes," 
something on the order of cpioits, in fact, vcr\' 
much similar. Each player was armeii with 
two horseshoes, and these they tossed at pegs 
driven into the ground at a distance, of aljojilt 
fifty feet. A "ringer"' , pounted'.fiyc, a "leaner'.' 
two, and the person)|r>ylio gain 
points w.is declared thB'winner; 'In this game 
of "horse shoe" skill could be shown, and the 
annual picnic was an occasion when skill was a 
thing to be praised, for, indeed; it was scarce. 

The sun climbed higher and higher. Men 
and children glanced from behind trees to- 
ward, the place where they had left the"wo- 
nich folks." They were sly glances, and anx- 
ious.' Faint odors ofvfried chicken. were 
wafted into the no'strirs of ; t'hC; aiixibtt^ - dries',' 
and this, told that the "women folks" were 
busy. It seemed hours until the call was is- 
sued. And such a troupe it w-as that filed to that 
grassy table — n-ien with their shirt sleeves 
rolled up almost to their shoulders, children 
.jyi^h v.ery snuidgy faces and hands, and .daintijri|'j; 
niaids attempting to conceal great grass staiii'S'' ^ 
on their prim petticoats. But this was, once in 
the year when things of this sort .were" forgot- 
ten. There was thettablernbut-^sometimes it 
was not a table af ill-i'justya' ^y spread 
on the green grass — conipiet'elyiicovered with 
good things to eat, i ^i'y.'yi'?. , 

And, the appetites! How tlicy did cat! 
jEverj^^^ good to the hungry ones, 

and 'thcy ate as they never ate before. Ants 
climbed froiji .their' grassy nests over the huge 
caramel cake, but they Averc. brushed off as 
minor offenders only, and the feast went on. 
But there was always something left. 

Now the old-fashioned picnic is almost for- 
gotten, and — why? ' - 



' It vvas'on that un])olished gem, Vaiicouvcr 
Island, set amid the blue waters of the' Pacific, 
that the writer had her first glimpse of what 
forest clearing in British Columbia meant. 
Not 'many minutes' walk from the centre of 
the litth mining town of Ladysmith- on the 
■Esquimalt and iVanaimo Railway, which runs 
up the east coast of the island, wc were to 
witness the work being carried' on by, the . Land 
Departmeiit of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company in aiding the onward march of set- 
tlement by waging warfare against the giant 
trees which for ages have reared their plumed 
heads high above the surrounding hills. 

Ladysmith is a small town clinging against 
a rocky declivity which rises from the deej) 
water of a cliarming inlet of the sea, studded 
with ])ict ures(|ue islands. Trainloads of 
miners pass from the little towii early in the 
morning; as the sun sinks to rest behind the 
mountains they arc again pouring into the 
town, blackened and grimy after the day's 
work at adjacent mines. June was in full 
swing; lu.xurious undergrowth and wild flower 
which had blossomed spring after spring, un- 
der the shade of the might}' forest trees, were 
now trampled and crushed by the feet of [he 
gang of men and the falling timber which fol- 
lowed the path of the workers. All about was 
chaos ; .great trunks of trees, mutilated and 
bleeding, reared their bulk against the back- 
ground of imtonched, bird-liaunted woodland. 
Upstanding trunks were here and there sawn 
off, as level as billiarrl t;ibles, the pallor of 
their newly revealed hearts blanching in the 
sun. 

It wa.= a sight calculated to sadden the 
heart of a forest lo\'er who delights in the 
beauty of such a stretcli of woodland as only 
British Columbia can show. Giant firs and 
cedars were interspersed with magnificent 
vine-leaved maples, so exquisitely symmetri- 
cal in their growth that they might have 
graced some carefully tended ducal demesne 
in the Old World. Dogwood trees, tapering 
and graceful, were covered with a weight of 
white wa.xy blossoms, illuininating the sha- 
dowy recesses of the wood, even as the lights 
in some vast cathedral, insistent yet tender, 
send starlikc rays through the gloom of chapel 
or nave. Close to where the ' writer ' was 
seated two blue-smoclc'ed Chinamen, with arms 
upraised to the level'of their bfeast&7 swayed, 
backward and forward "with rhythmic ■move- 
ment, drawing a great saw, with deeply fretted 
edge, through the ponderous trunk of a mag- 
nificent tree, some hundred and sixty feet in 
height. Now and then they would stop and 
grope among the litter at their feet for the 
thick iron wedge which, with slow, steady 
strokes was forced into the incision made by 
the saw, when the wound showed signs of 
closing on the cruel teeth of that fine vibrating 
blade. One looked, wondered, and — lamented. 
Fire and steel were both busily engaged in 
this work of destruction. Openings had been 
gouged out at the base of huge trunks, and 
fire, started in the hollow, with the aid of 
charcoal, blazed with the white heat of fury 
in the heart of some lofty fir. in whose top- 
most branches birds sang, wdiile gently wav- 
ing boughs showed no sign of the hoIocau,5t 
which devoured the vitals of the graceful den- 
izen of the forest. Ilu.ge piles of freshly cut 
logs, some twelve feet in length, with layers 
of green branches laid above them, stood readv 
for the torch which in the dr}- season Avould 
reduce their succulent wood to ash— wood 
which in many parts of the world would rep- 
resent piles of golden sovereigns in value. 
Monster stumps, with long fang-like roots, up- 
turncd in the sunlight, appeared like stranded 
uncouth sea monsters unheaved from ocean 
depths. 

It Avas an amazing spectacle. Here were 
about 150 acres of valuable woodland being- 
laid waste by men paid a goodly wage for their 
work of destruction, and it spoke \-olunics for 
the \-aIue of the soil bared (o the sun and sky 
for the first time in many hundreds of vears. 
On either side of the road, which led throu.gh 
the centre of the town and up the island, this 
Nvork progressed steadily. .Gangs of China- 
men, with white men as oYerseers,...labored 
day in, and day out; the, work,, w.as under con- 
tract and had' to be accomplished by' a certain 
date. One rambled on, fascinated b}' the 
scene, and listened with interest to the chat 
of a burly York'shircman in chaigc, who des- 
canted on the merits of this area of land, which 
fui-nished at least four different kinds of soil, 
from gravelly loam, to the jet black earth, suit- 
able, either, for fruit-raising or vegetable gar- 
dening. , And one learned AYith-^amazemerit of 
the .quick -returns Avhicli a j'lidicious- mode of 
ciii,tui;e -.could assure. Not five minutes' walk 
'fromWthis'- scene of industry, a Mexican ship 
was rnoored close to the coal bunkers whicli 
overhung the deeply shelving shore line. 
Machinery hummed as with automatic regu- 
larity the "black diamonds" were dumi^ed into 
the capacious hold of the vessel — coal, from 
r^the>ijbp;>velsH^^^ pour vitality into 

''sfilps'-'^fmmWS^^^ close to the 

little town with its inhabitants drawing a 
Aveekh' wage which Avould astonish a clerk in 
a London office, was an area of land which in 
a few months would be ready and waiting for 
men who, with a small capital at their com- 
mand, could buy a few acres which within two 
years would yield a profit for the man with 
cnerg3' and brains to bacfe;jhi^jj?^ojrts. Water 
flowed in, abundance in a'?sM'ail'nyei'.not m?.ny 
hundred iyards . tq .the rear, of' the site being 
cleared^ ■ -^^^ and there groups of young 
trees Avcre being left to enhance the beauty of 
building lots ; for the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way have made it their policy to preserve, as 
far as possible, the natural beauty of the lands 



in process of clearing. If is customary to re- 
gard giant corporations as "soulless amalga- 
mations" of human beings, but it is a great 
relief lo find that in the Canadian Pacific I^.ail- 
way Company there is a great regard for aes- 
thetic beauty hidden behind the machinery of 
that powerful corporation, and the business 
heads Avithin its councils seem to \ecognize 
the yal liable asset AvhicU the picturesque;' and 
beautiful means to its' coffers.' Orie^sat and; 
pondered deeply. It needed all one's humani-. 
tarian enthusiasm to buoy up one amid this 
scene of destruction. One was obliged to pro- 
ject oneself into the future to see in one's 
niind's eye, upon this very spot, the happy 
family group gathered about the hearth of a 
comfortable home, Avon by some man Avhose 
present outlook in some grimy town in the 
old land \vas Avell-night hopeless, to realize 
that the surrounding land Avas destined in a 
year or so to repay the fruits of honest, Avhole- 
some labor. Unaided, a number of individuals 
might spend many years of unrequited labor 
in trying to achieve Avhat the resources and 
enterprise of this great compaily could- com- 
pass in so many weeks. 

Co-operative effort is the root of modern 
enterprise, and it needs the union of great ag- 
gregations of wealth and hiunan energy to 
smooth for the incoming settler those initial 
difficulties which face the immigrant from the 
old la'nds to this enormous province, where 
the very lavishness of /laturc proves so for- 
midable a barrier to individual effort..

The climate of this 
island, Avith its temperate summers and balmy 
Avinters, allows the.Avorker of the soil to spend 
his. labors. OA'er eleven months of the year. 
Each season sees the introduction of some 
new branch of rural industry. Many incom- 
ing settlers are busy planting holly trees, not 
alone for the associations which suggest "dear 
old fingland," nor yet on account of the beauty 
of the tree: Avhen Christmas comes and the 
branches are laden Avith a Avealtli of berries 
unknown, in the old land, there is an -addition 
to the .income in the markksi^qf .the;NofthAy.est 
and .the United States, .\vliCTe,lioliy bran^^ 
will decorate thousands of liomes. ' .

George Edward 'Woodberry ' 

George EdAvard Woodbcrry, the author, of 
The Inspiration of Poetry, the volumefof ic'riti- 
cism Avhich Avas published the beginffinj|c6j 
this year, has been made an Honpfary^'For- 
eign Fellow of the Royal Society of ILiteraVure. 
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Albert Edward, by tHe Grace of God King 

of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Defender of the Faith, and Emperor 
of India, was horn at Buckingham Palace on 
November 9, 1841, sixty-nine j'cars ago. 
Though not the first-born of Queen Victoria, 
his advent was, neverthclf^ss, tiie occasion of 
much rejoicing. Everj'body was keenly in- 
terested in the little stranger. "Is it a boy?" 
asked the old Duke of Wellington of the nurse 
when he waited in the ante-room. V\'ith a 
frigid dignity she replied, "It is a prince, your 
qrace." The remark summed up the senti- 

• meht of the people. In St. George's Chapel, 
Wittdsor, a month later, the baptismal cere- 
mony took place, when he received the sim- 

• pie names of Albert Edward. On that occa- 
sion, as the chronicler of the period tells us, 

■ His Royal Highness behaved "with truly 
princely decorum." His wet nurse was a 
Mrs. Brough, wife of a sailmakcr in the Isle 
of Wight; for her matronly services she re- 
ceived, b}^ the way, a fee of £1000. On 
April 3, 1854, the little Prince took his place 
for the first time beside the Queen and the 

. Prince Consort upon the Throne; from that 
time forward he has ever been in the public 
eye.' In 1859 Albert Edward went to Oxford, 
where he commenced his Uni^'ersity career. 
A good beginning is the promise of a good 
finish, and it is on record that the Prince ful- 
filled his year at Oxford in a manner that 
brought hoth credit to himself and his college, 
i lis sterling- good .sense as a young man was 
clearly demonstrated on the occa.sion of the 
celebration of his birthday at 0.xford. The 
jubilations terminated in a very serious "town 
and- gown" row, which it was thought the 
Prince woiild look upon with the same degree 
of pleasure as did his great-uncle George IV. 
.\'Ot so, however, for Albert Edward visited 
his wrath on the young collegians in a way 
long remembered, and he was only eighteen 
at the time. It must not be thought from this 
that the Prince was a dull fellow. lie was by 
no means impeccable. Once he stole away from 
■Oxford unrecognized and came to London 

" "ior a spree." To his astoiiishnient, on ar- 
'fiving at' Paddington he wa? met. by one of 

• the Roy,al carriages and a couple ' pf foptmeil, 
who stopped'him as lie left the train, and 
qravely asked' Ayhere he wished to be driven. 
Despite his annoyance the Prince was equal 
to the occasion, and jumping into the carriage 
he said. "Drive me to Exeter Hall," which 

_ Ihcy did. It', may or may not be. generally 
known that King Edward met his future vvife 
.as the result of an . accident.'. A young Ger- 
man officer,' who was oh friendly terms with 
the then PVjnce, . informed him ohc,.day that 
he was engagi?d to be married. He handed to 
. the,. Prince a photograph saying that it was 
! that' of his bride-elect. 

The Future Queen 
It was the picture of a beautiful j'oung 
girl, wearing a plain white muslin frock, witli 
her hair brushed back from her brows and a 
narrow black velvet ribbon tied around her 
throat. The Prince asked the name of the ori- 
ginal, when the officer discovered he had in- 
advertently given the Prince a portrait of 
Prince Christian of Denmark's second daugh- 
ter. When this was explained the Prince re- 
fused to give it back. So smitten was he by 
the picture that he declared there and then 
that he would only wed the original of the 
photograph. As all the wovM knows, he did, 
for on March 10, hSf).:?. he married in the same 
chapel that had witnessed his ba])tistnal cere- 
mony twenty-one years before. Princess Alex- , 
andra Caroline IMaric Charlotte I.uisc Julia of 
Dcinnark. In January, 1864, tiic first baby 
arrived quite unexpectedly and totally unpre- 
pared for. Only a few hours previously the 
Prince, and Princess had been skating on Vir- 
ginia Water. This was at Frogmore. and the 
household moved shortly after to .Sandring- 
ham. With his life at this country seat as a 
.\'orfolk squire all the world is acquainted. Of 
all the new family men beloved. Small won- 
der, as the following story will show. ,\ royal 
birthday parly was in proijrcss, and the King 
and Queen (he was then Prince of ^\'ales, of 
course) had been busy, cutting up the cake 
and bread and butter for the children on the 
estate who were coining in tea in the royal 
gardens. Presently the royal couple spotted a 
group of little ones who were staring through 
the Norwich Gate with longing eyes. They had 
coriie from a part of Dcrsingham. not on the 
royal estate, and so had no right of admis- 
sion to the "tea." The King; ami Queen called 
to them, and, much abashed, the children 
trooped in. 

"Arc you coming to tea?" asked the King. 

".\oa," answered one, with Norfolk blunt- 
ness, "fcythcr don't work for the Prince." 

"W hat does your father do?" asked the 
King. 

.. "Fcyther? Oh, 'e goes a-poachun !" 

The poaching would ,of course, take place 

on the Sandringham estate. The King chuckled 
with delight, and asking no further questions 
he took all the children in to the feast. Another 
story is told of him later. The service at Sand- 
ringham is fully choral and beautifully ren- 
dered. It was not always thus, however. In 
the early days the organist was a man of 
linu'ted talent, and often set the Prince's teeth 
on edge with his playing, The .Princess plead- 
ed for the organist, .and for a time she., was 
' successful. But . one mprning, af t,er - a . ..nidi^e 
iha^i usually painful, .exhibition p/. .'sincompc- 
tcncc, the Prince coiilcr encltire it 'hp'-'lbiigcr. 
"Conic here, both of yoti,'- he called -to the

Kindliness of Heart 

Another brief story shows the striking 
kindliness of heart of His Majesty. Prince 
Eddie's death had just left his august parent 
reeling from a terrible shock, when one day 
the King was walking in the Sandringham 
lanes. Presently he came across an old woman 
tottering under a load of packages; she was 
the. village carrier, who made a scanty living 
by carrying groceries and other small parcels 
from the market town to her countryfolk. The 
King was moved at the sight. 

"This is too heavy a burden for you at 
your age," he said. 

"You're right, sir," she said, ignorant of 
the identity of her questioner. "I'll have to 
give it up, and if I give it up I'll starve. Jack 
carried 'em for me — my boy, sir." 

".And where is he now?" 

"Jack? He's dead — oh. he's dead!" cried 
the woman wildly. The King strode aw-ay, 
hurrying to stifle his emotion. A few days later 
a neat little cart and a trim donkey stood at 
the old carrier's dpbr, a present from a be- 
reaved King to his bereaved subject. 

In this as in all things the King, as Prince 
of Wales, was the most Democratic heir- 
apparent of all time. He was intolerant of 
every form of purse-pride and coroneled inso- 
lence ; he was ready at all times to give his 
hand to any man or woman whose talents or 
moral qualities had raised him or her aljove 
the usual level. 

As an acU'ocate of education and jiatron of 
exhibitions his magnitude, heartiness, and ef- 
ficiency stamped the Prince as a man in whom 
were Eoyal qualities of the right sort. As 
early as 1865, for instance, when opening the 
Irish International Exhibition, he said: "The 
cxami)le of my lamented, and beloved parent 
will, I trust, ever be present to my mind as a 
stimulus in the encouragement of ever)' work 
tending to advance international prosperity, 
and to develop the powers and resources of 
our own countrj'." 

The Royal .Icademy dinner took ])lace a 
few da_\'s ago, and in this connection it may be 
mentioned that the King was many a time 
its honored guest. On one occasion the presi- 
dent, in proposing the toast of his health, re- 
ferred to the then Prince as a "brother-brush," . 
a compliment which hir Royal Highness iad- 
verted to very neatly thus: "I thank ydli also ' 
for the allusion you have made to.m'e as a 
brother of "the brush. Although, as I have ob- 



served before, I will do my utmost i6''supp'6rt 
art, still I am afraid I shall never be able to 
compete w>ith )'OU a,s a painter; but at the same 
time I shall always be ready to enter the lists 
with j-ou in the hunting field as long as you 
do not attempt to ride over me at the first 
fence." 

Another story is told of His iMajesty when 
presiding at the festival dinner of the Cab- 
drivers' Benevolent Association; "I believe," 
he said- on that occasion,-* "that there is only 
one thing a cabman never returns, and that is' 
an umbrella. .crentleman having an uin- 
brella may not want a cab, but without an 
umbrella he will be compelled to take a cab 
if the rain comefi on. Under these conditions 
therefore, I think the cabman is acting quite 
fair." 

The King was a much-traycllcd man, and 
an amusing incident which happened at Ni- 
agara, when he saw Blondtn cross :the F.-j.Us 
on a tight-rope, is worth recording." The hats 
of the royal party, which had been left in a 
dressing-room during luncheon, were foimd to 
have been in the interim denuded of their 
bands. The Prince was the first to discover 
this in the train, and when he caused incpiiries 
to be made he laughcfl heartily to learn that 
some }'0un.Q; ladies, anxious to kec]) some 
memento of the I'rince, had decided to take 
the band from off his white hat. In the dress- 
ing-room, however, they found five Avhite hats 
all alike. To make sure of getting the right 
one they removed the bands from the lot. 
American society, however, duly noted the 
bandlcss white hat, and hot knowing the cause, 
thottght the Prince was setlin.i^ a new fashion 
and for many months before the secret was 
disco^'crcd bandless hats were all the ra.u^c. 

Another humorous incident sent the Prince 
at a later date into fits of laughter. It was in 
Madras during his great Indian tour in 1875, 
arid the floral devices and illuminations were 
in some cases unique and superb^ Some were 
the opposite, as, for instance, the' one set up 
by an enterprising importer of jams, marma- 
lade, and other potterl comestibles, whose am- 
biguous motto dwarfed, every thing , in the 
near vicinity ,and which ran: "God 'preserve' 
the Prince of W'alcs." 

On Januar}- 22. 1901, Albert Edward be- 
came King of Englaj^'d. Since then his public 
life has been somewhat h.edged by .convention. " 
His name, nevertheless, lias ever ,be,en.. associ- 
ated with progress ; I as, "Edward the. Peace- 
maker" his nanie wj);ljgp down; for all time as 
the greatest King tijjuWorl^.ihas,ev.?f knpwn. 
King's EafH^st Recbllection i 

"His first recolle'dtibn," 'Says Arthur Mee, 
in a biography of the King said to be of

grandmother, the Duchess of Kent. I-le had the 
tiniest hor se in the world, a beautiful animal 
irom Java, which could be carried under the 
arm.

In his youth the King was tauglit drawing 
by Mr. Corbould, who says that on reaching 
the Ealac^ one morning he was shown a just-:

Napoleon on horseback, levelling a- pistol at 
the Duke of \Venington. who wais .adyancirig 
sword in hand to cut down his great., enemy I 
While Mr. Corbould was looking at the draw- 
ing, the Duke himself entered the room, and 
llic Prince at once exclaimed, "Why, the very 
nun who can best criticize my. drawing.'' So 
he presented the drawing to the "Iron Duke," 
and said ."Now, can you tell me who that is 
on the left?" "Well," replied the latter de- 
liberately, "judging from the waistcoat and 
the cocked hat, I should say it was meant jfor 
Napoleon." "Right," s^id the Prince; "and 
who is the other figure?" "IW the cut of his 
jib," returned the Duke calmly, "f should say 
it was myself." "Right again. W'cW, now, is 
the drawing correct? That's what I want to 
know." Putting down the sketch, the Duke 
replied that he had never once seen Napoleon. 

An amusing story of an early visit of the 
late Queen to Scotland is told. The Royal 
yacht was moored off the Granite City, and, 
to gratify the crowds of spectators^ the Queen 
good-naturedly remained on deck as much' as 
possible. The young Prince of Wales was also 
on deck, and he started to pull the tassels that 
ornamented a costly sofa, on which the Queen 
was sitting. Observing him, the Queen was 
seen to order him to desist. Apparently very 
sulkily the Prince did so, but, as soon as his 
mother's back was turned, he began again to 
play with the tassels. The Queen was evidently 
watching him from the corner of her eye, 
however, for she immediately swung round, 
seized the heir to the British THrione^ by the 
scrufT of his neck, and, sitting down on th'e 
sofa and laying the Prince across her knee, 
proceeded to administer a sound chastisemeiit 
in full sight of the spectat'brs! •'•'•■ •■' ' ■'

the Island. These enabled them to take up

farming. 

Several years ago now a co-operative 
creamery was established at Duncan, and from

In the comparatively 
short time that the effort has been general 
great improvements have been made, and ndvy 
there are some exceptibnally good herds of 'fine " 
bred cattle throughoiit this Island. . 



wdio have given many excellent pointers on the 
improvement of the dairying industry. Their 
advice i.s being followed closely and the results 
cannot but be the best both for the producer 
and for the consumer. 

Owing to its .excellcht "ciimate and fiiie 
graziiig,: Vancouver Islancl offers special ad- 
vantages' 't'p' the dairynian. Prices for dairy 
l^rodticts are al.so good. Butter and cream are 
always money-makers here, and at the jireseiit 
time the farmers at Saanich who. supply ])er- 
haps half of the gjrpss'.quantity of milk used in 
Victoria, receive '25 'Cents a gallon for it. 

One of the first boons to the farmer was the 



tricts of North and South Cowichan arc triini- 
tary to this creamery, and it has done much to 
develop those districts. Cream is delivered a 
certain number of times a wejk regularly and 
is weighed and tested. Then checks are given 
out at regular intervals.

FINEST SCALES IN THE WORLD- - 

To a small underground chamber below his 
own . laboratory at University College, Lon- 
don, Sir WUHam-Ramsay, the famous scientist, 
led .a visitor; ■■■"i; -wni'Kslipw;you,'l he said, "a 
new pair of scales tHat/will.,-weig^^ 
thousand millionth offan 'duhcc;'' '"' 

The room was in semi-darkness. So deli- 
cate are these wonderful scales; that their bal- 
ance is distui^bed by. the alteration of temper- 
ature caused by the turning of an electric light 
at the other end of the room. The operator 
has to leave .them., fpr^an hour in darkness— 
affeF he had tiptoed jfrom the room so that his 
"footfall should not ,set up any 'vibration — and 
then read them swiftly before any change in 
the temperature has had tifne to affect them. 

The scales rest in a metal chamber. The 
beam, only a few inches long, appears a mere 
cobweb of .glass with its frail" supports. It is 
not made of glass, however, explains Sir Wil- ' 
Ham, but of silica, which expands and con- 
tracts under the effect of heat far less than 
glass. . 

Hanging -from one end of the beam of the 
scales by a strandi of silica fibre. so slender that 
it is scarcely possible. to see it,' is a tray. Upon 
this is a minute glass tube. Imprisoned 'in the , 
tiibe i.s a whiff of xenon, a gas discPverfed by = 
Sir William Ramsay. The inovcment of thC' 
scales when the tube is dropped upon them-' 
is so slight that it cannot be detected at all by 
the eye. But the movement is made to swing- 
from side to side a tiny mirror, upon which a 
beam of-Iight^is focused; The result is that-a 
shifting point of light is thrown upon a gradts--; 
ated scale six feet a^vay. The A\-eight of -the" 
tube, with the gas in it, is then recorded by. : 
the movement of this pinpoint of light oh the 
scale. ■ '. 

Then eunie.s llie iuLele>ling (est. The gas 
is released from the tube, which is weic^hed 
again. It is no\y found to weioh a two hundred 
and fifty thousandth of a niiilio-grannnc, or a 
seven thousand millionth of an otince. less than 
it (lid when the gas was in it. .Therefore the 
weight of this wdiiff of gas.was.'a.seven- thbii- 
sand millionth of an ounce. - , '■ ■" 

The smallest object tliat can be picked up 
with the most delicate forceps is a piece of 
alumimmi wire far thinner than a human hair, 
a twenty-fifth of an inch in length which 
Aveighs a fourteen hundred thousandth of an 
ounce. It can scarccly.be s.een, and it is dif-' 
ficult'.to tcll Avhether it is resting on the scales ; 
or not. A section of aluminum wire weighing 
eighty-four hundred . thousandth of an ounce ' 
can be ]ireparcd. Cut it. is only visible in ii 
microscope. For this reason W.ejghtsUess than'

HENRY FAIRFIELD OSBORN V 

Dr. Ilcnry Fairfield Osborn, the Presi- 
dent of the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory and the author of The Evolution of the 
hlorse. The Evolution of Mammalian Molar 
Teeth, etc., has just been chosen as one of the 
electors of the Hall of r-'amc.

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CONCERNING STORIES 

Somebody, has said that there are only two 
stories in the world. . 'The first is .concertied 
with one man and two women. The other is 

the history of one woman and two men. But 
anyone who has the advantage of knowing an 
old lady of either sex, endowed with some 
imagination and fluency, will agree that if 
there are only two stories there are at least a 
thousand ways of telling them. If we prefer 
accuracy to paradox, we shall not be inclined 
to limit too narrowly the possible stories. 

There is a good deal of variety apart~from 
the variiety of local color and incident. Still, 
it is a matter for wonder how few stories tlier* 
are in the world. In all the ages that man 
has existed, with so many hard-working im- 
aginations, embellishing facts, the possible, 
credible, enjoyable stories constructed are a 
scanty army. This has recently been empha- 
sized by Mr. Andrew Lang, and there is no 
higher authority on story telling. 

"I have been told in a smoking room," he 
writes (ominous preface), "a terrible tale about 
a respectable family in Blankshire ; a talc which 
the narrator thoroughly believed in, as a con- 
temporary anecdote of private life. I said 
that is the plot of Horace Walpole's plav, "riie 
Mysterious Mother,' and Wr.lpole got it from- 
Howell's Letters, written in the time of 

Charles I., and Howell got it from . But 

here the other man said, 'I don't care; tliose 
things keep on happening in families. His- 
tory repeats itself.' " It is not, as Mr. Lang 
justly adds, history, but myth, which keeps re- 
peating itself. A vast deal of the gossip which 
is the current coin of our day is but the fab- 
liaux, the jests of centuries past. 

The other day we had a very modern novel, 
the plot of which Avas a new version of a talc 
told by La Fontaine, who took it out of Ovid, 
who took it from the Greek. Just the same 
sort of ancestry can be traced for our kindly 
little anecdotes of old Mr. B. and young Mrs. 
A. The plot is in the air, or if you prefer it, it 
is somewhere in the subconscious strata of our 
minds. It occurs to someone or other how 
neatly it will fit particular characters, and — 
alas! that it is so — immediately to them it is 
fitted. The most strenuous gossip-mongers 
are not people with a peculiar talent for in- 
vention. They live by memory and a sense of 
stage effect. You will be wise even when you 
are asked not to treat them too seriously, or 
too harshly. The proper reply to scandal is : 
"Dear me, how stale! Don't you remember? 
Precisely the same tale is told of Nebuchad- 
nezzar and his first wife. It's all in the cunei- 
form tablets. You don't read cuneiform? Well, 
you'll find an English version in Sterne. This 
sort of meditation is vastly edifying; it reduces 
our fretful lives and our nervous emotions to 
the right proportions when we reflect that for 
thousands and thousands of yearS, just the 
same deplorable gossip has been talked to the 
careless wind and. the unresponsive ground. 
The immemorial hills have heard your tale 
about Mrs. X. so often that it bores them to 
agony. The story which she tells about you 
was "vieux j'eu at a time when the mammoth 
and the the sabre-toothed tiger roamed the 
heights of London." This is no empty jest, and 
no rhetorical figure. That you can trace our 
modern chronique scandaleuse through the by- 
ways of literature has been, if anyone doubted 
it, sufficiently illustrated. Now these literary 
byways are only the places where the folklore, 
the tales handed down from man to man, and 
woman to woman, are gathered together. 
Everyone knows the old example of this; how 
the Cupid and Psyche story which we find in 
Apuleius is told by the black natives of Aus- 
tralia, how the were-wolf tale in Petronius 
crops up all over the world. And so there is 
. no possible shadow of doubt that the anecdote 
^pf Mrs. X. which we find in some ancient book 
vfras the chatter of the classic world, and sav- 
agery, and the cave men.

GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

The Ro}-al Academy of iqto, which lias re- 
cently o])cneci its doors to the great world, of- 
fers many interesting iiints to students of fash- 
ion. 

The tunic dress, the turban coiffure, the 
upturned hat brim, the close-fitting toque, the 
Paisley vogue, even the "little girl" fashions of 
the coming summer, were to be seen in the dig- 
nity of gold academy frames. 

There was a time — and that time very re- 
cent — when the portrait painters of celebrity 
had but one stereotyped toilette for his lady 
. sitters. Old and young, dark and fair, plain 
and pretty, they were clothed in white satin 
evening frocks, with a rope of pearls round the 
necks, and a black picture hat with sweeping 
plumes on their heads, a combination of gar- 
ments which the Englishwoman would certain- 
ly have no opportunity of wearing in her own 
country. 

But while satin and pearls appeared on the 
academy walls year after year with the mon- 
otony of a uniform, the foreign visitors who 
thronged the galleries might be, pardoned if 
they carried awdy the impression that white 
satin and pearls was the national costume of 
Englishwomen of the upper ' classes, decreed 
by some sumptuary law. 

This year the 1^. A.'s who have remained 
faithful to academy sartorial tradition arc few.

The 
white satin dress worn by Mrs. Guy Nevill is 
veiled with foaming white chiffon, a touch of 
color is introduced in the blue sash drapery at 
the waist, and instead of the familiar rope or 
dog-collar of pearls the picturesque black vel- 
vet neck band drawn through a diamond clasp 
is worn. 

Mrs. Frederick Montagu, painted by Mr. 
Shannon, wears a brilliant emerald green grap, 
with her white satin and her coiffure is dis- 
tinctly modish, the hair softly waving over the 
brows from a centre parting, being dressed tur- 
ban fashion, well back on the head. 

Mr. Frenk Dicksee gives us the charms of 
the black picture hat and swathed white fichu, 
and Miss Sylyia Movers, painted by Mr. Shan- 
non, wears the daintiest of girlfsh white frocks 
in Broderie Anglaise, fashioned with collarless 
neck, three-quarter length of sleeves, and blue 
ribbon waist-band.

A glorious chestnut velvet gnwn, which 
tones exactly with the hair of its wearer.

Exqui- 
sitely simple in cut, it is made with long, grace- 
ful .skirt and cross-over bodice, destitute of 
trimming.

DO WOMEN MAKE GOOD CITIZENS? 

It is somewhat difficult for obvious reasons 

to generalize on the question whether women 
make good citizens or not. A good deal de- 
pends on the individual woman. Women pos- 
sess variable qualities, and their oppo'-tunities 
for exerci.'';iiig the duties of citizenship liavc 
hitherto been limited. But in instances wliere 
civic responsibilities have been conferred upon 
them, women have frequently discharged such 
duties with no small degree of energy and' 
capacity. 

Citizenship is, after all, a purely artificial 
relation forced upon us by the exigencies of 
civilized society, and though women do not 
adopt the full role of citizenship, yet they pos- 
sess certain qualities which, under proper con- 
trol, might be turned to useful account in lo- 
cal politics. 

We are all familiar with the woman who is 
so busy with her committee's, clubs, leagues, so- 
cieties, and probably political matters, that her 
home is of secondary importance, and her chil- 
dren are left either to run wild or to the care 
of servants, much to the detriment of both. 
This type of woman is by no means rare. Such 
women, however beneficial their activities, are 
not good citizens, for they neglect their duties 
as wives and mothers. 

A large number of unmarried and unattach- 
ed women have accomplished excellent work 
(I am now of course speaking of the Old Coun- 
try) as inspectors of factories and workshops, 
as sanitary inspectors, and as agents and rent 
collectors for London and properties in others 
of our large towns. These ladies have gained 
excellent reputations for clever and conscien- 
tious work, though some of them have display- 
ed the defects of quality. Other women have 
proved themselves to be good citizens by in- 
troducing wise reforms into the housing of 
the poor, where large landlords whose estates 
extend over hundreds of street.?, are debarred 
in consequence from coming into contact with 
their individual tenants. An agent is usually 
employed by these large property owners, and 
the agent in turn sends a clerk to collect rents. 
Such an assislanl is often entirely unsuited for 
such work, which requires skilled technical 
knowledge and an appreciation of the needs 
of complaints of tlic tenants on the estate. The 
scandal wdiich has arisen in reference to the 
lunisiiif.; of the poor in London and other large 
cities in England, may be indirectly traced to 
this cause. Large landlords are beginning to 
realize the usefulness of refined and educated 
women of the professional classes in- solving 
this most difficult problem, by employing them 
as agents in the place of men. These ladies arc 
deputed to collect the rents from the dwell- 
ings on the estate. They are also allowed the 
selection of tenants, and must in consequence 
exercise great discrimination in the matter. 
These ladies, as. agents,, are authorized to al- 
low any reasonable repairs to be done,' and it 
frequently happens that a lady agent can sug- 
gest soniie 'little alteration or improvement 
which a man would fail to see. »Since this 
change has been made, one has only to inspect 
some of these large estates and compare them 
with the condition of a few years ago to ap- 
preciate the difference which has been 
wrought by;, women. 

This reform is being adopted in other quar- 
ters, and a great stride has been made in. the 
progress of solving the problem of the hous- 
ing of the lower artizan classes. All that re- 
mains necessary is the co-operation of the 
great landlords; but in this respect women 
have largely promoted the cause of good citi- 
zenship. - 

The woman's influence in financial mat- ' 
ters presents two distinct aspects. It makes 
for a wise economy in small matters, but for 
a timid parsimony in great undertakings. Her 
domestic experiences give her a better appreci- 
ation of the value *of money, and this makes 



her opinions and advice valuable in parochial 
affairs; but as a rule she lacks foresight and 
does not appreciate the occasions where an ap- 
parent extravagance is the truest; economy. 

But" there are' still higher duties of citizen- 
ship than all these. The highest of all is 
patriotism. It is a proud privilege to defend 
the state, yet it is one from which women are 
debarred by nature. 

Difference of sex can only symbolize dif- 
ference of functions. It is for the man to or- 
ganize and govern ; the part allotted to the 
woman is to. nurture and train him for his 
task. 



the: perfect servant 

There is something very alluring about the 
notion of a faithful servant. He has been a 
pet character with vppqts and novelists from the 
time Homer drew Eumaeus, the devoted 
swineherd. Sancho Panza is one of the world's 
heroes. The old retaners in Scott make up a 
whole army. But perhaps it is better evidence 
of the way such characters appeal to the great 
heart of the people to recall the methods of 
common melodrama "hot with." How often 
are the horrid machinations of the villain frus- 
trated by the comic craft of the old servant, 
male or female? How often is the only con- 
solation of the desolate heroine in the affec- 
tion of the low comedy nurse? 

This sort of thing is very popular on the 
stage, but in the cold air of practical life it has 
been known to pall. A servant too affectionate 
can be rather a nuisance. A servant too care- 
ful about you can be more than a little of a 
tyrant. The old retainer sometimes has too 
good a memory of the days when master, or 
mistress, was a child, and is apt to preserve the 
manner appropriate to that relationship. But 
upon the whole, it is not such minor troubles 
as these which we have nowadays to fear. In 
the bustling, hustling modern world there is 
little chance of our relationship with servants 
becoming t6o personal. 

We are much more likely to lapse into a 
habit of treating them as machines, which they 
naturally repay by the same cold limited ser- 
vice a machine renders. 

What is a perfect servant? 

We had a suggestion in j\Iadame Stenheil's 
trial, when Madame Wolff thus summed up 
tht whole duty of the world below stairs : "A 
servant should see everything and say noth- 
ing." • 

A good many people will protest hastily. 
The command to say nothing is well enough, 
but they have no desire to encourage a servant 
to sec everything. There is so much in the 
most respectable life which is not intended for 
publication. But if you want to be absolutely 
private, the 'only way is"to keep no servant at 
all. 

With the least curious of maids or men 
about the house, they must see much, and if 
they have intelligence enough to be good ser- 
vants they will infer a good deal more. More- 
over, if you want to be well served it is desir- 
able that they should. We may not go the 
whole way with Mariettc. 

It is not desirable thj^t.a servant should see 
everything. Omniscience is not safe for any 
human being. No one who wishes to remain a 
comfortable human being would seek to pos- 
sess it. 

But your perfect servant must know 
enough about you and your ways to be able 
to anticipate your wishes and your actions. 
This is the only way to secure a household 
where everything runs smoothly. 

The admirable Crichton of service must 
know even more than this. He or she needs an 
understanding of the manners and customs, 
emotions and tempers of the ordinary guests 
of master and mistress. How is this to be 
gained without watching the behaviour of mas- 
ter and mistress in company, and after the 
company is gone? 

The sad truth is that, if you will have good 
servants, you must let them into your confi- 
dence. 'Whether this is worth while is a ques- 
tion for the individual taste and fancy. 

We are not to forget the other- clause in 
this brief theory as to the whole duty of ser- 
vants. They are not only to sec everything 
but to say nothing. You sleep better if you 
realize at once that this is a council of the 
impossible. The human being is not yet made 
who will say nothing of what amuses, interests 
or annoys her. If you suppose that your ser- 
vants find you neither annoying, nor interest- 
ing, nor even amusing, you are to be congrat- 
ulated on a superhuman and quite useless mod- 
esty. All you can hope for is that they will 
say nothing nasty. Provision for that contin- 
gency is in your own hands. 

For, sad and cruel^ as the conclusion is, there 
is no. doubt about it ; you will never ^et the 
perfect servant till you are' the perfect mistress.

A SOCIAL PROBLEM 

The seating of one's guests at dinner is one 
of the many social problems upon v/hich I have 
been asked to give advice ; and, as a matter of 
fact, it is one that deinands no little attention. 

The position of hbnor, carrying with it the 
privilege of escorting the hostess in to dinner, 
is usually accorded to a vicar of a parish, 
should the rest of the party have no actual 
titles; in fact, the Chucch is usually given the 
"pas," where all the company are plain Mr. 
and Mrs.; though it is a moot point whether 
this position would be accorded a curate over 
men of age and standing ; some hostesses 
might do so; others, again, would not. 

It must, however, be noted that the vicar's 
wife hardly shares her husband's position, and 
would probably be sent in after the wives of 
senior officers of the Services. 




Officers rank before civilians, but at small, 
informal parties, such as I am contemplating, 
there are often personal considerations whicli 
come before the strict letter of the Jaw of pre- 
cedence. 

For instance, few hostesses would send a 
young soldier in to dinner before a country 
gentleman of landed property,, even although 
the latter were plain Mr. 

Speaking generally, however, the order of 
precedence among the commoners is: first the 
Church, then the Services, other professions ' 
not conferring any special precedence, with the 
exception of the Diplomatic Service, whose 
members more often than not have some rank 
which entitles them'' to precedence of itself. 
, Junior members of Embassies .and Lega- 
tions are often accorded precedence out of 
courtesy, and it has lbpg,bee,n cQrrect to give 
to Ambassadors and Miiiisters the highest 
place in Society. 

The precedence due to ladies is a difficult 
matter to decide when it is not derived from 
the obvious and usual source, riarnely; the posi- 
tion of the husband. , ' . . '.. ■*' 

It seems to me th At too much 'importance, is 
given by some hostesses to the pOBitioh''of their 
guests' fathers. 

I do not mean, of course, where the position 
confers a title, as an actual title, however small, 
has its recognized value in Society. 

Thus, an unmarried girl -who is an Honor- 
able would precede (any married woman who 
has no title. . •■ •,. ■ • '•• ■'• 

But in the case. of the daughter of a K. C. B. 
or a baronet, or even of the holder of tlie court- 
scy title of lord, as long as she, is unmarried, 
would go in after a married -woman whose 
father was a commoner. 

At least that is the custom in ordinary in- 
formal Society, though I- am well aware that 
according to the table of precedence she should 
precede the aforementioned married woman. 

If she is married, however, her hostess 
would probably, and rightly, send her in before 
the other married women present whose fath- 
ers were commoners. 

A bride is not often given precedence now- 
adays, except perhaps in some country places, 
or at a party specially got up in her honor, 
when she is usually sent in with the host. 

The daughters of a house go in after the 
other ladies present, and after the wife of the 
eldest son, the sons of the house according to 
the rank of the lady they take in. 

If the eldest son took in an important lady, 
he might go in after the host, but if young and 
unmarried, and if he took in a young girl, he 
would go in last — though before the hostess — 
and before his sifeters, should there be any pres- 
ent.

GIFTS FOR THE JUNE BRIDE 

There are several novelties in gifts for 
brides this year, some of them quite pretty and 
appropriate. It is an exceedingly wise bride 
nowada}'s who knows the exact purpose of all 
the novelties she receives, esi)ccially in talkie 
silver that is showered on her by admiring- 
friends. The bride may be puzzled, but she has 
the satisfaction of knowing that her friends 
who gave her the presents are often no wiser 
than she. 

There is no difficulty in mistaking the soup 
and lcasi)oons, and the bouillon spoons, which 
are first in the dinner service tor individual 
use. A ])rctt3' present and a spoon that is like- 
ly to be taken for something else is one meant 
for puddiri^ sauce. This spoon has a round 
handle of silver and a deep bowl of gold, with 
a narrow spout. 

In the selection of gifts for a bride care 
should be taken to obtain something that will 
really be a necessity. So many little and ex- 
pensive things are purchased that really have 
no use whatever, and the bride quite often has 
difficulty in placing the article; tliat is, know- 
ing its idea and use. Cut glassware is always 
suitable as a present, and even the very small 
pieces are appropriate. Where there is not a 
,great deal of money for the purchase of a pres- 
ent, cut glass will probably give the best re- 
sults, and small pieces can be bought at a reas- 
onable figure. 

Silverware is not so appropriate, for the 
simple reason that the relatives of the bride 
quite often present her with her silver, all of 
the same pattern, so that the out-of-town guest 
will have difficulty in matching the other sil- 
ver. But such pieces as a silver water pitcher 
and teapot need not be of the same design as 
tlie other silver. 



One of the novelties in presents is the ice- 
crcanT slicer. It looks very inuch' like a knife. 

Ice-cream spoons accompany the ice-cream 
slicer, the latter broad as to blade and newer 
than the ice-cream fork, which is really a^spodn 
with the lower edge of the bowl cut out in^.tw^o 
prongs. A mystery to the uninitiatcd is a Small ' 
spoon looking so like a bonbon spOon as to be 
called so by many, who seem not to be aware 
of the fact that it is intended vsolely for the 
purpose of serving cucumbers. Itfis properly 
called a cucumber server. In this line is also 
a tomato server. This must not be confounded 
with the cucumber server or the lettuce fork. 

In these days of chocolate sets, the'muddler: 
is considered a necessity. /. . It- .Ijas small,' 
round 'bowl with a long ladle, which is -used , 
for the sole purpose of stirring the chocolate' in 
the pot for,. as every housekeeper .knows, the 
chocolate will get -ttiiclc if . not stirred' frer ' 
quently. " . ' ■ ■ 

An acceptable present is a silver toast fork. 
It has three long and slender prongs. ..Berry, 
forks are dainty and , pretty, bdng; a- gontri^ 
for eating the luscious b'erry.' Bu'ttei- 'forki'vie 
in favor with the butter picks, and these have 
the appearance of a corkscrew. The aspara- 
.gus fork is wonderful to behold in its ingenuity.' 
The large salad fork is supplemented by the adr 
dition of individual salad forks. A salad set 
consists of a fork and spoon, the former haying 
a rounded set of prongs and tHe latter "the ap- 
pearance of a tablespoon, the bo\iy.lvb'€in0,lki-g'^r.. 
They "make a very pretty presentf"'f6r a bnSe.V"^^^ 

Cake servers are a sort of broad-bladeid 
knife, and these not only cut the cake but lift 
the slice. There i.s no change in the style of 
pie knives, for they remain the same as in days 
of old. For properl}' serving jellies there are 
jelly spoons and jelly knives, both being equal- 
ly popular and making suitable presents. 
Chees,e scoops have;- scoop bowls and long 
handles and are used foi* serving soft cheese. 
Pea and preserve spoons as well as salad and 
mustard spoons, arc a part of the small silver 
shown for table use. Bread forks might be 
easily mistaken for forks having other uses, 
and the fish salad and pastry forks are so much 
alike as to be very confusing unle5S,.the bride 
has the foresight to label them. . ' - 

Sliced lemon. is served with so many dishes 
nowadays that a fork has been originated for 
serving it. These forks are small and have t^y;o 
or three prongs. For serving fruits there are: 
all sorts of pretty little novelties. There is an 
orange peeler that has two blades to go around 
and around the orange, cutting it in a continu- 
ous string. For strawberries there is a silver 
huUer, a .tiny pair of pinchers to remove the 
green from the fruit. To remove the eyes if om 
pineapples there are' silver or gold 'clips "tliat 
perform their work effectively and quickly. 
Grape scissors make quite a pretty present. 
For pitting peaches there is a silver knife, and. 
a fork vv'ith v.diich to .npear the" cherry that lur'^s 
in the bottom of a glass.

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THE COMING SHOOTING SEASON 

(By Richard L. Pocock) 
'J'hc prcscm season is an CNCcllcnl one for 
tlic ncstinjj birds and there sccins every reason 
to believe that the stock of youn.L;- birds ^vill 
he a good one this year. Many Iicalttiy l>roods 
of pheasants have ah-eady been noticed and 
reported from Saanich, and other districts, 
Avhile any man who has been in the woods 
lately has only to believe the evidence of his 
senses to know that the blue gfrouse have 
benclited enormously from the two practical- 
ly closed seasons which they have enjoycfl. 
In tlie early s])rin^' the woods were lull ot 
hooters everywhere, and it is only reasonable 
to suppose that a good stock of young l.iirds 
wiU be hatched. 

From many places last year reports -which 
Avere undoubtedly reliable came in that the 
blue grouse were commoner in the late sum- 
mer than they had been for many years. There- 
fore we arc quite juslilicd in askinj^- that we 
should be allowed to shoot lilne grouse by the 
middle of September this year, li is cpiitc 
true that at the beginning of September there 
are many birds not _\ et iull_\- matured and 
conscqucntl)' too cas\' marks for any sports- 
man's gun, ami "pic"' ff)r the pol-lumtcr, but 
■with the fine nesting season \vc arc having 
. there is little likelihood of finding many blues 
by, say, September J 5th. which arc not quite 
strong' enough on the wing to have a fair 
chance for their lives against the gun. Cer- 
tainly if pheasants are ready to shoot by Oc- 
tober the First wdien if is ipiite possible lor 
a man to fail to distinguish a young cock from 
a hen. blue grouse are read}- for the gtm, A 
few did well with the blue grouse last year 
after October's tirst -\\-cek', but the\' owed this 
success to exceptional luck or exceptional 
facilities. 

The number of blue i^rouse which have 
been shot legitimately in the last two years is

lowed in the middle of September, they will 
suffer no great harm as they will not be with 
us more than a week" or t\v(;, while the better 
way to help the willow grouse is to shorten

» higher aid the hills. 

^■*rhV:re arc very good reasons why. if it 
were practicable, the opening day of the seas- 
on should be the sanic for all game, but where 
the nature and supply of the different kinds 
of game is as different as it is here, wliere wc 
have both native and imported birds, it docs 
not seem practicable to make a hard and fast 
opening date for all species, 

. September the First is too early for all .game 
birds here, if we are to prevent their being- 
killed out, September 15th is too early for 
pheasants, but not so for grouse which should 
be fully strong enough by then to be rcad\- 
to shoot. October the First seems right for 
pheasants and willow grouse, though too late 
for blues, unless wc decide that thc_\- need \'ct 
another close season before they arc numer- 
ous enough to afford good sport, and the 
opinion of the majority seems against this, 
•VVhy not open the season lor blue grouse and 
d^er oh September 15th, and for all other 
game birds oa October ist, and close them ail 
afthc end of November? The pheasants can 
usually look after themselves pretty well in 
this' country of abundant thick cover after the 
first week or so of shooting, indeed, it seems 
unlikely thai we sliall c\'cr shoot them out if 
wc tr\-. though \\-c may change their habits 
a bit and make them less confiding in man and 
less inclined to come to close f|uarters with liim. 
Go through a certain stretch of country with 
the best dog you can get a month after the 
opening of the season and you may sec very 
feAV or no pheasants. Stroll quietly througli 
the same stretch the following spring and you 
will hear the cocks challenging in every di- 
rection. The Saanich pheasants \yere supposed 
to be shot out the year before last. Last year 
they were g-i\-en a rest, Xnw a>k the far- 
mers it the}' tin<I them scarce. The willow 
grouse are different ; llie\- waul more protec- 
tion, but they waul it worst ,'U the end of the 
season instead of the beginning. 

PIG STICKING IN BENGAL 

Some years ago I was stalii'med in IWu- 
gal, not far from Dinapore. P.ehar in tlio>e 
claN'S \vas ouc of the most jileasant sj^ols in 
the world, where good sport and gnod sports- 
men made life worth living Not far fron-i 
' where I resided there was a big gra.ss jungle 
' . sbnie 2000 acres in extent. In this the greater 
: part oithe grass was about knee high, inter- 
spersed Avith bare patches. About 200 acres 
however, as heavy elephant .grass, not all in 
one i)iccc, but divided uj) in lots of fron-i Hve 
to thirty acres. It '.vas in these patches that 
boar were to be found. The ridii-ig w;is 
rou.gh, but not ^•cry bad, except iov the holes 
here, and there, I'larlicr in the season I had 
arranged a day's pig sticking, but only got one 
boar. Thi.s. ,1 think, was due to the fact that 
the raha (Rcvalerita arabica), a kind of pulse, 
was still uncut, thus affording cover, of -which 
for some unknown reason they Avere extreme- 
ly fond. Not satisiied Avith the poor results 
obtained, 1 deternu'ned a nuuith later to lia\-o 
another day. .\ly friends, however, with that 
frankness born of old friendship, ileclincd on 
the gi;ound that prospects were so gloom}-, 
judging by past experiences that they did not 



'tliirilc /'it AA'orth while to turn out, IIowc\-er, Q 
neighbor asked if his young brother, who haa 
just come out from Ei\gland, might be allow- 
ed to go in his place, to which J, of course, 
assented. 

Wc made an early start next morning, and 
it did not take us long, with one change, to 
drive the fifteen miles that lay between us 
and the jungle. Tbe morning gave promise 
of intense heat, the sun appearing above the 
horizon like a great yellow ball — a sure sign 
that the day was to bo a real stinger. Arriv- 
ing at the grass, we found the jeiiiadar, or 
headman, awaiting us with a gcj(jdly band of 
coolies marshalled >mder their varous head- 
men. Our horses, sent on the prcA-ious night, 
sccmetl to scent the coming fray, with cars 
cocked and one foot pawing impatiently, they 
seemed to say, "Come along, let us to work 
ere it. gets too hot" The jemadar, an impor- 
tant personage by reason of his having a pony 
to ride, tells us that the \ illagers report a 
"burra-barri soor" ( a \ cry l>ig pig") has come 
in after his nocturnal wanderings, but natives 
often say that which they thiid< will please, 
^Mounting oin- nags, T on a trusty old waler, 
(lie }-<-jtu-igster on a pon\', wc get the line into 
order and make a start, tom-ton-is (native 
ilnmis") being vigorously beaten to the ac- 
companiment of shouts from those unprovid- 
ed Avith musical instruments. 

The line had not advanced n-iorc than 200 
yards, when a shout on the left of "Barri 
.soor!" made otu" hearts beat a bit quicker than 
normal. Galloping up, wc found the barri 
soor to be a sedate old sow We, of course 
left her alone, as it is a great crime to stick 
a sow in Behar as it is to shoot a fox in Eng- 
land, 

Back to the beaters, who had banll}- start- 
ed, when a rush in the same ^■icinit^" once 
iiiore raised our hopes. This time there was no 
mistake, for a young boar of 28 in. — a pig is 
measured from the Avithers in a perpendicular 
straight line to the back of the hoof— sailed 
away in front of us. Settling down in oiu- 
saddles, Ave galloped for about half a mile be- 
fore getting up with our quarry, A rush and 
I just prick the boar. That j-jrick. howc^-er, is 
quite enough to put him in a tigbting mood. 
"Woof, woof," he grunts, and makes for the 
youngster, who in his excitement misses him 
altogellier. Ko harm is done, hoAvcver, the 
pony getting cleverly out of the wa}-, Maying 
come into his line of A'isiori, I am made the 
object of his attentions and a grand charge 
follows. But eye and hand work together, 
with the result tha.t a fierce rush is stopped, 
and the boar, reeling under the impact, is up 
and at the young.stcr again. The latter by 
this lime having lecoxered his coolness de- 
livers a good spear which would have done 
• credit to any old hand. Still full of light, the 
boar makes charge after charge finally fal- 
ling dead without a groan — a gallant foe, and 
a gallant fight. 

Riding quickly back to the line, we arc met 
by the jemadar, Avho in a state of Avild ex- 
citement informs us that a heav}- pig is watch- 
ing the beaters fron-i a bare patch of grotmd 
about 100 A'ards from the line Quickening- 
pace, AA'c canter up to the line, and true enough 
find the jemadar's statement to be correct. 
Telling the beaters to stay where the}- arc, the 
youngster and T walk our horses tt)wards the 
boar, which seldom shov\-s fight till he h;is 
had a run and been touched with the spear. 
This boar, a fine fellow of about 31 in. jn-ovetl 
an exception, for Avhcn Ave were about fifty 
}ards from him he came at me like lightning 
Getting my horse into a hand gallop, I pro- 
ceeded to meet him, Avhen just as spear w;is 
about to meet tlcsh the pig thought better of 
il and jinked to one side. Turning quickly, avc 
were after him. .A good gallop follcju-ed, when 
just as I was getting on ternis w\ih him my 
horse put his foot in a hole and came do\vn. 
letting the yoimgster up on his pony. I'icking 
in_\-sclf up and renioimting, I was just n-i time 
to see the youngster stick the pig fairly and 
squarely, another good light ending in a kill. 

By this time it was getting very hot, so 
we cried a halt to allow of iced drinks and 
sandwiches. After a short adjournment Ave 
ag"ain started of, the youngster still on the 
pony, 1 on another Avaler, a seasoned follower 
of pig. but always very excited at lir.-i, in- 
dulging in "pig jin-nps" just xo sIhmv his ap- 
preciation of the siiorl. The line beat shiwl}- 
;dong, as thmigh loth to leave a blade of gra.'^s 
iinsearched. care ^vllicIl was duly rewarded. 
ioy we had not gone more than a couple of 
hundred }-ards ^vhcn another boar brok'c, mak- 
ing off as fast as his short legs could carry 
him, and to tho.se who ha\e never seen a Avild 
pig: travel the pace would appear incredible, a 
good gallop ending in the killing of a 26 in. 
pig. We had, hoAvever, by no means finished 
for two more boars, one of 30 in., were added 
to the number of the slain before horse and 
man cried enough. 

Kiding bade to where my ilogcart was 
awaiting us, I had got within a hundred yards 
iif the edge oi the grass Avhen niy horse skip- 
ped short. l.,ooking to sec what could have 
c;iusefl this extraordinary manoeuNrc, 1 spied 
a large tiger cat looking up at mc about ii\ e 
yards away. Now, in Behar we use the short 
apcar Avith a. lump of lead"6n the btitt. Such 
a spear is never thrown/ for the simple reason 
that the Aveight brings the butt'doAvn, causing 
the point to stick up — a menace alike to hor.sc 
and rirlcr, I was in rather a dilemma, for I 
knew if I rode up to the cat she Avould bolt 
into the thick grass. On the other hand, if 
I. threw and missed the point Avould most cer- 
tainly stick up, As, li/jwcvcr, no one Avas rid- 



ing near me I chanced the throw, with the best 
of results, the spear transfixing the animal, 
llcr skin Avas afterwards converted into a 
handsoine rug A. S. V. li. 



SPORT IN ENGLAND ONE HUNDRED 
YEARS AGO 

From the Sporting Magazine of i8io 

Easter Hunt — I'.pjnng h\irest. — A new 
scene was exhibited at the lapping Faster 
I lunt this }-car. Cokmel Thornton, to gratify 
the com])an}-, permitted a stag to be turned out 
before his hound.^. . . . The uncommon 
brilliancy of the day attracted vast numbers 
to witness this charming, sight. The ladies in 
carriages surpa.ssed in number, splendour, and 
beauty all that had ever appeared there before 
Several real si)orlsmcn. friends of- Colonel 
Thornton, ^vith man}- Ncwniarlcct mort. tak- 
ing the ad\-antage of hunling on thai da}-, on 
ihcir ^va}- to the races, ailded greatly to the 
unnsu.-d disjihi} of com|)an}-. 1',}- those ac- 
customed to this ai-inual as.scmblagc, the num- 
bers were estimated at about thirty thousand, 
the very trees being occupied by persons of 
all descriptions eager to view the gay scene. 

.•\t (2 o'clock Colonel Thornton arrived in 
a s]iorling barouche ilrawn l')y I'our cream-col- 
oured Arabians, and the ladies in the carriage 
with him all in .scarlei uniform. The warmth 
of the day rendered the refreshments offered 
by them to the gentlemen most acceptable, 
and consisted, from what wc could perceive, of 
sandwiches, Avith champaign or other French 
wines drunk out of a gold fnx's head — a prize 
formerly avoi-i by Colonel Thornton's hounds. 

Xext came the liunismen. whippers-in, and 
helpers, mounted or leading six high-bred 
chestnut horses, said to be descendants of 
Eclipse, and Avith them the hounds, all of the 
same colour — fawn and Avhite. 

The deer was now ordered by the Colonel to 
be uncarted, which was done Avith great dif- 
ficulty, the populace being so extremely anx- 
ious, and leaving no opening for him to go off. 
Jlc was ornamented according to eustoiu v,-ith 
gay-cplonrcd ribl)Oiis, which many of the 
Cockneys, wdio had but an imjierfecl sight of 
the animal, supposed to be part of his natural 
hue. In clearing his Avay through the people, 
nc leaped ox'cr a gig and horse, creating much 
rdarni, and then dashed into the forest. The 
huntsman was compelled, from the concourse 
of ])cople, to make a considerable circuit be- 
fore he could la}' on hi.i. hounds. 

The deer, as may bp inmgincd, Avas head- 
ed at every instant. The hounds, however, 
settling to the scene, drove him out of the for- 
est, Avhich induced the" Colonel to order them 
to be slopped, to prevfent that mischief which 
must unaA'oidabl}'- haA-e happened to many an 
honest farmer. 

The liotmds. rettu'iiing into the forest, soon 
ran into a herd of red deer. Avhen a fine old 
one was singled out, and after a run of''gfeat 
speed and close hunting, through clouds of 
dust, dry roads, hardened by easterly 'vVinds 
and baked by an intense sun. in about' three 
hours was gallantly run into and killed, to the 
admiration Qt every good sportsman, who had 
conceix'cd it inipo.ssibic that any hounds could 
have afforded sport under such circumstances. 

The deer that was first turned out escaped, 
from the cause fjefore mentioned, but not un- 
til followed tor ten or twelve miles by horse- 
men, who conceived the hounds to be coining 
in their rear. 



FLY-FISHING FOR SALMON IN CON- 
NEMARA 

The twelve Bens raised their heads in soli- 
tar\- grandeur, casting thick .•shadows on 
clumps of pine woods at their base; their deep- 
ly scored sides, through which cascades flowed 
\\-licn clouds brcjkc on their peaks, were black 
and silent, and paid no tribute to the chain of 
lakes from ^vhicll the rivers floA\-ed. ll Avas 
only a few miles from the sea, and the salmon 
Avcrc already n\> in goodly number and could 
lie seen disijoriing themselves in the pools. 1 1 
was good to feel one's I'ect sinking in the pur- 
ple heather, to drink in the fragrance of the 
invigorating breeze that swept through the 
nujuntain pa.-i>es, and to carcfidh' select under 
surxeillancc of the \eteran gillie the flies thai 
would be likely to enlist Salmo salar's patron- 
age, it the essay were a failure it would not he 
for want of fresh-run fish, for there they were 
showing three and four at a time, .spme so di.s- 
tinctly that the silver on their sides flashed in 
the smilight. 

.Soon a jock .Scot and ^il\•er doctor were 
jcnnt rlaimants for ilieir fa-^or and swimming 
w\{]\ short, (luick jerk's u\-er their resting places, 
'fhcre was a tine curl on the \vater, an essen- 
tion condition to sport, as the pool Avas deep 
and sluggish. The Avind Avas bloAving up 
strc.-im, and casting was not so ca.sy, the line 
stretching on its errand with a low swish. One 
has tile instinct in active form at times that 
sport is certain, i am bound to confess to the 
feeling. e\-ery thing iniint to it. It would not 
1)0 h ji;g, .siu'cl}-, bel'ore (jiie of tlicse lively risers 
would succumb. I thought so, there was the 
unmistakable break in tjie.Avater, that irregular 
c<:)nvnlsion in the pool called a rise but Avhich 
is reilly .-i descent, when the swce]i of a broad 
tail Minds the fish doAvn, having tjuictly closed 
his month on the supp<xse(l ijrize The answer- 
ing movement i)f the rod gave the assurance 
thai the hook had not missed its mark. So 
the sport began, which Avas continued in sev- 
eral fine dashes across stream, the captive dis- 
daining to ,shov/>^himself for si.x or seven min- 
utes. . 'Vyh^ti he "did the stronjj- play given did 
not seem out of proportion to his ]dumi) dimen- 
sions. In ten minutes he fell to the gaff, and 
was put on the balances and scaled ()\h. 

.Within ten inintilcs of his capture I was 



playing another fish, tie was not so large, but 
made up in activity for what he lacked in 
weight, I Avas afraid from the Avay in which 
he sprang out of the water, and made the reel 
scream with sudden rushes,", that he Av.as light- 
ly hooked. It is the'usu'ai tactics of fish Avhen 
parting company Avith the angler to open the 
proceedings ■ in this way. One has an unfor- 
tunate memory for such mishaps, and I found 
them crou'ding in, and was quite jirepared for 
hi.story relocating itself^ Fortunately my rod 
w;is not heavy and yielded quickly to the sud- 
den rushes, an advantage one does not enjoy 
with a stiff weapon. The harder a. salmon plays 
the sooner is he exhausted, aiid in half the 
time of the previous fish he showed signs of 
capitulating. I rcsistetl one temptation to lean 
on him and take aclvaiitagc of this stage in the 
battle, \\'hicli can generally be turned to the 
.'ingler's account. I think I acted wisely, as 
when he was transferred to the gaff- the flv 
dropped out. He weighed 6^2 lb. 

The breeze, which had been raising a good 
ripple on the Avater, now became fitfid, and 
the change was unhappily reflected in the anood 
of the fi.sh. The rise began to go off. The 
plaj'ful fish showed themselves at longer in- 
ter\-als, and the approach to the fly Avas mark- 
ed Avith suspicion. Close to a big rock one fel- 
low broke the water behind the Jock Scot. He 
could haA'e had it easilj' enough v/ere he .so" 
minded. A second cast Avhich dropped the fly 
on the same spot brought hii-n up again. I rest- 
ed him. but the breeze fell away, and he de- 
clined further acquaintance Avith the lure on a 
glassy surface 

A consultation with the gillie resulted in 
cro.ssing over in the boat and going up stream: 
the river flowed through a Avood for half a 
mile, interlacing branches at some points com- 
pletely hiding it from view. It could he traced 
b}^ the musical ripple it made, amongst the 
cover; the canopy of foliage acting the part of 
a sounding board. A distant noise of falling 
water could be heard, and on nearer approach 
its throb Avas felt in the woodland.. It Avas to 
this broken water, that dispensed Avith the nceil 
of a breeze, that the gillie led mc. Th6 river 
seemed to gush from the side of a mountain, 
and, descending from a high tableland, plunged 
madly down the steep incline, Avith thunderous 
roar. In the rapids, Avhere the Avater sobered 
down between these declivities, salmon rested; 
and in hopes of meeting one I fished the most 
likely spots. At one moment I thought ..bur 
pilgrimage would be justified.. The fly AvaS - 
taken Avith a pull, the vigor of Avhich Avould 
have justified a springer. But it Avas only a 
very fine brown trout, which drew line from 
the reel freely, and bent the salmon rod with 
the strength of a grilse. No, the Avater Avas 
too low to bring the salmon up so high, and wc 
had to be content Avith tlie fario addition to the 
basket. The breeze did not return, and the 
heavier water, which held abundance of sal- 
mon, A'ielded nothing more than many shy 
rises, not one of w hich led to an attachment. — 
Corri.gccn, in Baily's. 



PHEASANT REARING IN THE UNITED 
STATES 

The department of agriculture at asliing- 
ton has iss'Wucd a useful Bulletin dealing 
with the subject of pheasant rearing from a' 
industrial point of view. It describes the A'ari- 

ous species of true pheasants and their" im- 
mediate allies, and gives a sketch of the ac- 
climatisation of the pheas.'int in Europe and 
its introduction into the United States, Aus- 
tralia, and New Zealand. The first attempt 
to acclimatise pheasants in the United. States 
was -made niorc than a century ago by Richard 
Baclic, an Englishman, who married the onlv 
daughter of Benjamin Franklin. Jle ini- 
ported from England pheasants and partridges 
which he liberated on his estate in New Jerse\-, 
near the spot where the town of Beverly now 
stands. But. although he provided food and 
shelter, the birds liacJ disappeared by the fol- 
lowing spring. .Many similar attempts met 
with like failure, riowcver, about thirty years 
ago a successful attempt Avas made to intro- 
duce the pheasant into Oregon .and since then 
acclimatisation experinicnts have followed 
broader lines and assmncd greater importance 

Many States have established game farms 
and pheasantries ,and in others tlie work has 
been undertaken by individitals and associa- 
tions. Most of the commercial pheasantries 
establiijhed in the States and Canada have been 
short-lived, but some have succeeded and have 
proved an important source of revenue to their 
proprietors. The private preserves have been 
as a rule fairly succcssfid. On some English 
gamekeepers and English methotls are "em- 
ployed ; others are American in character, 
though borrowing largely from the long ex- 
perience of England and other countries of 
Europe. The failure of many efforts to add 
pheasants to the native fauna is attributed to 
insufficient knoAvIedge of thir habits and the 
character of their normal environment. 

Details on these points are supplied by the 
author (.Mr. Henry Oldys, of the Biological 
Survey'), who also treats of the species best 
adapted for introduction— the English, rin"- 
ncck, .lapancse, Alongolian, Prince of Wales^, 
Ilagcnbeck's and Reeve's pheasants — and the 
most approved methods of propagation, Dr, 
Morse, of the Ibircau of n.Aimal Indnstr}-, has 
added some practical information on the dis- 
eases of, pheasants. ■; -

The significance 
of t' il? drcumstance is not to be inidcrest>mat- 
cd. I'l naval circles it is regarded as forecast- 
ing immediate introduction of this type of 
prin c • wvcr to the navy. There is indeed 
goo 1 1 rt ison to believe that some, if not all, of 
the u .••• inored cruisers of the progranuiie of 
191C 11 '.vjll be fitted with gas engines. It has 
bees known for some time past that the naval 
autbxittes.have not be entirely satisfied with 
the ipecl they have been getting out of the 
smaller cruisers, and yet at the same time they 
have bo ' 1 anxious not to increase the displace- 
men 01 these ships. The substitution of gas 
for ite ini as the motive power will not only 
enab e ^he ships to have greater speed, but 
their fi.;'<Jting efficiency will be generally im- 
prove j also. 

Satisfactory Trials 

T e Rattler, in which preliminary experi- 
ment /e been carried out, is an old British 
i^unb..ir t f about seven hundred tons displace- 
ment ari she was lent to the naval volunteers 
on th \i vde for training purposes. At the in- 
stigasun of the Marquis of Graham, the com- 
mand :r the Clyde Division of Volunteers, 
MessiLi. v/illiam Beardmore & Co., the well 
know:, p n and armor manufacturers, of which 
he is I (i; ector, undertook to fit the ship with 
a gas ph. 't in order to test the application of 
the SI clicn gas system to marine propulsion. 
That iv3= two years ago, and since then the 
g^nbcat i.ias been continuously under trial 
with ! iitii;/actory results. Not only many naval 
office' s and scientific experts, but the First 
Lord )f .:e Admiralty and other members of 
the b( ar ' have visited and made trips in the 
ship, ; "Mi 'lavc expressed satisfaction at what 
they verj shown. It was quite certain, in- 
deed, ')a- the adoption of the gas engine was 
only s matter of time, and when a fortnight 
ago I ua> in the Clyde yards the impression 
was vcjy strong there that the important step 
would ic* be long delayed. 

The r, :.chinery of the Rattler consists of a 
five c-\'.ir;'>r gas engine, each cjdinder of 
twenty nches in diameter, with a twenty-four- 
inch si oli ■ The c^as producing plant consists 
of pro. lur. •, cooling tower and centrifugal 
drier. f\ wall donkey boiler supplies the 
steam i or p arifying the gas. The gas has hith- 
erto be m foduced from anthracite coal, but it 
is nndirsi. od that ordinary steaming coal, 
coal rc use. heavy oils or shale refuse can at 
will be JS'-'I in producers of a later pattern to 
that fit e() ui the gunboat. The gas, after be- 
ing cooled Mid cleaned, is mixed with air in the 
requisit ■ pvoportion and then sucked into the 
cylinder wiiere ignition is made on the low 
tension pHnciple. ' There is a great saving in 
weight, spiCe and labor. 

Problem of Exhaust 

Muc hns been said about the absence of 
funnels ;n;u their fittings in vessels fitted with 
this typ . of prime mover, but it has yet to be 
dcmonst a! that the poisonous gases or 
funics, ^'rivcii. as it were, take the place' of 
.smoke, ai l)c got rid of without the aid of 
some k- \l nf uptake or stack. The problem, 
which p eb..nts no difficulty in a small ship 
like the -l^^tUer, may in a much larger vessel 
be less tasMy solved. i 

Mr. ."tch echnie, whose paper on "The In- 
fluence lachinery on the Gun Power of 
the Modni. War Ship," with its proposal for 
fitting » ba'deship with internal combustion 
engine, ii' .sed so much stir three years ago, 
did not . ,31 with this point. He did. however, 
make ".r an;;einents in his design for packet- 
ting wi' ^: nipressed air the siipph^ pipes as 
the pro. xcr to meet tlie possibility of poison- 
ous gas* i <>:mding from the mains. More- 
over, th< t «. r otroke cycle gas engine with 
which J\.'». iMcKechnie made his experiments 
at the V'ck-'rs works at Barrow-in-Furness 
could b-' vt ■, <c(l either by producer gas, heavy 
oil or cc n; i 'ssed air, and he stated that the 
change ■ gas to oil might be niAde almost 
instantap ;(.u<ly. With oil the engine could 
be startc' v hen cold within a few minutes, in 
itself an n; >>rtant tactical advantage in a war- 
ship. 

" \i' Admiralty's Experiments 

It ^i:o' ir* be said that the Admiralty have 
themsei v. i f./o installations of engines of five 
liundrcd 1 or power, with gas producers, with 
which iht )' have been experimenting on shore, 
and from ,v. 'c!. good results are understood to 
have bee: c". tained. The difficulty has been 
to overcome mechanical troubles when any- 
thing bu^^ ai airacite coal was used. The effi- 
ciency ci ' producer was considerably 're- 
duced v/r; '1 lituminous coal was tried. It is 
uncertain il-;.- whether a better result may not 
be obfa'i; :d from producers 011 the pressure 
system j i; ii :.' than by suction. Similarly there 
have been d''M'iculties with the gas engine, but 
the effic.unf,. attainable is so much greater 
than tliat y-ch the steam engine that it is cer- 
tain thaf; '• ■Vv-jll be tried at least in some of 
the small v."5scls' above the size of destroyers. 
For the la u*t" class of vessel oil fuel, now that 
it has beev rc uced-in price by nearly one-half 
and the u ico) (.ainty of supply is being over- 
conic, will probably entirely take the place of 
coal. 

With T igard to the unarmored cruisers of . 
this year'i; programme no information has yet 
been givci^ asi to whether these' are intended to 
be of the 1 ri.'Jtol or the Boadicea design. The 
later Bris :ois. those of last year's pro- 
gramme, K -t of 5,250 tons displacement, and 
the armam v : is rather heavier than in the or- 
iginal dcsi j1 ., The nominal speed of these 
ships isl^V'^tiyf-five knots, but it is obvious 



that as more powerful gas engines could be 
used on the same displacement, greater speed 
could be obtained without any increase in the 
weight' of the. ship. The Blanche and the 
Blonde, the latest ships of the Boadicea type, 
are of 3,350 tons displacement, also with a nom- 
inal speed of twenty-five knots, and it seems 
fairly certain that in one of these two classes 
the new system may be tried. This is only re- 
garded, however, as a step toward^ fitting the 
battleships and heavier armored cruisers with 
the same type of prime mover, since.it is fully 
recognized by the highest authorities that it is 
important Great Britain should maintain the 
lead in the development of this engine.

THE LENGTH Olf REIGNS 

As the world becomes more democratic 
politically, sovereigns live longer. Perhaps the 
fact is not paradoxical after all, for the people 
being contented there are fewer incitements 
to turmoil than in the old times, and kings 
having fallen into the way of being executives, 
there is a happy compromise favorable to 
royal longevity. The House of Hanover being 
a constitutional dynasty illustrates the length 
of days which monarchs who govern wisely 
but not too much may attain. Of the seven 
Hanoverian sovereigns predecessors of George 
v., two were octogenarians, two passed three 
score and ten, and not one died under sixty- 
seven. The longest reign in English history 
is that of Queen Victoria, who was in her, sixty 
fourth year of sovereignty when she died. 
George III. was at least the titular ruler for 
sixty yedrs. Though Edward yil. occupied the 
throne for little more than nine years, his was 
not the shortest of the Hanoverian reigns. 
William IV., who succeeded his brother, 
George IV., June 26, 1830, dying June 20, 
1S37. To approach the record of the House 
of Hanover for long reigns we must go far 
back in English history, Henry III. (1216- 
1272), son of King John, "held the record" 
until George iii.'s decease after sixty years' 
sovereignty; and Queen Victoria passed her 
grandfather's tenure by almost four years. 
The older English kings did not attain great 
length of days as a rule. Not a few of them 
died in their fifties, and Henry IV., wiio per- 
haps, thanks to Shakespeare, impresses us as 
one who had garnered the wisdom of a long 
life, was but forty-seven when he expired. 
Royal life in the middle ages was strenuous 
in the extreme, and exhausted vitality early. 
Kings and princes who reached . three score 
or approximated it, were o£t;en Spoken of as 
"old," in popular parlance, to the surprise df 
later generations. ""Old John of Gauht, tlHi'e- 
honored Lancaster," was fifty-nine when he 
died, though Shakespeare's famous line con- 
veys to the modern ear the suggestion of 
patriarchal age.

SEWARD AND CANADA 

There are probably tens of thousands of 
the Canadians/of toda:y, who have never read 
or even heard of the following laudatory and 
foreseeing references made to Old Canada, ten 
3'ears previous to confederation, b)' the Hon- 
orable Senator William A. Seward, afterwards 
President Lincoln's' celebrated' Secretary of 
State. 

"Hitherto, in common with most of my 
countrymen, as I suppose, I have thought 
Canada, or to speak more accurately, British 
Nbrth America/ a 'mere strip lying north of 
the United States, easily detachable from the 
Parent State; but incapable of sustaining it- 
self, and therefore ultimately, nay, right soon, 
to be taken in by the Federal Union, without 
materially changing or affecting its own con- 
dition of development. I have dropped the 
Qpiuion as a national conceit. I see in this 
British North America, stretching as it does 



across the continent from the shores of Labra- 
dor and Newfoundland to the Pacific and oc- 
cupying a considerable belt of Temperate 
Zone, traversed equally with the United States 
by the lakes and enjoying the magnificent 
shores of the St. Laurence, with its thousands 
of islands in the river and gulf — a region 
grand ;enoughV for* the seat of a great empire. 
In its wheatfields];m the west, its broad ranges 
of the^chise <bf the itiorth, its inexhaustible lum- 
ber lands^the most extensive now remaining 
on the globe — its valuable fisheries, and its 
yet undisturbed mineral deposits. I see the 
elements of wealth. I find its inhabitants vig- 
orous, hardy, energetic, perfected by the 
protestant religion, and British Constitutional 
liberty. I find them jealous of the United 
States and of Great Britain, as they ought to 
be; and therefore when I look at their extent 
arid resources, I know they can, neither be con- 
quered by the former nor permanently held by 
the latter. They will be independent as they 
are already self-sustaining. Having happily 
escaped the curse of slavery, they will never 
submit themselves to the domination of share- 
holders, which [.revails in and determines the 
character of the United States. They will be 
a Russia behind the United States, which to 
them will be France and England. But they 
will be a Russia civilized and mainly protes- 
tant, and that will be a very different Russia 
from that which fills all Southern Europe with 
terror, and by reason of that si'.periority they 
will be the more terrible to the dwellers in 
the Southern latitudes. 

"The policy of the United States is to pro- 
pitiate and secure the alliance of Canada while 
it is young and incurious of its future. But on 
the other hand the policy which the United 
States actually pursues is the infatuated one 
of rejecting and spurning vigorous, perennial 
and ever growing Canada, while seeking out 
of decaying Spanish Provinces, on the coast 
and in the islands of the Gulf of Mexico. 

"I shall not live to see it: but the man is 
already born who will see tlie United States 
mourn over its stupendous folly, which is only 
preparing the way for ultimate danger and 
downfall. All southern political stars must set 
though many times they rise again with dim- 
inished splendor. But those which illuminate 
the pole remain forever shining, forever in- 
creasing in splendor."

CULTIVATE THE OLD ORCHARD 

No greater mistake can be made than that 
of allo\ying orchards to remain in sod year 
after year. Nor should we expect twj ciops 
a year from the soil, when the orchard has 
reached full bearing age. We often look upon 
the apple tree as being a deep feeder and hence 
leaving the surface soil 'quite fertile and valu- 
able for 'other crops. 'The fallacy of such a 
belief becomes perfectly evident when we 
start to plow up the old orchard. A perfect 
network of rootlets will be discovered right 
to the very surface of the ground. 

When plowing up an old orchard, we 
should not overlbok .thjS'fact of so many root- 
lets being near the siirface. Deep plowing 
might not prove an advantage. It is better to 
plow as shallow as possible and in this way 
save the roots from destruction as much as 
possible. ■■ 

After the seeding has been taken care of, 
before that, if possible, it will be a good idea 
to get into your orchard w itli a plow ; and 
count on having it cultivated every year. 
Cover crops of clover, or rape, or other crops 
to suit the purpose, may be sown later on in 
the summer when it is desired to check the 
growih of the tree and ripen the crop and 
mature the wood for winter. 

In -.-'irly fall, pigs or sheep may be turned 
into the orchard and allowed lo pasture on this 
crop and to take care of wormy apples and 
windfalls that might otherwise go to waste, 
and in the case of the former be a nuisance in 
propagating their kind for another year. — T. 
R. James, in Farm and Dairy. 
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Night Run on Locomotive 




WHEAT BRAN FOR COWS 

As soon as grass comes do not make the 
cows secure all their feed from the i)asture. 
Grass alone is one of the best known feeds for 
the production of milk, but with modern in- 
tensive dairying it will pay to feed some dry 
concentrates when the cows arc on pasture. 

We have found that wheat bran is one of 
the. best dry .feeds to give the cows when on 
early green pasture. One of the best dairy- 
men We know of, who furnishes the highest 
grade certifierl milk to city trade, feeds his 
cows dry bran when they are littrally knee- 
deep in bluegrass and clover. It is not be- 
cause the cows do not get enough of the green 
feeds, but because, the feeding of some dry 
concentrates aids in balancing the ration and 
furnishing a variety. It is perfectly reason- 
able that a little dry feed in summer and a 
little green feed in winter is a good thing for 
the cows. Dry wheat bran when the cows 
arc on green pasture affords a good variety in 
the ration as silage docs in winter when the 
cows are on dry feed. 

It is a well known fact among dairymen 
and some farmers that wheat bran improves 
the flavor and general good qualities of cream 
and butter. June grass makes good tiutter; 
brit June grass and wheat bran make bettei' 
butter. Besides this, wheat bran is one of the 
irtst healthful feeds that can be giv?n to a 
coAv, and she will cat it with relish at all sea- 
sons of the year. 

As siiring comes, bran usually drops some 
in price, so that is is not a very expensive sum- 
mer dairy feed. Moreover, it has been proved 
by repeated experiments .. that , the manurial 
value of bran is close to'$io':a}ton;: . By feeding 
it liberally to the cows, -and . applying the 
manure to the land for growing-crops, or on 
pasture land, wheat bran becomes one of the 
most valuable feeds that can be purchased and 
brought onto the farm.— H. M. Shcpard, 
Franklin Co., Mo. 



■ • "Twenty-five minutes late," growled the 
engineer as the big locomotive snorted on the 
line between Montreal and New York. 

"And I don't see that we are going to catch 
up much, foolin' round here," replied the fire- 
man, as he viciously jabbed in a few more 
shovels of coal, although the steam gauge 
showed two hundred pounds, and the whole 
engine was shiyeringvwith suppressed' power. 

Just then the litttle' signal horn^dver the en- 
gineer .sounded a couple of toots. The latter 
adjusted his goggles, sat back for business, and 
slowly pulled the lever back. Without effort 
the engine took hold of the twelve cars on the 
big night train for New York, and started off, 
with neither haste nor iiCsitation. 

"Thirty-five miles and only one stop. 
Guess we'll pick up fifteen miqutes,'' said the 
engineer, and swung the lever full back. 

Then the race against time in the blackness 
of a particularly dirty night was on. It was 
on board one of the giant hundred-ton locomo- 
tives of the New York Central, particularly de- 
signed to carry big trains from Montreal to 
New York on the Rutland route. For once 
rules were suspended, and the engineer was 
allowed to carry two passengers — a representa- 
tive of the Gazette and Mr. Neil Mooney, gen- 
eral agent of the road at Montreal. 

Probably few of the Gazette'.s readers have 
ever journeyed on a fast locomotive at night, 
or any other time. It is not a popular method 
of traveling. The company does not like it. 
And the engineer and fireman have serious 
business on hand which makes no provision 
for intruders in the cab. Also it is not a com- 
fortable style of traveling, and particularly 
adapted to play havoc with weak nerves or in- 
accurate hearts. When a locomotive with a 
heavy train behind it is splitting darkness at 
the rale of a mile a minute, the sensations of 
one unaccustomed to such a thing are simply 
appalling. Everything is swallowed up in the 
one idea of terrific speed ; realization is almost 
drowned in the roar of the miles as they rattle 
by. 

, Heavy Strain on Engineer 

With an engind. which, with its tender, 
weighing 350,000 pounds, and a heavily-loaded 
dozen passenger cars behind them ,going in the 
dark at full speed, a passenger in the cab gains 
a totally different idea of what passenger ser- 
vice really means, and learns, a new respect 
for the grim, silent .men, who, fpr^ hours to- 
gether, have the whole niassive train and the 
lives of its passengers under, the absolute con- 
trol of their left hands. Incidentally, the pos- 
sible dangers of high speed railroad traveling 
are borne home in a striking manner. From 
tlie great height of the cabs on these huge en- 
gine's, a very different view of the journey is 
secured than that obtained by the passenger 
in a comfortable easy, chair iji .the RuUman car, 
and he begins to realize the ■exa:ct science and 
care necessary to take "a train out, arid bring 
it in, without mishap. 

As the train started out on its rush to make 
time, the puffing of tlie engine' could be heard, 
and "the increasing momentum was easily ap- 
])arcnt, the big locomotive tugging and iairly 
jumping to get ahead, like a racehorse getting 
under way. "in a few moments everything was 
lost in the terrific roar of the machinery, with 
the hissing of steam. Nothing could be seen 
outside except black darkness, and occasional 
deeper shadows when trees rushed past. In 
front the electric headlight illuminated the 
tracks for about a hundred yards ahead, faintly 
outlining the grey steels. But farther ahead 
nothing but gloom, save for occasional green 
lights, when the engineer pulled his whistle. 
The toots were felt more than heard in the 
cab, and the sound was passed almost before 
it was heard. As crossings were approached 
the bell rang automatically, but its clang could 
not be heard in the engine. 

Appetite for Coal 

j\Iotionlcss the engineer sat, his head out as 
he kept his eye pinned on the track ahead, his 
hand never leaving the wide-open throttle 
save to pull the whistle lever just above. In 
the middle the fireman worked away — and he 
was about the busiest man in the state of V-^r- 
mont at that time. One fire hole is not enough 
for the greedy furnaces of these monster en- 
gines, it takes two mouths to satisfy their ap- 
])etites for coal. And when the fireman was 
not feeding one he was shovelling into the 
other, the white glare from the furnace cutting 
great swaths into the surrounding darkness.

.QUAINT BRAHMINfiBURIAL RITES 

The ceremony .of burial as observed by the 
Brahmins is, to Qur Western minds, decidedly 
heathenish. As soon as a man dies his rela- 
tives and friends set about performing the, 
long list of rites required by religion for the 
purification of his body. 

The corpse is washed and a barber shaves 
off all his hair. After a second washing san-' 
dalwood is placed upon the forehead and gar-r' 
lands of , flowers around .the .neck. The. mouth 
is filled "^•With -rhe^^ rela;ves"%nd the body is 
adorned witlit:rich rairhent and jewels. After! 
lying in state for a certain period the body is 
wrapped in a new piece of cloth, purified ac- 
cording to prescril:)ed ceremony. It is next 
placed upon a litter, and the thumbs and toes 
are bound together with cord. Then the head 
mourner, carrying fire in an earthen "vessel, 
leads the way. After him comes the funeral 
litter ornamented with flower-s and gaudy 
cloths and surrounded by, the mourners. The 
women remain at home. 

On the way to the crematory three halts 
arc made so that the sjjirits of tlie nether world 
may have time to repair their mistake if per- 
chance they have taken the wrong man. At 
each halt a little soaked rice is placed in the 
dead person's mouth that his hunger and thirst 
may be satisfied. ■," 

The cremation ground at Benares, the holy 
city, is an open, sandy space beside the Gangesi 
Running down into the water are quite a rittm- 
ber of long, wide flights of steps called ghats. 
Each glial is set aside for a particular pur- 
pose. At the burning ghat the funeral pro- 
cession halts. 

First a shallow pit is dug. This is conse- 
crated with ceremonial water, and a few coins 
are thrown into it. The funeral pyre is then 
erected. The body is stripped of all jewels 
and raiment, and having been dipped , in , the 
sacred river, is laid upon "the pyre. "Then are 
performed a number of purification rites, after 
which a small gold coin is placed in the mouth 
of the corpse. Then the head mourner touches 
a torch to tlie corners of the pj're, and the 
procession returns to the house, where numer- 
ous otheic rites must* be performed; • Only the 
four men who carri'ed .tlie.coi-p.se r,em^^ These 
must wait until the"bp4y ;is entire^^^ 
arid cast the ashes intb the sicrcd waters of thie^i 
river. . - 

The crematory is in the care of the "domri," 
the lowest of castes, who charge exorbitant 
prices for the Avoocl, the oil, ancl other acces- 
sories needed for the burning. The earlier 
this occurs the greater is tlic cost and more 
certain is the departed one's chances of reach- 
ing , paradise. Toward noon the bodies of 
crimirial^' ahd the very poor are cremated. The 
higher order of priests and fakirs are consid- 
ered so holy that they do not need to be puri- 
fied by fire. Their, bodies. a^^ into
